will continue to gather information about 
test scores and follow the adminis- 
tration's work with the test scores, Mrs. 
Fcldman said. 


She said some of the committee mem- 


bers still had questions about the scores 
and wanted more information but that 
others had obtained satisfactory informa- 
tion since the last meeting two weeks 
ago. 


The committee originally requested to 


meet with an administrator to discuss 
the scores. Supt. Kenneth Gill refused to 
meet with the group and questioned the 
caucus's authority to establish such a 
committee. However, he did agree to 
meet with any of the PTA or PTO or- 
ganizations on an individual basis. . 


Fire calls up 13% 
for 11 mouths

The Buffalo Grove Fire Dcpt. has re- 


sponded to more calls In the first 11 
months of this year than It did In all of 
1073. 


Calls for 1074 arc up 13.4 per cent from 


last year, with one month remaining. 
Statistics show the department has re- 
sponded to 801 alarms In 1074, 05 more 
than all of losLyeor. 


Officials wm Wednesday, however, 


they are not surprised by the total and 
added it is below the projections they 
made at the beginning of the year. They 
estimated they would respond to almost 
000 calls this year, an over-all increase 
of 27.1 per cent 


IN SAYING his emergency crews prob- 


ably will answer another 50 to 60 alarms 
this year, Fire Chief Wayne Winter said 
the total should be short of expectations. 


Ftra officials have expected alarms, 


which show significant Increases over the 
last four yean to correspond with rises 
In village population and the amount of 
developed land In Buffalo Grove. 


The start of ambulance service In 1072 


and the later Installation of a paramedic 
program also hove contributed to higher 
alarm rates, according to Winter. 


The Buffalo Grove Fire Dcpl., largely 


n volunteer (infighting force, operates 
as part of the Wheeling Township Rural 
Flro Protection District and Is Indepen- 
dent of the village. 


THE REMAINING section of the vil- 


lage In Lake County Is served primarily 
by the Long Grove Fire Protection Dis- 
trict. The Vernon Fire District also 
serves a small area. 


This year's statistics show that 427, or 


mart than half the alarms have been for 
ambulance service, while 126 were (Ire 
calls for accidents and grass fires. 


There were 83 responses to residential 


house fires with another nine In larger 
buildings and structures. 


Buffalo Grove firemen assisted other 


departments on 74 occasions this year 
while the remaining 80 alarms were re- 
sponses to an automatic mutual aid pact 
with the Arlington Helghts^ire Dcpt. 


Under the agreement,"«te two deport- 


ments automatically respond to calls In 
each other's territory in an effort to beefv 
up flreflghtlng forces. 


A FIVE-YEAR comparison of annual 


alarm totals show that a projected total 
of 1,200 alarms in 1075 will be more than 
1,000 in excess of the 1071 total of 160. 


The 1,200 figure is only an estimate, 


however, based on projections that Buf- 
falo Grove would grow to a population of 
24,300 residents by 1075. 


Winter said the department may not 


reach that number of total calls next 
year because the village has fallen short 
of earlier predictions on population 
growth. 


He called the Increases In alarms over 


the last four years "dramatic." The 1073 
total of 706 calls was 84 per cent higher 
than the total reported for 1072 and that 
figure was 140 per cent higher than the 
1071 level of 160, the breakdown shows. 


Winter provided no statistics but said 


more fires are occurring in the older sec- 
tion of town between Lake-Cook and Dun- 
dee roads. 


"THE OLDER AREAS have more fires 


because there's more wear and tear on 
the buildings," he said. 


He also said that careless use of 


matches and smoking materials have 
been a frequent cause of fires. 


Alarm rates will probably level off af- 


ter next year because the village will not 
grow as rapidly as it has over the last 
several years. 


He did say, however, calls would prob- 


ably increase by about 400 each year If 
the department takes In the Lake County 
section of Buffalo Grove In a proposed 
referendum next year.

Area's not-so-cheerful job picture: 
few openings, unemployment on rise 


Been looking for a job? In the 


Northwest suburbs, there are job 
openings for skilled machinists, cleri- 
cal workers and health-care profes- 
sionals. 
, 


Competition for available jobs is 


keen, said Everett Galloway, office 
manager at the Illinois Employment 
Service Northwest Suburban Office 
In Des Plalnes. "There Is really noth- 
ing plentiful, because of the number 
of unemployed." 


"Job openings have decreased by 


about 50 per cent in the last month 
and a half," said Galloway. "Our 
traffic coming In has probably 
doubled in the last couple of 
months." Between 600 and 700 appli- 
cants visit the employment office ev- 
ery day, Monday through Friday. The 
increase in area residents seeking 
unemployment compensation Is due 
to several factors, partly seasonal, 
said Shirley Stambor, director of the 


Illinois Unemployment Compensation 
Northwest Suburban Office in Des 
Plaines. 


THE SEASONAL downturn in em- 


ployment, the nationwide coal strike 
and other factors likely will push 
unemployment up from the unad- 
justed figures reported for October, 
said John Coulter, manpower direc- 
tor for the Chicago Assn. of Com- 
merce and Industry. When the new 
figures come out Friday for Novem- 
ber "there will likely be on Increase 
— I would guess 1 per cent or so — 
in the Chicago area," Coulter said. 


Unadjusted figures for October re- 


ported by U. S. and state Labor 
Dept. officials showed 4.7 per cent 
unemployment in the Chicago-area 
and 5.7 per cent on a national basis. 


Coulter predicts a turnaround in 


the employment market by the sec- 
ond half of 1975. Persons under Vie 
age of 25, minority workers and city 


workers rather than suburban work- 
ers will be most affected by layoffs, 
ha said. 


ELECTRICIANS, machinists auto 


repair specialists and some 
of- 


fice workers will find job openings, 
the CACI executive said. Cashiers, 
teachers and bartenders are among 
the jobseekers who will find fewer 
openings. Railroading- and steel-in- 
dustry jobs should be more plentiful 
when the coal strike is resolved, 
Coulter said. 


The Illinois Labor Dept. said the 


Friday report will indicate whether 
employment In the retail industry In- 
creased during November as it tra- 
ditionally does during the holiday pe- 
riod. The seasonally adjusted Octo- 
ber figures of 5 per cent unemploy- 
ment in the Chicago area translates 
Into 133,000 people out of work. The 6 
per cent figure on a national basis 
represented 
5,04-4,000 unemployed 


persons.

Gas heat in your home? You'll pay more 


The price of natural gas used to heat 


homos and apartments will go up soon 
following announcement Wednesday by 
the Federal Power Commission that 
wellhead prices (or the gas Industry will 
be Increased. 


The offtct on suburban residents will 


mean higher gas bills, although esti- 
mates vary as to bow much the Increase 
will be. The Chicago ana — Including all 
the suburbs — will see an increase in 
residential service bills of 15.92 per cent, 
according to the Federal Power Commis- 
sion. 


But a spokesman for Northern Illinois 


Gas Co., which supplies natural gas to 


the suburbs, said the maximum Impact 
on consumers In the northern third of Il- 
linois will be a 4 per cent rate increase. 


COMMISSION CHAIRMAN John N. 


Nassikas and Interior Sec. Rogers C. B. 
Morton Wednesday called for the decon- ' 
trol of all new natural gas prices, coupled 
with a tax on excess profits as insurance 
against price gouging. The commission 
price hike is intended to spark Increased 
natural gas production. 
, (', 


The Wednesday price adjustment by 


the commission fixes the uniform'price 
of new natural gas at 50 cents per thou- 
sand cubic feet, on increase of 8 cents. 
The Impact of the price increase on resi- 


dential service bills will range from a 
low of B.06 per cent Increase in Boston to 
16.46 higher in Los Angeles, with the Chi- 
cago area increase estimated at 15.02 per 
cent, the commission said. 


Bruce Gilbert, coordinator of rate re- 


search for Northern Illinois Gas Co., said 
Wednesday approximately 00 per cent of 
its gas supply could potentially be affect- 
ed by the new rates. The remaining 10 
per cent Is supplied by other natural gas 
facilities. 


Gilbert said an estimate of a 16 per 


cent rise in gas prices by 1078 "must be 
erroneous. Even If we have 100 per cent 
new natural gas by 1078, It means about 


a 4 per cent Increase for residential cus- 
tomers," he said. 


NI-GAS HAS FOUR major pipeline 


suppliers of natural gas. "To the extent 
that our suppliers do have to purchase 
new gas supplies, it is going to have a 
cost Impact," Gilbert said of the new 
rates. 


At least two months will elapse be- 


tween an announcement of higher well- 
head prices and an adjustment on a cus- 
tomer's bill. This will be accomplished 
by the "purchase gas adjustment" for- 
mula used by NI-Gas, that has increased

Wheeling youth 
arrested for 
shooting two 


An 18-year-old Wheeling youth was ar- 


rested Wednesday in connection with last 
week's shooting incident in which two 
area women were wounded on Dundee 
Road near Jack London Junior High 
School in Wheeling. 


Paul R. Gantz Jr., 945 Wilshire Dr., 


was charged with attempted murder and 
aggravated battery. He was being held in 
the Wheeling lockup in lieu of $50,000 
bond. 


Gantz was arrested about 5pm. when 


two Wheeling detectives sighted him and 
stopped the car in which Gantz was a 
passenger, police said. 


Detectives Earl Seul and Ken Dawson 


stopped the car on Dundee Road in the 
village and arrested Gantz. Police said 
Gantz fits the description of the youth 
believed to have fired five shots Nov. 27. 
No weapon has been seized, police said. 


THE INCIDENT is still under in- 


vestigation, police said, noting that one of 
the victims, Leila Edgerton, 46, of 758 
Lake View Dr., Wheeling, will probably 
be released from the hospital later 
this week. Mrs. Edgerton underwent sur- 
gery at Holy Family Hospital for remov- 
al of a pellet or bullet lodged in her 
head. 


The other woman wounded in the in- 


cident, Barbara Petykowski, 298 N. Ash- 
land Ave., Palatine, was slightly wounded 
in the hand, but did not require hospital 
treatment. 


Mrs Edgerton was a passenger in a 


car traveling on Dundee Road near the 
school when a pellet fragment shattered 
the passenger's side window and struck 
her. 


Mrs. Petykowski was shot as she 


reached la take her child's hand in the 
area of the Sears Catalog outlet store, 835 
W. Dundee Rd. Mrs. Petykowski told po- 
lice she heard at least five shots before 
she was hit.

House GOP 
stays with leaders 
of past two years 


SPRINGFIELD — Republicans in the 


Illinois General Assembly, their ranks 
decimated by the Democratic landslide 
v i c t o r y In the November election, 
Wednesday night turned again to the 
leadership they have followed in the post 
two years. 


Republican members of the House and 


Senate, who were In the majority until 
the Nov. 5 election, elected as minority 
leaders those who were closest to the 
center of power when they controlled 
bath houses of the legislature. 


At a caucus Wednesday night, State 


House Republicans took only one ballot 
to elect as minority leader Rep. James 
R. Woshburn, R-Morrls, a firm supporter 
of present Speaker of the House W. Rob- 
ert Blair, R-Park Forest, who did not 
succeed In his bid for reelection to the 
House. 


Washburn's election was seen as a suc- 


cessful effort to hold together the coali- 
tion which had elected Blair speaker for 
his second term against strong opposition 
at the beginning of this legislative ses- 
sion. 


SENATE REPUBLICANS also turned 


again to their current leader Senate 
President William C. Harris, R-Pontiac, 
who was reelcctcd as the GOP leader on 
the first ballot in the Republican caucus. 


Harris gained 14 votes on the first bal- 


lot In the caucus, with 13 votes needed 
for election among the thinned Republi- 
can ranks in the Senate. 


In the caucus of House Republicans, 


Washburn easily carried the election on 
the first ballot with 42 votes. There were 
39 votes needed for election, and until 
hours before the caucus opponents of 
Washburn had maintained they could 
block his election on the initial ballot. 
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W a s h b u r n , however, cosily out- 


distanced the three opponents for the mi- 
nority leadership. Challenging him were 
Rep. John Hlrschfeld, R-Chnmpaign; 
Rep. Philip W. Collins, R-Cnlumet City; 
and Rep. Gene Hoffman, R-Blmhurst. 


HOFFMAN WAS supported by Rep. 


Eugene F. Schllckman and Rep. Virginia 
Macdonald, both of Arlington Heights, 
and had been seen as the primary chal- 
lenger to Washburn. Nominated by Mrs. 
Macdonald, Hoffman finished fourth in 
the voting. 


Finishing second in the balloting, to the 


surprise of several Republicans, was 
Hirschfeld, who hod been an ally of 
Schlickman in opposing Blair's election 
as speaker two years ago. Rep. John 
Porter, R-Evanston, was one of those 
who seconded Hlrschfeld's nomination. 


After Washburn's nomination, specula- 


tion centered upon whom he would name 
as members of the Republican minority 
leadership. 


It .was generally agreed among Spring- 


field observers that Washburn would in- 
clude a woman, Rep. Celeste Stiehl of 
Belleville, Rep. William Walsh of La- 
Grange and Rep. Arthur Telcscr of Chi- 
cago, all of whom were staunch support- 
ers of Blair in the 1972 leadership battle. 


That would leave one position open in 


the leadership team, and there was spec- 
ulation that it might be filled by Rep. 
Brian M. Duff, R-Wilmette, who also sup- 
ported Blair two years ago.

die in Dutch 
jetliner crash 


COLOMBO, Sri Lanka (UPI) — A 


chartered Dutch jetliner carrying 191 
persons, most of them Indonesian Mos- 
lems on a pilgrimage to the holy city of 
Mecca, crashed in rain and fog Wednes- 
day night minutes before it was to land 
for refueling at Colombo airport. 


Reports indicated all aboard perished, 


making (he crash the second worst air 
disaster in history. 


Sri Lanka Radio said the plane, went 


down in a mountainous region 80- miles 
east of the capital. The broadcast quoted 
officials as saying there apparently were 
no survivors. 


In The Hague, Holland, Martin Schroe- 


der, president of Martin Air, the charter 
airliner which operated the DC8 jetliner, 
said: "On the basis of the scant informa- 
tion, we fear there were no survivors." 


If those fears ore confirmed, the crash 


would be the second worst air disaster, 
surpassed only by the crash of a Turkish 
Airlines DC10 Jetliner March 3,1974, kill- 
ing 345 persons. 


"The aircraft crashed in bad weath- 


er," Schroeder said. "The weather condi- 
tions also prevented helicopters from 
leaving tho airport for the crash site. 
They will have to wait until daylight." 


It was the third crash of a commercial 


airliner in four days. On Sunday, a Trans 
World Airlines 727 struck a hilltop near 
Upperville, Va., killing 92 persons. The 
same day, a Northwest Airlines 727 
crashed in Bear Mountain State Park 
near Haverstraw, N.Y., killing the three- 
member crew.

Ford., Trudeau discuss Canadian oil policy 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Ford expressed concern to Prime Min- 
ister Pierre Elliott Trudeau Wednesday 
over Canada's plans to phase out oil ex- 
ports to the United States, but there was 
no indication the policy would be 
changed. 


Andrew Hartmann, assistant secretary 


of state for European affairs, said in a 


briefing 'following the two-hour White 
House talk that Ford had not mentioned 
the possibility of retaliatory actions over 
oil issues. 


Several members of Congress have 


urged Ford to take action against Cana- 
da for the planned export phase out and 
for imposing a crude oil tax which has 
raised the price of Canadian oil to the 
international level. 


Ivan Head, a special assistant to 


Trudeau, said: "The Prime Minister in- 
vited the President to indicate what he 
would do if the shoe were on the other 
foot, and there was no response." 


Trudeau said the tax was needed to 


offset cost of Venezuelan oil on which 
eastern Canada depends and the export 
cutbacks were necessary because supply 
in Canada was shorter than expected. 


Anti-busing provision clears House

The House took action Wednesday that 


could effectively ban the busing of school 
children to achieve racial desegregation. 


By a vote of 212-176, the House accept- 


ed a House-Senate compromise amend- 
ment to a general appropriations bill that 
would prohibit any of the $5.8 billion for 
the Dept. of Health Education and Wel- 
fare to be used to classify or assign stu- 
dents or teachers by race, sex or reli- 
gion. 


HEW Secretary Caspar Weinberger 


said the amendment would have the ef- 
fect of prohibiting his department from 
enforcing desegregation orders. 


There would be no effect-on current 


busing programs, because no federal 


funds are now being spent on them. 


The full appropriations measure — 


which also restricted to $200,000 the 
amount to help former President Nixon 
make his transition to private life — still 
must be approved by the Senate. 


The Senate, meantime, took another 


swipe at aid to Turkey, amending Presi- 
dent Ford's $2.78 billion foreign aid bill 
to require that all military aid to Turkey 
be cut off by mid-February, unless sub- 
stantial progress is made toward a 
Cyprus peace settlement. 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger called 
the move "a major mistake." The House 
still must act on the measure. 


In other Washington developments 


Wednesday: 


• President Ford asked Congress to 


come up with $813.7 million to.finance 
the GI bill it passed over his veto, telling 
the lawmakers their action will cost the 
nation an extra half-billion dollars. Ford 
had advocated more modest legislation 
to boost education benefits for Vietnam- 
era veterans. 


• A Congressional subcommittee, end- 


ing a three-year study, proposed a $15.4 
billion program to reorganize the na- 
tion's welfare system. Included would be 
tax relief for moderate and low-income 
families now ineligible for aid, and cash 
subsistence payments of up to $300 a 
month for those unable to work or find 
work. 


• The Agriculture Department an- 


nounced a plan for reducing food stamp 
benefits for many needy families as of 


March 1, by raising the amount of cash 
poor people'must pay for the stamps. 
Public comment on the proposal will 
be accepted until Dec. 27, with a strong 
challenge expected from critics in Con- 
gress. 


• The Democratic majority in the 


House — which stripped the Ways and 
Means committee of much of its power 
and arranged for numerous chairman- 
ship contests this week — turned back an 
effort to strip the speaker of some of his 
powers of appointment. 


Ford sent to Congress proposals for ad- 


ding 37 more areas — totaling nine mil- 
lion acres — to the nation's wilderness 
system, a move to insure their pre- 
servation.

John LoSasso Is happy. 
November was his best month In the 


eight yean since ha opened a shoe repair 
shop In Elk Grova Village. The ewnomy 
may be down, but LoSasso'a business Is 
up and he's resoling more wtngtips these 
days. 


The clientele at Grove Shoe Repair In 


the Grove Mall seems to be changing, 
LoSasso said. He Is seeing more execu- 
tive types and others who look as though 
they are more used to throwing awa> 
worn shoes than having them repaired. 


"I'm getting a tot of now faces In 


hero," LoSasso said. "They come in and 
they ask "What's the price of soles and 
heels today?' and you know either 
they've never been in a repair shop be* 
fore or it's been a lot of years." 


LnSASSO RUNS A suburban version ot 


the old neighborhood shoe repair shop. It 
is a friendly place where LoSasso and his 
young apprentice Larry Vlttal, dressed 
In cotton aprons, work behind a counter 
cluttered with shoes and boots of every 
size and description. There Is a sign on 
the wall that claims the minimum 
charge for any repair Is 75 cents, but 
LoSasso doea not always stick to that. 
. 


He finds people In Elk Grove seem to 


appreciate the shop, the only one of its 
kind in the village. They go by and smile 
and wave at him working and when they 
come in, most people stay to talk awhile. 


"A lady might come In here and she'll 


point to a couple of bags of groceries she 
has bought for $30 and complain. Every* 
body Is price conscious and like every* 
thing else, new shoes are expensive, 
too," LoSasso said. "More people are 
bringing in shoes and asking me If 
they're worth fixing so they'll last just a 
little-longer." 


SOME PEOPLE appear surprised that 


the cost of fixing shoes has gone up, but 
then, LoSasso said he gets some custom- 
en who still think he can do almost any* 
thing for about a quarter. 


"People who've never tried shoe repair 


believe they can get practically anything 
done for 23 or 33 cents," he marveled. 
"A loaf of bread costs me as much as it 
does them and they just don't realize the 
work Involved or that my costs are going 
up, too." 


Inflation apparently Is hitting the shoe 


repair business, but stretching the Ufa of 
a pair of men's drees shoes with half 
soles and heels Is still a bargain. LoSasso 
said the price of the job went up from 
about M.SO to $9.50 two yean ago, but 
that's about one-third the cost of replac- 
Ing the shoes. 


GEORGE GOLANOPOULOS of the Go- 


lanopoulos Bros., one of the largest shoe- 
repair materials suppliers In the Chicago 
area, said repair costs may go higher 
because several materials such as glue 
are made from scarce petroleum by-pro- 
duels. 


LoSasso Is not really worried, though. 


Ho Is confident repairing shoes will al- 
ways cost less than buying new ones and 
the way he sees it, the current recession 
Is causing a lot of people to wake up to 
how much money they have wasted.

week that Scanlon, who is village liquor 
commissioner, may be hired by the fami- 
ly of Trustee William Heln, whose mem- 
bers hold a village liquor license and sell 
auto parts to the village. 


THE JOB, WHICH probably will be of- 


fered to Scanlon, is as a counter man for 
a new auto parts store the Heln family 
plans to open in January near. Dundee 
Road and Betty Drive In Buffalo Grove. 


"The statute states that he cannot 


have any direct or indirect interest In the 
business and if he's going to be working 
in the auto parts store I can see no prob- 
lem," Murphy said. "If he does that he 
will have no connection with the liquor 
business. 


"The criteria we use in matters such 


as these is whether or not a village offi- 
cial's name appears on the liquor li- 
cense," he said. 


STATE LAW prohibits elected munici- 


pal officials from holding liquor licenses. 
Scanlon said he has no financial interest 
in the business and would not be con- 
nected with the liquor license. 


As liquor commissioner, however, he 


could be faced with administrative deci- 
sions concerning the Hems' tavern. In his 
capacity as liquor commissioner, he is- 
sues, revokes and Is responsible for ail 
matters concerning village liquor licen- 
ses.

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Senate OKs huge raises for judges

SPRINGFIELD, 111. - In the face of 


warnings that the state Is spending itself 
toward an Increase In the state income 
tax, the Illinois Senate Wednesday ap- 
proved whopping pay raises (or judges 
and overrode Gov. Daniel Walker's veto 
which would have cut In half a pay raise 
for state employes. 


At tho same time, the Senate killed 


proposed pay raises for members of tho 
General Assembly, although that propos- 
al had been cut In half In an attempt to 
Increase Its chance for passage. 


Tho Senate also stalled substantial pay 


raise* for members of Gov. Walker's 
cabinet Alter bitter attacks by Republi- 
cans on Gov. Walker's "out-of-state re- 
cruiting habits" of high-salaried aides, 
Democratic Minority Leader Sen. Cecil 
Partoo vas able to attract only IS votes 
for the cabinet members' raises, and 
asked that they be postponed. 


STATE SEN. John Nlmrod, R-Skoklc, 


warned on tho Senate floor — after ap- 
proval of pay raises ranging up to 57 per 
cent for some judges — that the Senate 
In this session has approved excess 
spending In tho amount of $02 million. Ho 
quoted State Comptroller George Llnd-

berg as saying that extra spending of 
$100 million or more would probably ne- 
cessitate an income tax Increase next 
ycnr. 


When tho Senate later voted to restore 


monthly raises of J100 for all state em- 
ployes — which Walker had cut to $50 — 
the Senate spending measures rose to ap- 
proximately (120 million hi this session. 


Some of these items, however, must 


still bo acted upon by tho House. The 
Senate last week overrode a veto which 
would have cut $20.5 million from wel- 
fare grants. Tho House is expected to act 
on that veto today. 


THE HOUSE ALSO must act on the 


senior citizens' tax relief measure passed 
earlier by the Senate. That bill would 
provide for cash rebates on taxes paid by 
persons over the age of 60 who earn 
$10,000 or less per year. According to dif- 
ferent estimates, the bill would cost the 
state from $34 million to $50 million, but 
it would be subject to a veto by Gov. 
Walker. 


Sentiment in the House, which met 


only briefly Wednesday without acting on 
any spending matters, appeared to be 
hardening against added expenditures. 


State Rep. Eugene F. Schlickman, 


R-Arlington Heights, said Wednesday 
that he has received several pleas from 
his constituents for support of the senior 
citizens' tax bill. But Schlickman said,'_'! 
have adopted a philosophy against all 
veto overrides on revenue and spending, 
and on new spending bills. We have to 
hold the line someplace." 


STATE UEP. Donald L. Totten, 


R-Hoffraan Estates, was more vociferous 
in his attitude toward House actions in 
overriding a number of Walker's vetoes 
last week. "What they are doing is ridic- 
ulous," Totten said. "They know that the 
money simply isn't there. I wouldn't be 
surprised to see Walker come in here 
with an emergency tax proposal before 
we get out of here this week." 


In an earlier statement Totten had 


scored his Republican colleagues for ex- 
cessive spending and had said, "It is no 
wonder that the voters voted Republicans 
out of office all over the state."

Now, I would like to ask you about my son. He Is 14 and 


had a skull fracture three years ago, How dangerous Is this 
sort of fracture and should he be allowed to participate in 
activities such as football? Could this kind of fracture cause 
damage to the brain? 


Ills doctor said he could participate in football. I'm very 


concerned. 


I'm glad your mother has done so well by changing her 


diet. Tlio bland diet that she was on was commonly recom- 
mended'a few years ago. A British surgeon pointed out the 
value of cereal fiber In providing bulk in the diet, essential to 
normal bowel function, and since then there has been a small 
revolution In diets for bowel problems.

lleccntly I read In your column that slt-ups and leg-lifts 


would help reduce one'* waistline. Would exercising by stand- 
Ing still and flexing the abdominal muscles by themselves be 
of any benefit In reducing the waistline? Is it possible that 
this type could be harmful, If not helpful? 


I assume you mean pulling In your abdominal muscles and 


contracting them as much as you reasonably can. If so, It will 
help. 


The best approach Is to "suck In your muscles" and hold 


them In this contracted position for at least IS seconds. Then 
relax and repeat the procedure. You can do this either while 
standing or while seated In a chair. 


You can get sore muscles by overdoing it if you have poor 


muscle tone to start with. So, take It easy. 


You can also get results by more rapidly contracting and 


relaxing the abdominal muscles In a repetitive fashion. 


These exercises ore not harmful, and they are very useful 


for people who cannot lie down to exercise. I am thinking 
hero of patients with hiatal hernia who are instructed to have 
the head of the bed elevated and avoid bending over.

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Police chase ends in heroin arrest 


You know how on all those television 


police shows if there la one thing the po- 
lice are careful about is following au- 
tomobiles being driven by a suspect? 


Well, that's not the way It was in Chi- 


cago early Wednesday. These police had 
a suspect who was driving a 1966 Chevro- 
let station wagon. This isn't your typical 
tolevison-type getaway car, but then 
thorn weren't typical television cops. 


These police had been waiting in their 


own care in a dark alloy for the suspect 
to meet another man. When ho did, po- 
lico said, a package changed hands and 
Uw suspect drove off. So they started fol- 
lowing him - in four automobiles. 


TIIEKE WASNT a grant deal of traffic 


at that hour and after a while the suspect 
noticed ho was leading a parade through 
tho South Side because each time he 
made a turn these four cars following 
him made tho same turn. So ho speeded 
up. 


He pushed tho station wagon up to OS 


m.p.h., and after five miles of hard driv- 
ing nearly outran the police in those four 
can). 


Then, polico sold, the suspect — identi- 


fied as Everctto Rleckcnberg, 28, Cutler, 
111. — tossed a package from the car. 


Ricckenbcrg finally was halted and tho 


package recovered. Police sold it con- 
tained Mexican heroin — about a pound 
and a half of it. They said that under 
certain market conditions it could bo 
worth as much as $1.5 million. 


Rleckcnberg, police sold, may have 


been a supplier of narcotics to students 
at tho Southern Illinois University, not 
far from his homo town. Police said he 
told them ho paid 18,000 for tho package. 


Polico officials acknowledged the sus- 


pect may have become suspicious when 
he noticed all those can following him, 
but said they were pleased ho wasn't 
driving a faster cor. 


Panther raid marks 5 years 


It was five years ago that 14 Chicago 


policemen stormed the apartment of 
Black Panther Party leaders Fred Hamp- 
ton and Mark Clark, firing 80 rounds of 
ammunition and killing them both. 
Wednesday,' U.S. District Court Judge 
Joseph Sam Perry began hearing the fi- 
nal case against the men accused of in- 
volvement In tho case. 


Tho families of both dead men filed a 


147 million damage suit against those 
who planned and executed the raid. 
Twenty-nine persons are listed as defend- 
ants. 


Tho predawn raid Dec. 4,1060, set Chi- 


cago on political cdgo and raised a na- 
tional furor when It was charged that po- 


lico used excessive force — 80 rounds 
versus only four shots fired from within 
the apartment — in an attempt to seize a 
cache of weapons the' organization' pos- 
sessed. 


Former Chicago Polico Supt. James B. 


Conlisk, then-Cook County State's Atty. 
Edward V. Hanrahan and 13 of the raid-, 
Ing officers were charged with con-

splracy to obstruct justice in the after- 
math of tho raid. Criminal Court Judge 
Philip Romlti dismissed the case for lack 
of evidence. Conlisk has since resigned 
his superintendent's position while Han- 
rahan is actively seeking the Democratic 
Party nomination for mayor of Chicago. 


Aurora cuts bus fares 


Beginning Dec. 16, senior citizens and 


students will be able to ride Aurora 
buses at a reduced rate. 


Tho Aurora City Council last month 


voted to reduce the 25-cent bus fare to 10 
cents for persons 60 and over during cer- 
tain times of the day. Students In high 
school or lower grades will pay 15 cents. 


Tho program is experimental, accord- 


Ing to city officials. The Aurora bus sys- 
tem will nave a $250,000 deficit this year. 
A year ago the deficit was $200,000. 


American Legion club raid 


A raid on the Stonefort American Le- 


gion Club in Marion, 111., Tuesday night 
netted Williamson County Sheriff's Po- 
lice 110 cases of beer and 18 quarts of 
hard liquor and resulted in the arrest of 
the club's manager charged with selling 
liquor without a license. Illinois State Po- 
lice also participated In the raid.

from 1 cent to 2.3 cents per unit during 
tho past year. 


NI-Gaa president and chairman C. J. 


Gauthlcr, who also is president of the 
American Gas Assn., has pushed for 
deregulation of natural gas prices at the 
wellhead. Ho said last week that the 
move could result In an 8 per cent annual 
increase in residential customers' bills. 


The deregulation of wellhead prices 


that would allow natural gas prices to 
fluctuate with supply and demand was 
supported by Interior Secretary Rogers 
Morton in Wednesday testimony before 
tho Senate Commerce Committee. Tho 
average residential customer's bill would 


increase by $25 a year by Jan. 1, 1976, 
and by $72 by Jan. 1, I960 if controls 
were lifted, ho said. Nassikas, testifying 
before the Joint Economic Committee in 
Washington, D.C., called for a tax on ex- 
cess profits and deregulation of gas 
prices. 


A full cost study in advance of votes on 


the deregulation issue is sought by U.S. 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., and by 
U.S. Rep. John E. Moss., D-Callf. Votes 
are slated to begin next week in the Sen- 
ate. Consumer advocate Ralph Nader 
said the consumer's gas bill under dereg- 
ulation would increase from the present 
average $150 a year to $214 next year 
and $420 by 1980.

Supersonic flight without sonic booms 


• '

: Progress on the noise-pollution front: Elk Grovo Township- 
• based United Airlines recently demonstrated in a computer 
simulation that supersonic night could bo made without the 
creation of a sonic boom that can be heard on the ground. 


; United conducted tho demonstration following several 
months of preparation In a government sponsored project. 
The computerized lost Indicates that jets can fly at slightly 
' faster than Mnch 1, the speed of sound, and avoid the annoy- 
ing and sometimes damaging shock waves referred to as a 
sonic boom. 


Tho Illgglns-Mach Project Is based on tho theory of Thomas 


Hlgglns, manager of tho Federal Aviation Administration's 
office of noise abatement, who was present for tho demon- 
stration. Unltcd's meteorology personnel arc conducting the 
project for tho Kaman Aerospace Corp., prime contractor for 
FAA supersonic flight studies. 


Two simulated, simultaneous flights were Included In the 


test: one castbound and ono westbound between San Fran- 
cisco and Dulles International Airport at Washington, D.C. 
Tho simulated castbound flight took 2 hours and S3 minutes 
and tho westbound flight took 3 hours and 48 minutes. The 
difference In time was caused by temperature ond wind dif- 
ferentials. 


Weather forecasting and computerized flight planning facil- 


ities at Unltcd's corporate headquarters In Elk Grovo Town- 
ship wcro utilized to take advantage of tho most favorable 
meteorological conditions that prevailed, said Boynton Beck- 
with, chief meteorologist. Observers wcro ablo to follow tho 
aircraft's performance by computer readout on a cathode-ray 
tuba display screen. Bcckwlth said simulated supersonic 
flights without sonic booms that reach the ground are possible 
by carefully adjusting tho aircraft's track, speed and altitude 
to factors such as air temperature and atmospheric pressure.

Solar-energy research funded 


" The dream of harnessing the sun's energy Is moving closer to 
reality, reports the Federal Energy Administration. Increas- 
ing interest In the nonpollutlng, Inexhaustible energy source 
prompted Congress to appropriate funds for research to de- 
velop economical ways of using solar energy. Solar energy 
and coal ore among the alternatives to nuclear power that 
wcro cited by Illinois Energy coordinator Denis Hayes at tho 
Project Independence hearings conducted in 'Chicago during 
September. 


One man who is a step ahead of the times In solar research 


is Harry Thomason, an inventor and patent attorney of Dis- 
trict Heights, Md. For the past 15 years, Thomason has built 
and lived In solar-heated homes. In his present home, 90 per 
cent of his winter heating needs are provided by solar energy. 


The Inventor's heating system features a 1,600-gallon water 


tank that rests on a bed of baseball-sized stones in the base- 
ment and is used to collect water that has been heated by the 
sun. The water is circulated during sunlight hours by a 
pump. Pipes from the tank to the roof have small holes that 
allow water to now freely through a solar collector. The wa- 
ter returning to the tank from the roof warms the bed of 
stones. A ono-quartcr-b.p. blower circulates tho warm air 
throughout, the house. 


A report prepared in support of the FEA's project Indepen- 


dence plans, estimates that tho cost of heating a house with 
solar energy is competitive with the cost of electric space 
heating in most areas of the country. There are approximate- 
ly 70 homes In the U.s. that feature various solar heating 
systems, and several solar-heated schools havo been built 
under grants from tho National Science Foundation.

Schaumbiirg pay 
still too much 


The Schnumburg Village Board 


Tuesday night wisely trimmed ex- 
cessive funds which had been set 
nsldc for that community's first 
part-time village president. 


A week ago, the board had agreed 


to pay $14,680. On Tuesday, how- 
ever, the figure was trimmed to 
$11,100, which Includes a salary of 
$7,500, a total of $1,200 for the 
president's duties as liquor com- 
missioner and $2,400 for auto ex- 
penses. 


We support this reduction, but 


we'd like to sec the board make 
additional cuts, for we sec the 
$11,100 figure representing a kind 


of llloglc which Is an Increasing 
feature of governments at all levels. 


First of all, the $11,100 salary fig- 


ure Is to be paid to a part-time — 
and not to a full-time — village 
president. The new president will 
replace the retiring Robert Atcher, 
who has served as village presi- 
dent for IS years. 


Schnumburg also has a village 


manager system, which has had a 
minimal role in the village while 
Atcher served as full-time mayor. 
Now, however, the new president is 
going to work with the manager 
who will have added powers under 
the new system. 


In other words, the $11,100 is in- 


appropriate for a president who will 
have far less to do than Atcher had 
to do. And, the increase is especial- 


ly upsetting when you compare it 
to what other village presidents 
are making. 


The new salary figure is still al- 


most twice as much as the money 
paid to any other part-time presi- 
dent. Wheeling pays its village 
president $6,000, and among the 
seven other communities surveyed 
by The Herald, reimbursement 
ranges from $5,000 down to $1,800. 


Second, it Is argued illogically 


that Schnumburg's part-time presi- 
dent will have special responsi- 
bilities which demand a higher 
salary. 
' . 


The underlying reason for this 


logic is that Schaumburg's top offi- 
cials have always regarded It as a 
special community which needs 
unusually high-quality leadership. 
Frequently cited as reasons are an 
often-projected growth to 250,000 
persons and the presence of Wood- 
field within the community's bor- 
ders. 


But elected officials in every oth- 


er Northwest suburban community 
must spend time with developers, 
businessmen and others who want 
to talk to public officials. We don't 
believe public responsibilities in 
Schaumburg are all that different 
from those In any other local com- 
munity, and we see little justifica- 
tion for the $11,100 to go to a part- 
time president 


Any community which tries to 


lure men and women into elected 
office for the money is kidding it- 
self, for there are reasons other 
than money that draw men and 
women to seek public office. 


Finally, Atcher's remark that a 


woman — Hoffman Estates Mayor 
Virginia Hayter — receives $3,000 
because "she is not the bread-win- 
ner in the household" is an unfortu- 
nate slap at all married women 
who seek public office. Public ser- 
vice must not be defined by sex, as 
Atcher has attempted to do.

Strange strains to be heard In the

somewhere between a nursery ditty 
and "Ruffles and Flourishes." 


The work is adapted from the lapel 


pin of the same title, which was writ- 
ten, produced and directed by Presi- 
dent Gerald R. Ford.

other night by its composer, none 
other than Meredith Wlllson of "Mu- 
sic Man"- fame. It contains such 
catchy lines as "Win together! Win 
together! LOSE? NEVER!*'

ter, hearing a Wlllson rendition on an 
asthmatic fife, was/moved to observe 
that the song faintly resembles

It's reporter-source 'coziness' 
'Questionable9 journalism blasted 


by TOM TIEDE 


WASHINGTON - A few months back, 


on arriving in this town, I was tipped 
that Wilbur Mills, the long entrenched 
congressman from Arkansas, was using^ 
some of his legislative skills in the pur-' 
suit of a local go-go dancer. 


Checking with a newsman pal who 


has covered Mills for years, I was told to 
"forget it," that there could not be any- 
thing to It, and that indeed "Wilbur is so 
buried in his work he wouldn't know a 
go-go from a went-went." 


When it was reported by Washington 


police the other day that a stripper had 
leaped from Wilbur Mills' automobile 
into the Tidal Basin and that the con- 
gressman himself emerged from the ve- 
hicle with wounds on his face, I con- 
tacted my newsman friend again. Well, 
he admitted, he did know about the Mills 
affair but he didn't want to pass it 
around for fear he'd lose his "relation- 
ship" with the legislator. 


This wasn't the first time I've wit- 


nessed questionable journalistic proce- 
dures here. And judging from personal 
and borrowed documents on the matter, 
it won't be the last. The press, which has 
loudly announced its moral and profes- 
sional aggressiveness In uncovering such 
recent official disgraces as the Pentagon 
Papers and Watergate, is something less 
than praiseworthy In other situations. 


There Is a coziness in Washington 


among many newspeople and news- 
makers that murders ethics; many ob- 
servers feel the public thus suffers. 


The Mills case is a pregnant example. 


It's apparent now that at least some re- 
porters on Capitol Hill knew of his pri- 
vate activities for some time, but were 
part of what amounts to an unsaid con- 


spiracy to keep it quiet. Some doubtless 
felt It was of no news value, since a 
man's sex peculiarities should be his own 
business; others, however, kept it secret 
because they did not want to risk mu- 
tually beneficial friendship with a very 
important legislative source. 


Other illustrations, equally damaging 


to media credibility, are endless. Penn- 


sylvania Rep. Joseph McDale has a man 
on his payroll who also works full time 
as a reporter for a paper back in the 
home district. When Nelson Rockefeller 
threw a gala for Henry Kissinger in New 
York last summer, two of the biggest 
names in the news business showed up to 
'"honor" a man who as a public official is 
supposed to be only watched. 


A West Coast newspaper bureau chief, 


whose principal job was to cover his 
state's two senators, apparently never 
wrote anything harsh enough about the 
senior senator to prohibit his being hired 
by the lawmaker to help drum up back 
home support for reelection. 


Ben Bagdiklan, long time press critic, 


calls what often transpires between 
Washington's media and its officials 
"partnerships in propaganda." I. F. 
Stone, who criticizes anything, adds that 
the link is historic and strong: "If you're 
covering one department, you form 
friendships with people in that depart- 
ment and you absorb their point of view. 


And pretty soon you have the departmen- 
tal point of view. Reporters at the State 
Department tend to become like State 
Department people and reporters in Ag- 
riculture like Agriculture people." 


Besides the obvious bonds supported 


by some newspeople, there are the hid- 
den ones: leaks which often benefit the 
leaker more than public information; 
background reports which camouflage 
identities and thus responsibilities and 
accountabilities; 
genuine friendships 


which result from longtime contact and 
may result in mutual sympathy. 


Whatever the catalysts for the cozi- 


ness, the consequence is the same: sus- 
picious journalism. Longtimers here in- 
sist they can party with Kissinger at 
night and write about him objectively the 
next day, but common sense wonders. 
Newspeople, as I.F. Stone has said, have 
no business making friends; to be a re- 
porter is to be regarded as "nonrespec- 
table, to be a pariah, to sit In a tub and 
not want anything."

Do young people really need to come 


out of the educational system as walking 
computing machines? This is the impli- 
cation that I am interpreting from Judy 
Jobbitt's recent article on New Math 
(Nov. 29). 


On my desk is a pocket calculator ca- 


pable of doing all of the computations 
wnich a young person would be exposed 
to in his or her elementary and secon- 
dary school mathematics education. It 
not only does the four basic operations 
but does squares, square roots, logs, tri- 
gonometric functions, arc functions, ex- 
ponential functions, etc. All this contain- 
ed in a four by seven by two inch box, 
costing under $100 (it's amazing what a 
technological society like ours can do — 
too bad it could not direct its energies to 
soive the world food problem). The cost 
of good pocket calculating machines is 
continuing to decrease, making them 
easily obtainable. The proliferation of 
these mechanical devices has caused 
considerable problems to mathematics 
educators. 


Our society docs not need "walking 


computers." If parents want young 
people capable of living in this tech- 
nological world they are going to have to 
accept the fact that technology is doing 
uway with the need for manual comput- 
ing skills. A machine does it fast and 
with greater accuracy than a human can 
do it. What is needed and sorely lacking 
In most of the math programs in this 
country (I have worked in the math pro- 


„ grams in the Philippines and in Thai- 


land) is the need to teach young people 


the ability to find methods for solving 
verbal and written problems, and being 
able to estimate and approximate an- 
swers to problems (sorry if this goes 
against the puritanist who believes that 
math is an "exact science" — whatever 
that means). Some publishers are begin- 
ning to realize these needs and refocus- 
ing their text materials towards these 
needs. Let us hope other publishers fol- 
low suit. 


One of the main purposes of new math 


is or should be to make better problem- 
solvers, not to make calculating machin- 
es out of our young people. As for stan- 
dard tests, they can at best measure cal- 
culating skills, but can they really mea- 
sure a young person's ability to solve a 
problem? I seriously doubt it.

Panel acts to fight unemployment 


The House Education and Labor com- 


m l I too Wednesday unanimously op- 
proved an emergency $2 million public 
service jobs bill to combat rising unem- 
ployment 


The money, to bo pumped into dty and 


stato governments to provide needed 
public service jobs In areas of severe 
unemployment, would bo authorized for 
one year. 


The measure also contains provisions 


to broaden unemployment compensation 
benefits in hard hit areas of tho nation. 


THE BILL WAS described by com- 


mittee staffers as a "stop-gap emergen- 
cy one-year effort to pump more money 
out right away for public service jobs." 


The committee, meeting behind closed 


doors with Labor Dopt officials, ham- 
mered out the final details of the mea- 
sure in some three hours of debate. 


A committee spokesman said members 


wanted to get an emergency one-year au- 
thorization through Congress as soon as 
possible and then come back next year to 
work out a more comprehensive public 
service employment measure. 


President Ford has called on Congress 


to pass such legislation this year but dis- 


agreement over the total amount to be 
authorized and the distribution formula 
has kept the proposals bottled up In com- 
mittee. 


The money would be 
distributed 


through the Comprehensive Employment 
and Training. Act to cities, counties^nd 
states on the basis of a complex formula 
based on local unemployment in com- 
parison to the national jobless rate. 


The bill would eliminate the 4.5 per 


cent "trigger" mechanism in the present 
public service employment program and 
switch to a new "severity test" formula, 
committee spokesmen said.

Once upon a llmo, a very long time 


ago, textbooks wera simple, uncon- 
Irovcniol books that told stories about 
children named Dick and Jane and their 
perfect parents and explained the history 
of a perfect country that always won its 
ware and was destined to load the world 
and was called the United States of 
America. 


The textbooks, which also had little 


talcs with morals attached at the end 
about not stealing and always brushing 
one's teeth, wera given to children when 
they went to school and were used to 
teach them to read and to understand the 
greatness of the country they lived in. 


For a long time no one noticed that 


Dick and Jane were totally unlike real 
children because they never misbehaved 
or had trouble or cried when their par- 
ents fought Or that books that taught the 
history of the perfect country Ignored the 
fact that people who wore black or 
brown found it hard to believe in the 
country's perfection or to get the 
"rights" that the children learned 
George Washington (who didn't lie about 
the cherry tree) and Thomas Jefferson 
(who was young and honest and also per- 
fect) had fought for.

all the girls in those books were soft, fro- 
thy little things who didn't climb trees or 
fight with boys the way real girls did. 


Also, educators started looking at the 


books, and the children who read them, 
and discovered that many children — 
black or white — didn't learn very much 
when they read about perfect children 
who behaved nothing like real children. 
And critics who looked at the history 
books said the story of the "perfect" 
country was nothing more than propa- 
ganda. 


So the people who published textbooks 


changed. They wrote stories about chil- 
dren who lived in ghettos, or whose par- 
ents were divorced. They changed text- 
books about history to Include informa- 
tion about block people and they put 
poems and stories that were very critical 
of the perfect country into high school 
literature books to replace very old sto- 
ries by English writers like Charles 
Dickens and George Eliot which had 
been taught for years. 


For a while everyone was happy with 


the now books. Educators said they were 
more "relevant" for students and book 
publishers settled back to relax. 


BUT THOSE who relaxed should have 


known better. 


Before long people who were unhappy 


with the new books began to band togeth- 
er to protest. They said the books down- 
graded their country, turned children 
against rcHglon and used "dirty" words.

parts of the country. In West Virginia 
parents boycotted schools. In Maryland, 
school boards met to debate the merits 
of the various textbooks. Teachers' 
groups and others protested censorship, 
but many people began to get very con- 
cerned because they believed that par- 
ents do have a right and duty to worry 
about their children's education — and 
they weren't sure where that duty ended 
and censorship began. 


Then — just this week in fact — an 


official of the federal government, the 
U.S. Commissioner of Education Terrell 
Bell, made a speech to textbook publish- 
ers in which he told them not to "Insult 
the values of most parents" when they 
wrote textbooks. 


He brought up McGuffey's Reader, a 


very old-fashioned book with stories with 
morals, and the Wizard of Oz, a fantasy 
story about a mythical country, as teach- 
ing values "we could use more emphasis 
on today." 


HE ALSO SAID that many of the new 


books for children "appear to emphasize 
violence and obscenity and moral Judg- 


ments that run counter to tradition, all in 
the name of keeping up with the real 
world." 


The textbook publishers didn't say any- 


thing right away. But people who had 
watched them change their books over 
the years could probably guess what they 
were thinking — that the commissioner 
was suggesting that they should go back 
to the old books, the books they had be- 
fore all the original criticism started. 


This story doesn't have an end yet — 


because there will be many more people 
who will be talking about the problem of 
textbooks and what they should teach. 


Unlike some textbooks, this story 


doesn't have a moral either — except 
maybe that there Is no end.

Tho Big Ten will mcot, as usual, with 


Pacific Coast Conference and Rose Bowl 
representatives prior to the New Year's 


Day game. At that time more discussion 
is likely to take place, according to 
Duke. 


Had there been a policy allowing more 


than one team to participate this year, 
the Ohio State-Michigan game "would 
have had an effect on every bowl game," 
according to Duke. Ho died the records 
of the top four teams behind bowl-bound 
Ohio State as examples of the-possi- 
bilities such a relaxing of (he rules might 
have on the other bowls selections: 


Michigan is equal or better than all 


teams in bowls except Ohio and Alabama 
because of Its 10-1 record; Michigan is 
equal or bolter than seven teams with its 
7-3-1 mark; Wisconsin is equal or better 
to five with its 7-4; and Illinois is equal 
or better than four teams with Us 6-1-1.

sounded off on some of the negative fac- 
ets emerging with this year's new Illinois 
high school football playoffs. There were 
a number of misgivings too, but most 
coaches gave the setup good grades in 
general and are hopeful for the future. 


As Palatine's Arv Hcrstcdt stated, 


"I'm just glad the playoffs are here. I 
felt so comfortable down there at Illinois 
Slate watching them it's almost as if . 
they've been with us for a long time al- 
ready. I wish they had been and I cer- 
tainly hope they will be for a long- time 
to come." 


Herstedt saw some problems too. For 


most of the mentors, the big hangup 
seems to be that first week of the tour- 
ney when two games are jammed in 
right behind a regular season curtain- 
closer. 


Tho coaches are rightfully concerned 


about injuries. "It -takes a week just to 
r e c o v e r from general aches and 
bruises," exclaimed Hersey's Joe Gliwa. 
"Get a key player hurt on Saturday and 
there's no way he's going to come back 
on Wednesday and that can set a whole 
team back." 
' 


The coaches are concerned with gener- 


al preparation too. "Football is an emo- 
tional game," emphasized St. Viator's 
Jim Lyne. "The pros need a week to get 
mentally ready. How can we ask 16-year- 
olds to do it In any less time?" 


But one simple move can solve this di- 


lemma ... ami it's already In the mill. A 
change In the IIISA bylaws has been pro- 
posed, according to Jim Flynn, the or. 
ganlzatlon's assistant executive secre- 
tary. It would allow'football teams to he- 
Kin practice on the third Wednesday be- 
fore Labor Day Instead of the second, In 
turn moving up the whole season and 
making the playoffs a four-week affair in 
favor of the current three. 


What else can be done? Read on for 


one writer's opinions: 


First a little more parity could be 


gained in the finals (and probably 
wouldn't hurt regular season play In gen- 
eral) by developing a system for clas- 
sifying teams individually rather than by 
league. 


Secondly,"the playoffs could begin with 


a set preliminary lineup of games. This 
might tend to develop some nice new riv- 
alries over the long run (for instance a 
Central Suburban North representative 
always meeting a Mid-Suburban South 
entry). It wouldn't work if teams were 
selected on an individual basis naturally, 
but under the current system it would 


help alleviate the scouting problem and 
perhaps even allow conferences to retain 
their own playoffs as a preliminary 
round. If the IHSA likes to draw names 
out of a hat, let them do it for quarter- 
final games. 


With respect to those quarterfinal pair- 


ings, and semifinal matches for that 
matter, college fields with artificial turfs 
would make ideal sites. 


Granted the colleges have their own 


football games to concern themselves 
with during that time of the year but 
weekends start with Friday night (if 
lights are available) and include Satur- 
day mornings as well as entire Sundays. 
And if the Chicago Bears could be pre- 
vailed upon to hit the road during that 
time. Soldier Field would be wide open 
for prep competition too. 


Not only would this allow for better 


spectator viewing and less traffic con- 
gestion, it would assure good playing sur- 
faces at a time of the year when we are 
bound to see harsher weather in the fu- 
ture. A bonus would be the.added thrill 
participants would savor from playing in 
a bigger stadium, a feeling now reserved 
for only the members of those 10 fortu- 
nate teams making it all the way to the 
finals. 


And lastly, to wrap up the whole big 


show at Illinois State (a school in- 
cidentally which does an exceptional job 
of hosting this kind of event and deserves 
to retain it as long as popularity doesn't 
exceed its capacity) a neatly spaced out 
package of championship football. 


The 1A game would go off Friday 


morning, the 2A Friday afternoon and 
the 3A Friday night. The 4A would kick- 
off late Saturday morning and the biggie 
would be contested early Saturday eve- 
ning. The fans could jam the field after 
each game without interrupting warmups 
for the next contest, there should be no 
college attraction on television to draw 
away interest and fans would have'plen- 
ty of time to thaw out between matches. 


They could probably even knock the 


ticket prices down from four bucks a ses- 
sion to two per game and come out 
ahead. 


How much of all this will actually hap- 


pen remains to be seen. The IHSA is ob- 
viously aware of the playoffs short- 
comings. One step they have already tak- 
en to shore it up is to invite the coaches, 
athletic directors and principals of all 10 
schools involved in this year's finals to 
its December board meeting. 


The main thing, as pointed out by so 


many coaches, is that high school foot- 
ball playoffs in Illinois have progressed 
past the wishful- thinking stage to tbc 
drawing board and on to the regular 
sports scene. Now, perhaps, a little pa- 
tience is in order.

Courage of a long distance runner

The sun's morning rays were already 


growing warm as they spilled In an or- 
ange stream across the Bast River, and 
then onto the concrete promenade where 
Kathy Switier ran. A boat horn sounded; 
birds were in the trees. She felt easy and 
light. It was a beautiful morning. And 
when she heard the footsteps behind her 
she turned and looked, more out of in- 
stinctive curiosity than alarm. 


A hundred or so yards behind, she saw 


a man In sweatshirt and sweat pants in a 
leisurely trot — obviously a fellow jog- 
ger. Subconsciously she felt relieved 
about that. 


Kathy has had some uncomfortable ex- 


periences while jogging alone. Now, she 
.also clips a pencil-thin aerosol can of 
"dog spray" to the drawstring of her 
sweat pants, to ward off some dogs and 
some people. 


One afternoon several months ago, 


while jogging through Central Park, five 
tough-looking youths jumped out of the 
bushes. As Kathy came up hill In her 
18th mile, the boys made lip-smacking 
sounds, and said how they liked her long 
legs and supple body. She recalls now 
that she was too tired even to be scared, 
paid them no heed, jogged around them 
and continued down the hill. They were 
too stunned by her Insouciance to follow. 


When she runs on the promenade, she 


runs along the Iron barrier beside the 
river, as opposed to running close to the 
park area. It Is similar to the precaution 
of the gunflghter who always site in a 
saloon with his back to the wall. 


The footsteps were coming closer be- 


hind her. She did not turn around this 
time. Just another case of fragile male 
ego, she said to herself. Men often pass 
her, she believes, because they don't like 
the feeling of running behind a woman. 


Anyway, she did not want to think fur- 


ther about those footsteps. Kathy was In 
training for an Important race for her, 
tho Olympic Airways-sponsored New 
York City marathon run of 26 miles, 385 
yards. In the last year she has made tre- 
mendous progress In her times. She says 
she has cut 20 minutes off her time. With 
blue eyes smiling, she adds that she has 
lost 20 pounds, too. 


This marathon event Is Important be- 


cause she hopes to run It in less than 
three hours, a feat she equates to a mller 
breaking the four-minute barrier. And 
the satisfaction of such Improvement 
over the year has been euphoric, she 
says. "The feeling _ that you are doing 
alt you can to be the best you can — Is 
incredible," she has said. 


Kathy received national attention when 


she became the first female to run In the 
Boston Marathon, In 1967, when she was 
a 19-year-old college student at Syracuse 
University. She had signed the appli- 
cation form "K. V. Switier," and wore a 
hooded sweatshirt on this rainy day. She 
was finally discovered when the day 
brightened and she removed her excess 
clothing while running. The Marathon's 
co-director, Jock Semple, a white-hair- 
ed Scotsman, believing she was desecrat- 
ing the event, gave her hell with his 
brogue and tried to rip the number off 
her back. Fellow runners came to her 
aid, and she remained In the race to the 
finish. 


Later, the Amateur Athletic Union bar- 


red her and other women from com- 
peting with men (she had run distance 
on her college team, too). She successful- 
ly fought that ruling with the help of oth- 
ers. In 1972 she was running In the Bos- 
ton Marathon again, but this time legal- 
ly.Kathy Swltzer has been striving since 
the Boston Marathon of 1967 to earn a 
place for herself and other women athlet- 
es In the male-dominated sports world. 
She feels women, even in athletic events, 
are always looked at as women first and 


athletes last, by officials, some partici- 
pants and many, spectators. She recalls 
In her first Boston Marathon when, after 
some 20 miles, she was so fatigued she 
could hardly keep her eyes open. 
Strangely, she .heard clapping. She 
opened an eye and saw an elderly couple' 
alongside the road, and the lady was ap- 
plauding. 


Kathy figured.the lady was cheering 


her perseverance. As Kathy jogged by, 
she held her head high, and overheard 
the lady say, "Look dearie, isn't that 
cute — it's a girt and she's wearing ear- 
rings!" 


Now the slapping steps behind her got 


closer, louder. A sudden wash of panic 
• came over Kathy. The man shot his arm 
around her neck. He stuck a steak knife 
under her ear. Kathy couldn't scream; 
the sound was caught In the pit of her 
stomach. 


"Gimme your money," he said. "I'm 


gonna cut you." 


He was about 5-8, an inch or so taller 


than she. He weighed about 160 pounds, 
some 35 pounds more than Kathy. His 
arm around her neck was visellke. 


She heard her voice, coming from' 


some distant place, saying, so absurdly 
rational in In this monstrous moment, 
"But you can plainly see I have no mon- 
ey." 


"Come with me," he said. He began 


pulling her toward the cluster of trees 
and bushes. "I'm gonna cut you." 


Sights and sounds and thoughts swirled 


for Kathy. The trees, the sun, the con- 
crete, the smell of the man, the pressure 
of his muscles, the squashing of her 
neck, the sparkle of the river, the knife 
point jabbing the flesh behind her ear. 
Thoughts of rape, of no help nearby, of 


being slashed and, how crazy It seemed 
later in the telling, the rage at huw un- 
fair that all her vigorous training for the 
marathon should be washed away in a 
pool of her own blood. 


She knew she had to get her hand on 


that aerosol can clipped to her sweat- 
pants, and hidden under her warmup 
jacket. 


The man wasn't aware of Kathy's at- 


tempt to get the con. She knew even un- 
der this great pressure that she could not 
moke a mistake, had to be precise, 
couldn't drop the can, had to get the hole 
pointed in the exact direction. 


She touched the can. And now every- 


thing went fantastically slow, like in a 
dream sequence. She brought the can up, 
spraying all the way. She remembers

She got to a phone and called 
her friend Phillip at their apartment, lie 
called the poUce.

Kathy, shaken, soon pulled herself to- 


gether and a couple of hours later was in 
her office, working at her public rela- 
tions job AMF, a sports equipment com- 
pany. 


And after work, before dark, she jog- 


ged her regular evening route of 10 
miles. Kathy Swltzer still had a mara- 
thon to run.

Test your gold, silver 
coins for authenticity 


With a few pieces of simple laboratory 


equipment and a little effort it is possible 
to check the composition of gold and sil- 
ver coins for genuineness without the aid 
of an expert. This includes fakes of all 
kinds not involving date alterations. 


Today's technological advances in re- 


production make it almost impossible to 
detect unlawful coinage other than by Its 
legal alloys through x-ray spectrograpby 
and specific gravity. This article deals 
with the process of specific gravity. 


Before jumping to conclusions either 


way, compare a suspected fake with a 
similar coin known to be genuine and in 
a comparable condition. Examine the let- 
tering, the date, the border pattern and 
the edge with a good magnifier. Look for 
fallen or flat configurations that should 
bo raised in a radius. The reeded edgo 
will be uneven and irregular on a fake. 


CHECK THE following areas for dif- 


ferences between the two coins. Start 
with the left edge of the design and work 
around and down to the date. Observe 
the areas between the border and the in- 
scription as well as those between the 
letters. On a genuine coin the surface in 
these places will be free of any rough or 
metallic obstructions. Look at the nor- 
mally sharp points on the serifs and 
edges of the lettering. A counterfeit will 
show them to be nabbed or slightly 
rounded. Finally, check the thickness 
and the diameter by holding the good 
coin along with the suspected counterfeit. 


Lay a known genuine alongside the 


suspected fake on the same surface for 
approximately one minute to allow both 
pieces time to assume the same tem- 
perature. Pick one up in each hand and 
close both fists for a few seconds. The 
unauthorized piece will seem to generate 
more heat than the genuine. 


Next, rub the tip of the Index finger 


back and forth under very light pressure 
on each coin surface. The counterfeit will 
feel greasy. Repeat'this test at least 
three times for assurance.

Collecting coins

Place the questionable coin on the ball 


of the left index finger and strike it gent- 
ly with a good coin. Reverse the pieces 
and strike the good coin with the fake. 
The genuine will have a much higher and 
melodious tone. 


Even if the counterfeit is made of the 


same composition as required by law, 
the sound will be less lively. The tone of 
an altered coin is slightly more difficult 
to distinguish. 


A CHEMICAL TEST Is a bit more 


technical and requires some caution. Us- 
ing a small candle, let one drop of wax 
fall on the reeded edge of the coin. When 
it has set, remove the wax from a valley 
between two of the reedings with a 
needle, making sure not to disturb the 
wax on the outer surface of either rim. 


Stand the coin upright between two 


small objects sufficiently heavy to hold 
the coin steady. Apply a small touch of 
the proper formula to the unwaxed area 
in the valley. If the surface darkens, the 
coin is of a silver or gold composition. 


Silver-coin formula: 


Silver nitrate 
12 grains 


Nitric acid 
15 drops 


Distilled water 
Vt ounce 


Gold-coin formula: 


Nitric add 
6tt drams 


Vuriatic acid 
'/i dram 


Distilled water 
5 drams

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Public approves of ways to control alcoholism., but.... 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Drinkers 


support measures to control alcoholism 
until It begins to Interfere with their own 
drinking habits, University of California 
rosourchors said today. 


There was near unanimous support for 


more government activity to provide 
treatment for persons with drinking 
problems and to keep drunken drivers off 
the road, the scientists said. 


But, they added, "when suggested 


measures begin to restrict individual 
Ufa stylos, wo found support dropping." 


DON CAHALAN, professor of behavior 


'sciences in residence at UC, along with 
senior research analysts Ronald RoJzcn 
and Robin Room, conducted a survey to' 
study how individuals react to proposed 
and current means of solving the prob- 
lems of alcohol. 


The results of tho study will bo report- 


ed Dec. 17 .at a mooting of tho North 


American Congress of Alcohol and Drug 
Problems. 


Cahalan said 57 per cent of the adults 


surveyed were against'making drinking 
more expensive by increasing alcohol 
taxes. Seventy-five per cent were against 
rationing alcohol so everyone could only 
a modest amount each month, And, he 
said, 88 per cent were against prohibiting 
the sale of all alcoholic beverages. 


Tho study group also found that: 


• Californlans drink more than the 


residents of any other state. 


• Those studied felt a "responsible 


drinking" emphasis In public school edu- 
cation and public media campaigns was 
far. more popular than the advocacy of 
complete abstention. 


• And the public was less concerned 


about skid-row "bums and derelicts" 
than about alcohol-related traffic acci- 
dents, cirrhosis of tho liver, or family 
problems related to alcohol abuse.

Upswing in first-home mortgages detected

first homo buyers miy bo attracted 


back Into the market by nowly available 
low-down-payment financing, soy several 
Northwest suburban real estate broken. 
The return of 90 and 95 per cent mort- 
gages is still limited, caution savings and 
loan Industry representatives who hope 
for a gradual upturn in the availability of 
mortgage funds. 


An upswing in available mortgage 


money and in homo-eookor traffic started 
4 weeks ago, reports Bob Kole, president 
of Kolo Real Estate Ltd. in Mount Pros- 
pect. The outlook is "very promising," 
*s 90 per cent financing trickles Into the 
market, ho said. A buyer would put 10 
per cent down payment on a house with 
00 per cent financing. 


Kole said he expects 95 per cent fi- 


nancing to become available shortly, a 


boost to the first-home buyer. "Lower 
priced homes are not moving," he said, 
"because they don't hove the down pay- 
ment." Houses priced at $45,000 to 
$50,000 are the biggest sellers at his six 
area offices. 


BUYERS GENERALLY "don't come 


out looking unless they have something 
in their pocket," said Jack Kemmerly, 
president of Kemmerly Real Estate & In- 
surance firm in Arlington Heights. Buy- 
ers can got the best terms when they can 
put a 25 to 30 per cent down payment on 
a home, he said. "But if people Just can't 
do it, then we go to the 90's." 


The 00 per cent mortgage he referred 


to should prompt the first home buyers 
to look at homes priced under $40,000, a 
slower market. Kemmerly said the home 
with a $55,000 price tag is the biggest 
seller, and homes priced higher than

$80,000 are also good sellers. Nine to 9>/4 
per cent Interest mortgages are avail- 
able, Kemmerly said. 


Banks, the Illinois Housing Devel- 


opment Authority and a limited number 
of savings and loan associations (S&L's) 
are offering mortgages. 


"IN THE LAST WEEK or so, we've 


seen some changes. Some S&L's lowered 
their down payment to 20 per cent down 
payment, where they were 30 per cent." 
said Jim Duncan, of Wm. L. Kunkel & 
Co. firm In DCS Plaines. "With 20 per 
cent down, most S&L's are quoting 9.4 
per cent interest with a 2 or 3 point ser- 
vice charge," Duncan said. "With 25 per 
cent down payment, it's as low as 9 per 
cent interest with a 2 point service 
charge." A point is equal to one per c«nt 
of the mortgage amount. 


"The second home buyer may have a 


30 per cent down payment, but the 
younger people haven't been able to 
buy," Duncan said. As soon as 90 per 
cent financing Is available, it will bring 
more first home buyers into the market. 
In the Interim, he said, creative financ- 
ing packages worked out between buyer

'Variable-rate' 
mortgage studied 


Variable-rate mortgages are expected 


to receive some serious Congressional 
consideration in 1975, Mid Lloyd S. Bowl- 
es, president of the United States League 
of Savings Associations. 


L'owles addressed a dinner meeting of 


the Chicago Area Council of Savings As- 
sociations at the Regency Hyatt House, 
Roscmont. Bowles Is chairman and pres- 
ident of Dallas Federal Savings and Loan 
Association, Dallas, Texas. 


Ho said a variable-rate mortgage plan 


would be ol Immense help In enabling 
savings and loan associations to cope 
with sudden Increases In interest rates. 
Bowles admitted, however, that the Idea 
of o variable-rate mortgage has met with 
a lock of support on the part of some 
members of Congress, some academic 
people, some consumer groups and the 
AFL-CIO. 


"While the Idea of a variable-rate 


mortgage Is an old one," Bowles said, 
"and Indeed this kind of a mortgage has 
been used In Great Britain for many 
years, discussion of this Idea here has 
accelerated In the past decade. The prob- 
lems Inherent in fixed-rate, long-term 


Average home price up 11.5% 


The national median sales price of an existing single-family 


home In September was $32,440, up 11.5% from the same 
month a year ago, says the National Association of Realtors 
Department of Economics and Research. 


In addition, unit sales of existing single-family homes con- 


tinued at a alow pace, up only 1% from the previous Septem- 
ber when sales skidded 12.2% from the September, 1972, level. 


Price advances fluctuated greatly on a regional basis, the 


department reported. In the Northeast, the year-to-year price 
rise was 7.8% to $36,850; Western region 12.9% to $35,740; 
Southern, 11.0% to $31,980; and North Central, 11.8% 'to 
$27.980. 


By price class, September sales Indicate a continuing 


shrinkage of the number of homes available In lower price 
categories. For example, this September 44.4% of homes sold 
were at prices ranging from under $10,000 to $29,999. Last 
September, 82.8% of sales were in those price ranges. 


and seller included contract sales, Veter- 
ans Administration (VA) and Federal 
Housing Administration (FHA) financ- 
ing. 


Creative financing is also cited by Eu- 


nice Lowery, residential sales manager 
of Gladstone, Realtors office in Elk 
Grove Village as a means of filling the 
gap between demand for mortgage funds 
and available supply at S&L's. Within the 
past two weeks, 90 and 95 per cent fi- 
nancing has become available, an entice- 
ment to first home buyers, she said. She 
does not foresee a softening in prices for 
existing homes. 


ANOTHER BOOST to home buyers is 


the lower interest rates for FHA and VA- 
backed loans, effective last week. 


Len Glblln, vice president of the Chi- 


cago Mortgage Bankers Association and 
vice president of Great Lakes Mortgage 
Corp. in Chicago, said activity In the 
government backed financing has been 
slow during 1974. Rates for VA and FHA 
loans dropped one half per cent to 9 per 
cent level. There is an added % per cent 
insurance charge for FHA-backed loans. 


The loans carry a 5 per cent discount to 
the seller and a 1 per cent service charge 
to the buyer. Giblin expects a gradual 
upturn in this market in 1975. 


James Fitzmaurice, senior vice presi- 


dent of First Federal Savings and Loan 
Association of Chicago, said he also an- 
ticipates an upturn in the home financing 
in 1975 if the turnaround in savings flows 
continues. 


R E C E N T SAVINGS represent a 


change from the serious drain on savings 
that had followed rising Interest rates in 
the short term money market. First Fed- 
eral, which has a Mount Prospect office, 
offers mortgage loans to existing custom- 
ers only. A 50 per cent down payment is 
required, and the loan may not exceed 
$35,000. 


The slow pickup in lending activity by 


S&L's will follow the institutions' repay- 
ments to the Federal Home Loan Bank 
and the servicing of existing com- 
mitments, said James Holmes of Mount 
Prospect, executive director of the Chi- 
cago area Council of Savings Associ- 
ations. He said more favorable terms 


should be available in the last half of 
1975. 


MORTGAGE LENDING activity in the 


Chicago metropolitan area for 1374 will 
probably total $2 billion, Holmes said. In 
1973, the loans amounted to more than 
$2.5 billion. He said $1.25 billion of tne 
1974 total amount is mortgage repay- 
ments and that only half a billion dollars 
of the amount is supplied by net savings. 
Increased insurance limits for savings 
accounts and possible tax break for sav- 
ers could boost savings inflows and the 
funds available for home loans, he said. 


A spokesman for the U.S. League of 


Savings Associations in Chicago said 
added funds for mortgage loans should 
be available In several months, at im- 
proved terms — If savings inflows contin- 
ue. S&L's supply 48 per cent of the single 
family home loans outstanding in the 
U.S., he said. Other sources include: 


Commercial banks, 17.4 per cent; 
Mutual savings banks, 11.5 per cent: 
Federal agencies, 9.2 per cent; 
Life insurance companies, 5.7 per cent; 
And other sources, 7.9 per cent. 


To calculate the monthly payment for 
any sized mortgage, multiply the appro- 
priate number in the table by the num- 
ber of thousands to bo borrowed. 


For Instance, for an 8tt per cent loan 


for 25 years, which Is about the average 
now, the table shows that the monthly 
payment Is $8.08 per thousand. Thus If 
you borrowed $25,000, the monthly pay- 
ment would be $8.06 x 25, or $201.50. 


For a 20-year mortgage, it would be 


$8.68 x 25, or $217 monthly; and for a 30- 
year mortgage, it would be $7.68. x 25, or 
$192. 


Calculations for sums other than even 


thousands ore also easy. For example, If 
borrowing $25,500, multiply the appro- 
priate number In the table by 25.5; if 
borrowing $25,750, the multiplier would 
be 25.75, and so on. 


At most lending institutions, each 


monthly mortgage payment will also In- 
clude a portion for hazard insurance and 
property taxes. These can vary greatly, 
and you should consult the seller of the 
property you wish to buy for an estimate 
of what they would be in your case. 


The longer the term of the loan, the 


lower the payment. But It's also true that 
the longer the term, the more your total 
interest will bo. 


To calculate total interest, multiply the 


monthly payments by the number of 
months in the term. Then subtract the 
original amount borrowed. The sum re- 
maining Is the interest to be paid over 
the life of the loan If It remains out- 
standing for the full term. Most people 
will sell their home and buy another be- 
fore the original loan is paid off. 


mortgages in periods of Inflation have 
become alt too evident since 1965." 


The league president said that the U. 


S. League recently completed a study of 
home lending practices In Canada, which 
uses a form of the variable-rate mort- 
gage. He explained that the typical Cana- 
dian homo mortgage provides for amorti- 
zation of the loon 20, 25 and In some 
cases 30 years. The principal, however, 
becomes due five years after the mort- 
gage Is written. At that point, If he 
chooses to extend the loan the balance of 
the term, the borrower must pay the cur- 
rent mortgage Interest rate. "In effect," 
Bowles said, "the Canadian system 
might* accurately be described as a "re- 
negotiable" mortgage. 


"I don't know If we will be any further 


on the road toward an acceptable vari- 
able-rate mortgage plan a year from now 
than we are now," Bowles said. "If in- 
flation should abate substantially and In- 
terest rates return to more traditional 
patterns with long-term rates higher 
than short-term rates, then the push for 
the variable-rate mortgage might lose 
some of Its steam.

Energy shortage 
'didn 9t go away' 


The energy crunch is still here, says 


Mobil Oil executive Thomas J. Kehoe. 


Speaking before a recent meeting of 


the Mount Prospect Rotary Club in 
Mount Prospect, Kehoe said there is 
added available crude oil following the 
Arab embargo termination "but It costs 
more, and there's not enough to go 
around if we go back to our old wasteful 
ways," he said. Kehoe Is regional lubr- 
icants manager for Mobil Oil at offices in 
Schaumburg. 


Kehoe said the U.S. will have to rely 


on oil to meet its energy needs for a long 
time — and much of this oil will have to 
be imported from foreign countries. "We 
already have to import a third of the oil 
we use," he said. 


Kehoe said the U.S. must develop 


greater energy sources of its own, and 
pointed to the "promising areas" off the 
east and west coasts, and in the Gulf of 
Mexico. Acknowledging that there are 
environmental questions associated with 
off-shore oil activity, Kehoe said, "We'll 
have to balance our needs for energy 
with our needs for a good environment. 
We can have both."

"Mobil made less than 2 cents a gallon 


on its U.S. operations last year," he said, 
"and if this profit were eliminated, you 
can bet that future gasoline would cost 
more. Without a profit, who'd look for 
oil? Unless more oil is found, shortages 
will increase." 


Kehoe aaid gasoline prices have lagged 


behind many other items in the price 
climb of recent years. He said "gasoline 
prices are higher largely because crude 
oil prices are higher here and abroad."

Government to purchase $300 million in mortgages 


President Gerald R. Ford announced 


Thursday that, for the first time, the 
Federal government will act to strength- 
en the existing homo mortgage market 
by purchase of $300 mllfion In con- 
ventional mortgages. 


Addressing some 5,000 delegates to the 


67th annual convention of the National 
Association of Realtors, the President 
said, "Effective today, up to 10 per cent 
of each of the S3 billion in commitments 
under the Homo Purchase Assistance 
Act of 1074 can be used for mortgages on 
existing homes" whoso sale often must 
precede purchase of new homes. 


In practice this will mean that the 


Government National Mortgage Associ- 
ation '(GNMA) will purchase mortgages 
on existing homos in an amount up to 10 
per cent of any commitment obtained by 
a mortgage originator, with $300 million 
available for purchase of mortgages 
which are not Insured by the Federal 
Housing Administration or guaranteed by 
the Veterans Administration. 


"Without question," the President said, 


"mortgage credit is the lifeblood of the 
real estate Industry. Today, after a long 
drought that began In the spring of this 
year, we are seeing a reversal in the out- 
flow of funds from the savings In-

stitutlons. 'If money Is available, to the 
savings and loan associations, there will 
be more money available for mortgages. 
If money Is available for mortgages," he 
explained, "homo sales will rise. It's just 
that simple." 


President Ford declared that "signs 


are becoming quite clear that the real 
estate picture will brighten. As inflation 
recedes — which it will," he promised, 
"we expect that the forces suppressing 
new construction and sales of new and 
existing homes will increase." 


Meanwhile, he pointed out that "the 


$300 million funding which will be made 
available to strengthen the existing home 
market is only part of the 17.75 billion 
Home Purchase Assistance Act" 


In signing that bill into law, President 


Ford recalled, he "referred to some 
shortcomings," and ho recommended be- 
fore the Realtors that "If Congress really 
wants to help" It should consider extend- 
ing the Home Purchase Assistance Act to 
Include "privately-financed, multi-family 
projects and individual condominium 


units." Only single-family dwellings are 
covered by existing legislation. , 


The President dted "rising costs of 


land and material" as underlining "the 
Importance of utilizing all our housing 
resources. Condominiums and rental 
housing are vital parts of any national 
housing program," he said, adding: 
"Our inner cities must not be denied as- 
sistance because the high cost of land 
could be, in many instances, a'barrier to 
a housing assistance program." 


Further, he called for "more funda- 


mental reforms" to correct the up-and- 
down cycles In the housing Industry, urg- 
ing "basic changes in the ways In which 
we supply capital and credit for the 
housing industry.".The President said he 
will press for approval of the proposed 
Financial Institutions Act, currently be- 
fore Congress, at the same time he urges 
reduction in federal spending for 1975. 


"Uncle Sam must slim'down to what I 


consider fighting trim" for the battle 
against inflation, the President said. 
"But even though Uncle Sam tightens his 


own belt, he should not tighten the noose 
on vital industries" such as the housing 
Industry. 


The President also sought to correct 


the notion that "the best way to defeat 
Inflation and to revitalize the economy is 
to curtail buying. 


"Nothing could be further from the 


truth, and I strongly oppose that point of 
view," he declared. "I believe a free 
society means precisely that — a free 
market, and sales are the heartbeat of a 
free market. 


"Instead of curtailing purchases, I say 


to consumers quite simply: Buy wisely. 
Shop smarter," he advised, and also sug- 
gested that the real estate men in his 
audience "sell harder." 


In an optimistic conclusion, the Presi- 


dent predicted: "Inflation will be cooled. 
Despite some economic weakness — re- 
cession — business fallback, call it what 
you will, there will be an upturn in the 
nation's economic patterns. In fact," he 
declared, "here in Las Vegas, where it's 
legal, I'll even bet on it."

Insulation makes 
good investment 


If ever there was one part.of the house 


about which most homeowners' knew 
little, it was the heating system. But 
now, because of the oil embargo, we are 
all a little more knowledgeable on the 
subject. 


Still, there arc many things we can do 


to assure that we are using the least 
amount of fuel necessary to keep us com- 
fortable, and the National Better Heat- 
ing-Cooling Council has put together a 
few tips to observe. 


The most important thing to do is to 


make sure there are no leaks from which 
heat escapes. Walk around the house and 
fill all cracks In the foundation. Fibrous 
glass Insulation Is a good material to 
use. If'none is available, steel wool, rags 
and newspaper are good substitutes. 


Next, caulk any leaks around doors 


and windows. If you don't have storm 
windows and can't spend the money for 
them now, you can staple polyethylene 
plastic film on the outer casing of the 
windows.

Banks9 loan funds 
lagging in Illinois 


Tho funds that banks have available to 


loan to consumers Is growing more slow- 
ly In Illinois than In such other states as 
New York and California, Indicates a re- 
cent study by the Assn. for Modern 
Bonking In Illinois. Tho report compares 
banking activity In Illinois with activity 
in other populous states. 


Tho report cites tho Impact of Illinois 


law that prohibits banks from operating 
In more than one location in contrast to 
multiple office operations In other states. 
AMDI members are pushing for passage 
of bills that would provide for multi-bank 
holding companies and multi-office bank- 
Ing. 


AMONG TUB AMB1 findings arc: 
• Tho funds available to loan to con- 


sumers and business are Increasing 
more slowly In Illinois than in California, 
New York and other states. The volume 
of tcndabto funds grew by 87.2 per cent 
between 1063 and 1073 compared with 
growth In New York by 66.2 per cent and 
In California by 73.7 per cent. 


• New York has limited branch bank- 


Ing and California has statewide branch 
banking. Bank deposits In Illinois have 
grown more slowly In relation to indus- 
trial growth In comparison to growth in 
other stales. This means the tight financ- 


ing problem for now plants and business 
capacity is becoming serious in Illinois, 
tho report said. . 


• If Illinois banks had the some loan- 


to-deposit ratios as California banks in 
1073 they would have been able to pro- 
vide more than $2,740,000,000 In addition- 
al credit to customers. The AMBI report 
said Illinois' loan-to-dcposlt ratio is de- 
pressed by the state banking law that 
prevents banks from making savings ac- 
counts more convenient with multiple of- 
fices. 


• Illinois has fewer bank offices per 


capita than any other largo state except 
Florida. Illinois was the only major state 
that experienced an Increase'in the num- 
ber of municipalities without a bank be- 
tween 1063 and 1073. 


An additional reason why bankers are 


calling for reform of existing banking 
law is tho increased competition that 
would result from branch banking oper- 
ations, said Leo Morrison, president of 
tho Palatine National Bank in Palatine 
and an AMBI member. This would mean 
tho opening of additional banking facil- 
ities closer to customers' homes, he said, 
adding, "Typically, branching allows a 
great deal of latitude to local operators," 
regarding loan decisions, he sold.

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Condominium payments should be clear 


Although condominiums now dominate 


lite housing market, people are often con- 
fused about the full costs of ownership. 


"People who have shopped the con- 


dominium market understand that they 
pay an assessment to maintain and oper- 
ate common areas In addition to the pur- 
chase price of their individual unit. But 
they are not always sure what they are 
paving for or If the amount they are told 
they'll be paying is correct," notes Jack 
McGUnn. sales manager of Village on the 
Lake in Elk Grove Village. The residen- 
tial condominium complex Is being de- 
veloped by United Development Com- 
pany, a subsidiary of Urban Investment 
and Development Co. 


As a general rule, "common elements" 


or areas Include all portions of a buldlng 
outside the Individual homes, he ex- 
plained. That moans land beneath the 
building, stairways, elevators, halls, lob- 
bies, storage areas, entrances and exits, 
balconies, patios, basement and roof. 


Also Included are structural ports of 


the building, pipes, ducts, flues, chutes, 
conduits, wires and other utility in- 
stallations to outlets and those parts of 
the walls, floors and celling that are not 
located Inside the Individual units. 


Because every Individual condominium 


owner owns a proportionate share of 
those elements, he Is responsible for his 
share of maintaining or operating those 
elements. 


M c G11 n n suggests the following 


analysis of assessments of a con- 
dominium you're thinking of buying. 


Get a breakdown from tho developer of 


what your monthly payments Include. 
They should Include your mortgage and 
real estate taxes plus the assessments of 
the various associations you, as an own- 
er, will belong to. 


Find out from tho builder how many 


associations are Involved. In some con- 
dominiums, there Is only one owners' as- 
sociation. At others there are more. At 
Village on tho Lake, for Instance, each 
of the five separate buildings has its own 
owners' association responsible for the 
maintenance of its particular building. 
There Is also an association that owns 


and operates the tennis courts and swim- 
ming pools. In addition, there's a lake 
association which owns and maintains a 
35-acro recreational lake. 
. 


The builder should provide you with 


the operating budget for each associ- 
ation. These deserve careful study. In a 
brand-new condominium, the first oper- 
ating budget is based on the developer's 
estimate of what expenses will be. After 
the second year, tho budget should be 
based on actual costs plus a forecast of 
Increases or decreases In expenses. 


Here are the major items to check for 


In operating budgets: 


Utilities. Does the budget Include gas 


and electricity for heating and cooling 
common elements? Fuel for hot water 
and water softening for common ele- 
ments? Is water for common elements 
and condominiums on the budget? 


Janitors' salaries. Payroll for a staff to 


maintain the common elements must be 
shown, Including employe benefits and 
unemployment taxes. 


Elevator maintenance. This vis one of 


the biggest pieces of equipment and must 
be properly maintained. 


Rubbish removal. Few municipalities 


provide free rubbish removal from a con- 
dominium complex. If- a private con- 
tractor Is needed ,tne charges should ap- 
pear on the operating budget. 


Maintenance supplies. It takes a lot 


more than elbow grease to keep the. 
property splc and span. Supplies should 
be budgeted. 


Building repairs and maintenance. As 


with any home, you must expect to oil 
motors, replace broken windows and fix 
chips and cracks here and there — and 
budget for it. 


Reserves for redecorating, refurnish- 


ing, repairing and replacing common ele- 
ments. "This is one of 'the critical Items 
on an operating budget because it re- 
flects the manner In which owners wish 
to maintain the property they own to- 
gether. It bears directly on their own en- 
joyment and on keeping up property val- 
ues for future resale," said McGllnn. 


Management fees. Professional man- 


agement Is considered to be a hallmark 
of a well-run condominium and the fee 


Appraiser plays important role 


It's been said that an appraiser's opin- 


ion plays a crucial role In any real estate 
transaction. 


The appraisal value of properly will, 


for example, determine how much the 
government will pay an owner whose 
homo IA talna taken to make way for a 
new highway. Appraisal can indicate 
whether or not a prospective buyer can 
get a loan. A sound appraisal is the pre- 
rcqubiU) to any Intelligent Investment In 
real estate. 


While not on exact science, appraising 


is for more accurate than a mere edu- 
cated guess. An appraisal is the product 
of many hours of research by a qualified 
professional. 


Years ago, an appraiser teamed his 


Job by doing. Now the appraiser needs 
extensive training before he is prepared 
to offer professional service. He must 
have thorough knowledge of the prln- 
ciptes underlying land use, urban 
growth, financing, construction, archi- 
tecture, zoning and taxation. 


Using knowledge, an appraiser In- 


spects and places a value on property — 
a value that can bo supported by the sup- 
ply-nnd-domnnd process of the real es- 


tate market. Once he has determined 
value, an appraiser will supply you with 
his written opinion of the value as well 
as a report detailing how ho arrived at 
the final figure. 


An appraisal should not be confused 


with an estimate. The latter is merely a 
rough picture of the general market val- 
ue of a home, based solely on com- 
parable sales In the neighborhood in re- 
cent months. Some companies advertise 
"free appraisals." But if you check, you 
probably will discover that they are of- 
fering an estimate, not an appraisal. A 
true appraisal, like any other profes- 
sional service, is not free. 


When you decide to retain the services 


of an appraiser, check his credentials. 
These include past appraisal experience 
as well «s occupational designations, spc- 
dal recognition from reputable organiza- 
tions and professional affiliations. The 
American Institute of Real Estate Ap- 
praisers, an affiliate of the National As- 
sociation of Realtors, qualifies Residen- 
tial Members (RMs) and Members of the 
Appraisal Institute (MAls) who have 
special training in tho advanced tech- 
niques of appraisal.

Housing industry to recover in 1975 


Professional Builder Magazine In Its 


upcoming December 1974 issue predicts 
that housing starts will rise over 10 per 
cent In 1978, reaching a level of 1,577,000 
units. According to PB's economist M. 
u. Robinson of the Bureau of Building 
Marketing Research, housing starts for 
tho first six months of next year will bo 
at an annual rate of 1.4 million units and 
then Is expected to reach an annual rate 
of 1.7 million units in the last six months 
of next year. All of this adds up to a 
welcome recovery for the housing in- 
dustry In tho year ahead. 


Hero are some additional predictions 


from Professional Builder: 
. Mortgage money will become.more 
available, but there won't be much of a 
drop in Interest rates — they will contin- 
ue to average 9 per cent nationally In 
1975. 


Housing prices will rise 12 per cent na- 


tionally — the cost of a single family 
homo by year's end will be $41,300 (as 
compared to today's national average of 
138,900). 


In 1975 of all housing units built, 67 per 


cent will be single family units (detached 
or attached), and 33 per cent will be mul- 
ti-family units (five or more units per 
structure). However, high-rise apartment 
construction is expected to decline about 
10 per cent next year. 


The modernization market will contin- 


ue strong. The 1974 market will have 
sales of around $25.4 billion; in 1975 the 
figure will rise to $27.7 billion. 


Over all the construction market (In- 


cluding housing, commercial buildings, 
and all types of public construction) will 
grow to $144.7 billion in 1975, which is up 
over the 1974 figure of $134.6 billion. 


The state of the housing industry, 


which is currently in the throes of a sev- 


ere recession, and the anticipated recov- 
ery in the latter part of next year, will 
be one of the major themes discussed at 
the International Building Exposition 
(INBEX/74) which will be held at Chi- 
cago's McCormlck Place, December 10- 
12.

In addition to the House bill's ability to 


assist the housing Industry, the Associ- 
ation supports the measure because it 
olio would hove a dampening effect upon 
inflation by encouraging more saving 
and less consumer spending. 


In combatting Inflation, the federal 


government has rolled heavily on a tight 
money policy, which has driven Interest, 
rates to record highs. This, In turn, has 
resulted In savers withdrawing their 
money from thrift Institutions to seek 
bettor returns on their money elsewhere. 


The outflow from savings and loans, 


the nation's prime mortgage lender, and 
other institutions has been severe, tha 
National Association's Department ot 
Economics ond Research reports. 


For tho six-month period ending Sep- 


tember, 1974, withdrawals exceeded new 
savings deposits In savings and loans by 
$2.8 billion. In addition, mutual savings 
banks experienced a net deposit loss ol 
$3.4 billion during the period. 


These losses have caused thrift In- 


stitutions to reduce. current mortgage 
lending and commitments for future 
lending. The department notes that In 
September, outstanding commitments by 
savings and loans for future mortgage 
lending was at the lowest level since 
January, 1972.

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Modular homes: they're down but not out 


by DOnOTIIEA DtlOOKS 


NEW YORK — Modular homes, her- 


alded a few years ago as a housing pan- 
nan, have all but disappeared from the 
news following a shakeout that knocked 
out more than 100 producers In 1072 and 
ion. 


Thny have not, however, disappeared 


from the construction scene. 


Modular bulding goes on, quietly, with 


little of the fanfare that accompanied the 
dn>i of "Operation Breakthrough," the 
government-sponsored program of a few 
yeura ago that promised at least two- 
thirds of all housing production In Ihc 
United States would bo factory-produced 
by the end of this dccado. 


The fallout rate for the pioneers was 


high and the losses heavy — ranging to 
tho ISO million Stirling Homex bank- 
ruptcy. The survivors, as In any fledgling 
industry, have learned from tho early 
mistakes. There ore Indications the In- 
dustry has found a solid base and, with 
time, modular builders will develop In- 
cionsingly acceptable design, profitable 
production and erection procedures, and > 
evolve Into a major factor in tho con- 
struction Industry. 


AMONG TODAY'S successful oper- 


ations Is that of The Deltona Corp. In 
Florida, operating two manufactured- 
homo factories, at Bradenton and St. Au- 
gustine Shores, building for five Deltona 
planned communities. Seven models of 
ono-to-four-bedroom homes are being 
shipped. 


Frank E. Macklo, III, at the holm of 


Deltona, said the production pace still Is 
relatively slow. "This Is deliberate," ho 
explained. "It Is designed to keep the 
plants healthy as Deltona shifts Its con- 
struction emphasis from site built to 
manufactured housing." 


Dcltona's Manufactured Homes Divi- 


sion has produced more than 1,200 homes 
vuiued at more than $28 million since It 
entered the field three years ago. "Be- 
fore this year is over," Macklo said, 
"Deltona will have converted to modular 
construction on all new homes priced 
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under $32,000 at nearly all of the corpo- 
ration's planned communities throughout 
Florida." 


At full capacity the two plants arc 


geared to produce 2,000 homes per year 
In a single eight-hour shift. By adding a 
jccond shift, annual output can be 
doubled to meet increased demand in 
the future. 


MACKLE IS A strong proponent of. the 


single-family home, the ald-fashloncd 
pride of ownership. "Having a home of 
your own with a yard is owning a piece 
of America. It's really capitalism with a 
picket fence around it." Ho said Deltona 
plans Its communities so they will grow 
to small city size, perhaps 35,000 to 50,000 
population. It aims, Macklo said, for the 
atmosphere of a Now England or mid- 
western town. While ho concedes the 
need for high-rise and condominium con- 
struction in many areas,. Macklo is opti- 
mistic for the future of the single-family 
house. 


He believes "the federal government Is 


nut paying enough attention to housing — 
doesn't realize what's going on. Every- 
body's scared to death. They've seen 
most of the things they believed in go by 
the board. We need more action on the . 
economy, shaking down to our own In- 
dustry." 


High interest and other cost factors, of 


course, arc continuing problems in hous- 
ing. Mackle stressed the need for lower 
interest rates and supported the idea of a 
50-year mortgage, with smaller down 
payment, lower monthly costs. 


"Prospective buyers," he said, "are 


not so much interested in total cost. They 
ask what it will cost per month. Many," 
he said, "ask, 'What's the rent?'" 


MACKLE, WHOSE father, uncles and 


grandfather have been building in Flori- 
da for more than 60 years — a total of 
more than 25,000 homes — says the com- 
pany's manufactured homes are helping 
to control costs. A now system for rein- 
forced concrete floors makes it possible 
to turn out units equaling the quality of 
site-built houses, he said. The wood floor, 
preferable in the north, is not suitable

for the Florida climate, requiring air 
space between it and ground level and 
being less pest proof. Of course, he said, 
most buyers choose to cover the floors 
with ample padding and plush carpeting. 


Mackle is convinced that there will be 


un even greater shift to modular stric- 
tures on permanent sites now that their 
appearance makes them compatible with 
typical site-built homes. 


"Our construction activity has in- 


creased substantially over the years," 
Mackle said. "We've seen both sales per- 
sonnel and buyers wholeheartedly accept 
our manufactured homes systems. 


"Very few people are able to tell the 


dilfcronce between these homes and site- 
built," he said.

Wall Street seesaw makes it tough 
on the small—and large—investors

NEW YORK (UPI) - Mrs. Marie 


Walnwright, of Orlando, Fla., has been in 
the stock market since 1929. Her first job 
was with a brokerage. She's not about to • 
get out now, but she is "hot under the 
collar" about the ways of Wall Street. 


A n a t i v e of Pittsburgh, Mrs. 


Walnwright spent most of her working 
years In New York, moving to Florida 
five years ago. Retired this year from a 
secretarial career, she lives on $650 a 
month — Social Security plus the income 
from a small, conservative portfolio. "I 
put it together myself. I was divorced 40 
years ago — raised a son, an engineer." 


Of her investments she said, "I'm in 


good, solid companies. If they don't lost, 
what will? I'm not hurting. I don't have 
to sell. I had $40 Increased dividend In- 
come for the September quarter. I'm 
used to managing. 


"I'm hot under the collar, though. The 


small Investor can't got good Investment 
advice. I should have quit work when I 
came to Florida five years ago, sold my 
stocks, paid the capital gains and rein- 
vested in bonds or certificates of deposit. 
I'd be flying high. I've lost three times 
as much in the market as I earned by 
working." 


DR. MARTIN KAPLAN, a Briarcllff, 


N.Y., dentist, got into the market .when 
he left the service in 1963. "In those 
days," be said, "anything was good. 
You'd hit two out of three." Sitting on 
SCO.OOO to $60,000 of paper losses, he's not 
about to get out of the market either, but 
he's "pretty bitter about my experiences 
with the brokers. When I do go back, it 
won't be with brokerage advice. 


"The small guy gets taken for a ride 


by the brokers. Don't talk about in- 
vestment advice. They never tell you 
when to get out. It's not just the sales- 
men; many of them were as much in the 
dork as I was." 


Michael Fortanasce, Elmont, N. Y., a 


teletype operator, has raised four chil- 
dren. He has seen a daughter through 
college, a son through medical school. In 
1962 he went into a mutual fund that 
"was supposed to provide $10,000 to pay 
dental school tuition for a second son." 
Faced with soaring college tuition and a 
falling market, he sold at a $2,500 loss in 
1972. He still has $1,800 in one stock, now 
worth one-sixth that. He says, "It's pay- 
ing dividends, 10 per cent on the reduced 
value."

All kinds of small, and not so small, 


investors have been hurt on the seesaw 
on which the Dow-Jones Industrial aver- 
age has bounced from 985 on Dec. 3,1968 
to 631 on May 26,1970, climbed back to 
on all-time high 1,051 on Jan. 11, 1973, 
plunged to a 12-year low of 584.56 on Oct. 
4 this year, recovered nearly 100 points 
and then turned down again. 


It is chiefly those who hove found it 


necessary to liquidate who have been 
hurt so far. Dividend income has been 
cut for some, but most have seen their 
dividends hold up and even increase. 


Some retirees, sold on the idea of vari- 


able annuities tied to stock values as a 
hedge against the hazards of fixed retire- 
ment Income, have seen their pension 
checks shrink monthly. 


There ore, too, all the folks locked into 


Investments they would like to sell but 
can't afford to. 


Of the record 32.5 million individual in- 


vestors who owned their own share of 
America in 1972, at least 16 million, 
more by many estimates, have deserted 
the marketplace entirely. Many of the 
others are inactive, leaving the in- 
stitutions to do perhaps 70 per cent of the 
dollar volume of trading today. 


WHAT WILL IT take to get the small 


investor back into the market? Should he 
get back into the market? 


Roy Garrett Jr., chairman of the Secu- 


rities and Exchange Commission, pre- 
dicted recently that It will be hard to get 
individuals back. "I'm sure," he said, 
"many people were oversold by brokers 
five or six years ago. This leads to dis- 
illusionment." 


A. A. Sommer Jr., an SEC commis- 


sioner, in a recent speech raised the 
question of the individual investor and 
whether he \vlll get a "fair shake" when 
he returns. 


He suggested "as starters... the need 


for raising the standards of conduct and 
performance" of people In the In- 
vestment profession. 


THIS QUESTION was raised more per- 


sonally by Gregory Esposito of Buckner, 
Ky., formerly an account executive with 
a Wall Street brokerage. Esposito, now a 
construction company executive, got out 
of Wall Street in April 1972. 


"I made my decision in the fall of 


1971," he said, "because the system 
would not allow me to do the job I should 
have done and be successful. The moti- 
vation and incentives are wrong. There 
Is conflict of interest. 


"The individual generally must rely on 


the judgment of others. The individual 
never has been given preferred treat- 
ment or advice. The men who handled 
individual investors' accounts were not 
given the advice." 


Esposito said there is built-in conflict 


of interest in commissions as the form of 
remuneration. 


"Instead," he suggested, "remunera- 


tioi, should be based on size or perform- 
ance of portfolio; anything so that a 
salesman's income is not dependent on 
the amount of trading he generates. 


"Institutional accounts can't keep Wall 


Street healthy. The market needs the in- 
dividual investor. Wall Street must fig- 
ure out a way to treat the Individual fair- 
ly if it is to survive."

man at least once each winter. 


Lower temperature at night — unless it 


gets so cold that extra fuel will be 
needed in the morning to bring the tem- 
perature back up. 


Check furnace filter once a month and 


replace when it becomes dirty. This 
saves the furnace from working twice as 
hard. 


Goss points out that water bills are an 


oft-forgotten budgetary item which can 
also be reduced. 


Leaky faucets can be costly and waste- 


ful. For example, a faucet that leaks one 
drop per second can waste hundreds of 
gallons of water each year. A steady run- 
ning sound in the toilet may also be an 
Indication of a costly leak. One check is 
to see If the rubber tank ball is worn. 


"These few simple steps con mean a

Managing your family's money

According to the IRS, tips are a part of the cost of a busi- 


ness lunch and are deductible if the lunch itself is deductible. 
That is, the lunch meeting must meet the rules for allowable 
entertainment expense which are specific but too numerous to 
mention here. A reasonable tip will usually be allowed even 
when It Is paid in cash left on the table. 


A more definite record of tips can be accumulated by pay- 


Ing for a business lunch with a bank credit card and noting 
the amount of any tip directly on the sales ticket. Tips con be 
segregated under the listing "Tips and Misc." The sales slip 
then becomes a receipt to justify a deduction for a tip. Quali- 
fying the lunch expense itself calls for a separate written 
record naming the restaurant, attendees, business purpose of 
the meeting, and the cost

"How does wood compare as a fuel for home heating? Is It 


feasible lo heat our home with wood to save the cost of 
buying heating oil?" 


Burning wood for regular home heating will seldom pay 


unless the wood is available at practically no cost. A standard 
cord of air-dried, dense hardwood measures 128 cubic feet 
and weighs about two tons. A cord of wood provides about as 
much heat as a ton of coal or 150 to 175 gallons of No. 2 fuel 
oil. If oil is priced at 35 cents a gallon, a cord of wood costing 
$52.50 would provide equivalent heat if it is efficiently dis- 
tributed throughout the house. 


Burning wood in a fireplace provides very little heat to the 


house although it may warm a person sitting or working 
nearby. Burning wood in a stove with air circulating around 
all sides, preferably 'with a fan system for distributing heat, 
efficiently uses the beat. A wood fire consumes more room 
air for combustion and to vent the smoke than an oil furnace. 
Warm air burned by the wood is replaced by cold air infil- 
trating the house, which must be wanned in turn.

The man/woman role stereotype is ra-

when a man tackles a job like waxing a 
floor, shampooing a rug or scrubbing 
down the walls he wants to spend the 
least amount of time to get the best pos- 
sible results. Which means he wants the 
best tools and the most efficient cleaning 
products to do the job. 


Why not see that he has them? 
To make scrubbing down a wall — or 


even a ceiling — a no-sweat job, be sure 
you get the spray wall-cleaner that 
foams out the dirt No mess, no pails of 
water, just the spray can and a clean, 


damp sponge. Simply spray the wall, 
working on a 3-by-3-foot area. Stand back 
and watch it foam the embedded dirt, 
grease and grime off the wall. Then wipe 
with a clean damp sponge and go on to 
the next 3-by-3 segment For the best re- 
sults start at the bottom.-The wall clea- 
ner is equally effective on washable wall- 
papers and painted woodwork. In fact 
several husbands I know have found a 
number of other uses for it: foaming the 
dirt out of screens, shampooing outdoor 
vinyl furniture, and cleaning gutters, out- • 
door-grills and white aidewall tires. • 


If your husband offers to take on the 


job of waxing the wood floors and you 
want him to take pride in the result, be 
sure to get him a fine quality, solvent- 
base paste or liquid wax. Both remove 
surface dirt and buff to a protective, 
lasting shine. Both should be sparingly 
applied to a small area at a time and 
well buffed. If you don't own an electric 
buffer, why not Inquire about renting 
one? A twiee-a-year waxing should keep 
floors in great shape. If there are high 
traffic areas that begin to show signs of 
wear,, they can readily be patch-waxed. 


Another job the man of the house may 


volunteer to do is shampooing the wall- 
to-wall carpet. You can make it easy for 
him with a fine quality rug shampoo that 
comes in both liquid and spray form.

Stores have bargains 365 days a year

The label bargain hunter con fit 


just about anyone In today's tight 
money market. Shopping centers 
were jammed with millions of people 
for the post-Thanksgiving holiday 
sales. Newspapers and magazines 
ara filled with ideas on how to trim 
Christmas buying budgets. 


Every store has Its sales, but, 


there are a few places to shop in the 
area offering reduced prices every 
day of the year. 


Outlet stores, factory stares and 


cut-rate stores are mushrooming as 
the American public looks for on al- 
ternative to high prices. These estab- 
lishments offer deals — good buys — 
for the price-wary shopper. The one 
detracting factor may be that some 
of the merchandise is less than per- 
fect. If you take extra caution before 
purchasing, checking out Items for 
flaws, your money will be well spent. 


Merchandise sold In these area 


stores falls into several categories. 


• Cancellations, dlscontlnucds and 


closeouu are goods no longer being 
p r o d u c e d by the manufacturer. 
These items are of top quality. 


• Irregulars may have alight Im- 


perfections like a crooked design or. 
color smudge. Most often these de- 
fects ara barely noticeable to the un- 
trained eye. 


• Overruns, overstocks and sur- 


plus merchandise have been over- 
produced by the manufacturer — 
more were made than orders sold to 
retailers. These ara also first quality 
items. 


• Seconds do not meet tha manu- 


facturer's standards. These goods 
may be easily repaired with a needle 
and thread or some glue. Some shops 
that sell seconds Include tags specifi- 
cally stating the reason for a less 
than perfect rating. If In doubt, ask 
sales personnel: they're very helpful. 


• Samples are sold in some shops. 


A sample Is used for advertising, 
sales or promotion and usually is one- 
of-a-ldnd, top quality. 


Factory stores may sell seconds or 


overruns, but mainly the prices have 
been reduced because of low over- 
head — no shipping, packaging and 
limited sales personnel. 


The common reaction when shop- 


ping at a cut-rate store is to buy 
something. No matter what, it's a 
deal. Buying for the sake of savings 
is fine, but keep In mind what is 
needed and what is not. A bargain 
hanging in a closet or relegated to 
the storage bin, Isn't a deal.

Christmas 
tree care 


To Insure lasting fragrance and fresh- 


ness in your Christmas tree throughout 
the holiday season, it needs proper care, 
says Michael Bolin, University of Illinois 
Extension forester. 


The first rule is to buy a freshly cut 


tree. There is no easy test for determin- 
ing freshness, says Bolin. Bouncing it on 
the ground or pulling the needles off will 
not prove the tree is fresh and will only 
ruin its appearance. 


Cutting your own tree is the best meth- 


od for assuring freshness, says Bolin. 
However, buying your tree from a re- 
liable, local grower is a good alternative. 
If you obtain your tree from a private 
lot, purchase it as early in the season as 
possible. Waiting only allows it to dry 
out. 


Once you get the tree home, do the 


following: 


• Apply a fresh cut to the tree by cut- 


ting off one to two Inches from the tree's 
base with a diagonal or right angle cut. 


• Place the tree immediately in a 


bucket of water and store it in a cool 
place out of the wind. 


• When you get ready to decorate the 


tree, avoid placing it near a fireplace or 
furnace outlet as heat will cause the tree 
to dry out quickly. 


• Make sure the stand holds enough 


water for the tree. A 3 or 4-quart capac- 
ity stand is acceptable for a 6 to 8-foot 
tree. It is essential that you keep the 
stand filled, says Bolin. Check on it at 
least once a day; a neglected tree can 
dry out rapidly. 


• Reducing room temperature wilb 


lower the amount of water that evapo- 
rates from the tree.

chology at tho-Now York Hospital and 
professor of psychology and pediatrics at 
Cornell University Medical College. Dr. 
Jonas Salk, who developed a polio vac. 
cine, Is his brother.' So is Dr. Herman 
Salic, a veterinarian In Palm Springs, Ca- 


"A CHILD'S growing tip emotionally 


sound has its roots In sound parenting.' 
Nothing is more Important than prepara- 
tion." Dr. Salk said. 


"My feeling Is that persons have not 


been prepared for the emotional Impact 
of parenthood and that many are unable 
to cope. 


"I think too many persons slip Into 


parenthood passively — without giving It 
a second thought or maybe even a 
serious first thought. 


"If a person realized what was In- 


volved, decided he couldn't cope, then 
maybe ho should consider not becoming 
a parent" 


"Those considering parenthood should 


realize it's hard to keep a house neat and 
clean when you're raising children. 


"And they should know that this new 


person in the family will take a lot of 
time and attention — for years." 


Dr. Salk, in talking about the stresses 


and realities, suggested that children be 
spaced three years apart. This mm- 
Imlzes sibling rivalry. It also would 
spread out the parental stresses and 
strains. 


IN TUB BOOK, Dr. Salk focuses on 


feelings and situations that face new fa- 
thors and mothers — Including emotional 
ambivalence that frequently -accom- 
panies incipient parenthood. 


Dr. Salk believes in the involvement of 


Iho father-to-be in the birth experience.

ry course in junior high or younger. 


"It would cover food, shelter, clothing 


and care of the young." 


Dr. Salk said he taught "care of the 


young" to a junior high class in New 
"York City not long ago, 


"They were not too young," he said.

Friedan joins Girl Scouts'

"I was sort of amazed when I was 


asked," said Betty Friedan, mother of 
the women's liberation movement 
* What she was asked that amazed her 
— "Will you serve on the board'of the 
Girl Scouts of the U.S.A.?" 


She accepted. There is some amaze- 


ment still among observers. After all, 
Mrs. Friedan, with her women's revolu- 
tion, rocked and continues to rock many 
boats in the establishment And the Girl 
Scouts — well, that's a pretty estab- 
lishment organization. 


In an Interview, Mrs. Friedan dis- 


cussed some of the reasons she said 
"yes" when Dr. Cecily C. Selb'y, national 
director of the Girl Scouts, invited her. 


"I was amazed because it is an estab- 


lishment organization, or thought of that 
way," Mrs. Friedan said. 


"But the more I thought of It, the more 


interesting it became. The modern wom- 
en's movement believes in restructing in- 
stitutions. 


"So I see a lot of vitality in the Girl 


Scouts as an institution. 


"I WAS A Girl Scout back in Peorla 


and got to just below the top rank. I 


liked hiking and camping badges but 
passed up the ones for cooking and sew- 
ing." 


Mrs. Friedan said she is not Interested 


so much in radical chic as she is in the 
mainstream of American society. 


The Girl Scouts of the U.S.A. with 2.9 


million members — one out of every 
seven girls, 6 to 17 — Is awfully main- 
stream, according to Mrs. Friedan. 


It is the largest voluntary organization 


for girls in the world and provides op- 
portunities for girls to experience, to dis- 
cover, to share girl-planned activities 
meeting their own needs and interests. 


As a strictly girl-centered organization, 


however, isn't the Girl Scouts of the 
U.S.A. Involved In sex-role stcrotyplng? 


There are men on the board at the na- 


tional and at many local levels but the 
membership Is strictly girls. 


Even the Boy Scouts of America, once 


an all-male organization now admits 
girls to its Explorer posts. 


Mrs. Friedan said the question of open- 


ing up the membership to boys undoubt- 
edly will come before the board and will 
be debated as It has in the past.

With her book, "Tho Feminine Mys- 


tique," back in the '60s, Mrs. Friedan got 
the women's movement to the launching 
pad. Later, she was a founder and first 
president of the National Organization 
for Women. 


Her newest organization Is The Eco- 


nomic Think Tank for Women. A mem- 
ber of that, by the way, is Dr. Shelby — 
the top executive at the Girl Scouts of 
the U.S.A. 


Mrs. Friedan and the Girl Scouts of the 


U.S.A., aa it changes with the times, 
may in fact be on tracks headed in the 
same direction. 


"The second stage of the women's rev- 


olution," she said, "is to restructure In- 
stitutions based on polarization — male 
only, female only." 


The Girl Scouts aren't all that female. 


Most of the 359 councils'— umbrella 
groups for 161,000 troops — havo men on 
their boards. All told, 60,000 men are on 
Girl Scout councils and troop boards. 


AT THE SENIOR levels, Girl Scouts 


can write requirements of merit badge 
programs they design themselves. Often, 
it means getting boys Involved. Take one 
example: 


A group of Girl Scout Cadettes in West- 


field, N.J., credited a "Boy Watching 
Badge." 


The purpose was to develop good work- 


ing relationships with all males — fa- 
thers, brothers, classmates. 


Earning the badge led them into a 


coed service project, a coed camping and 
coed Ice skating activity.

Travis Wofford Is a Junior Girl Scout 
troop leader. His wife is the troop's as- 
sistant leader.

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Ex-politician Ann Vccello 
Onetime mayor sadder but wiser

At a Umo when mora and more women 


are running for political office and win- 
ning, Ann Uccollo, first woman mayor of 
Hartford, Conn., and an unsuccessful 
candidate for Congress In 1070, has aban- 
doned nor political ambitions. 


Well, almost. 
Miss Ucccllo, who was something of a 


pioneer among feminist politicians In the 
late 1060s, learned somo bitter lessons In 
her effort to compote In a male world. 
But she has lost none of her gutslncss 
and outspoken candor. 


Sitting behind a large desk and a 


"Mayor Ann Ucccllo" namcplato, she 
told how she now tours the country as 
Transportation Deportment's consumer 
affairs director, holding public hearings 
on highway projects and trying to edu- 


cate tho public on mass transit alterna- 
tives to the automobile. 


SHE LIKES HEIl job. Asked the odds 


on her ever again running for political 
office, she replied: "00.9 per cent no." 
She leaves a margin of one-tenth of one 
per cent, she says, to protect herself 
against charges of being "a liar If things 
should change in the future." 


A major reason for forsaking political 


life, she said In an Interview, Is her 
mother, Josephine, who "took every vote 
against me in tho 1070 race personally — 
I couldn't subject her to that again." 


In 1067, Ann Ucccllo became Hart- 


ford's first Republican mayor in 24 years 
and first woman ever to fill the post. 
She was rcclcctcd to a second term in 
1060, and ran the next year for the U.S. 
House of Representatives. She lost by 
only 1,164 votes to Democrat William

The pill doesn't increase 
cancer risk, study shows 


Women who toko tho pill are no moro 


likely to develop breast cancer than 
those who don't use oral contraceptives, 
according to a study by two members of 
tho California Health Department. 


Dra. Elfriede Fosal and Ralph S. Paf- 


fenargcr Jr. conducted the study of 1,770 
women and released their findings in a 
paper before a recent convention of tho 
American Public Health Association In 
New Orleans. 


"Comparison of breast cancer patients 


with control subjects regarding oral con- 
traceptive use revealed no-increase In 
risk of breast cancer and no significant 
differences In frequency of oral con- 
Inceptive use, interval since first use 
and frequency of current use," they said. 


The doctors said their study Included 


women between tho ages of IS and 40, 
and tho youngest women appeared lo be 
tho ones who most often used oral con- 
traceptlves. 


Eighty-six per cent of the women 15-20 


used oral contraceptives, while 66 per 
cent between the ages of 30-39 and only 


30 per cent between 40 and 49 were on 
tho pill. 


A SURVEY of 452 women participating 


in tho test who hod malignant breast 
cancer showed that S2.7 per cent were 
married and 58.6 per cent had better 
than a high school education. Only 7.7 
per cent had mothers with breast cancer, 
but 13.3 per cent had a prior breast biop- 
sy and 84.5 per cent of the women with 
tho disease were mothers. 


Tho doctors compared thoso women 


with a control group of 453 women in 
which 94.2 per cent were married and 
53.B per cent had better than a high 
school education. Nino per cent of the 
control group had prior breast biopsy, 3.5 
per cent had mothers with breast cancer 
and 87.1 per cent had been pregnant. 


All of tho women participating in the 


F a s a 1'Paffenbargcr interviews were 
from the San Francisco' Bay area and 
those with breast cancer were first diag- 
nosed between 1070 and 1072.

Cotter, former state insurance commis- 
sioner. 


She resigned as mayor in April, 1071, 


to accept an appointment at the Trans- 
portation Department. 


MISS UCCELtO WINCED as she re- 


called some of the bitter moments of her 
abortive entry into national politics. 


There was the time she received a tele- 


phone call from former Vice President 
Splro T. Agnow urging her to run for the 
House. "No thanks," sho replied, but 
sold she would be "Interested In the Sen- 
ate." 


"Ho grew very indignant and said, 'I 


didn't ask you for tho Senate ... we 
want you In the House'." But endorse- 
ment by the state GOP convention and a 
later telephone call from then-President 
Richard M. Nixon convinced her the 
House should be her goal. 


Sho gained confidence when she read a 


statewide Hartford Times poll that put 
her third In public recognition behind for- 
mer Sen. Thomas Dodd and Sen. Abra- 
ham Rlblcoff, both Democrats, and sec- 
ond to Rlblcoff in favorabllity. 


She ran with almost no GOP party sup- 


port or funds. Was it her sex? It went 
much deeper than that, she replied. 


MISS UCCELLO BLAMES much of the 


loss on her own lack of aggressiveness, 
which sho said proved the need for a 


"strong political base, good organization, 
party backing and funds." 


She says ruefully sho also was naive. 


Miss Uccello said Cotter, a state Insur- 
ance commissioner, had approved the 
ITT-Hartford Insurance merger before It 
became part of the Watergate scandal. 


Miss Ucccllo believes women arc 


needed In politics and government. "If 
women transfer their own qualities Into 
the political arena, government would 
operate a lot better and faster." 


She chuckled when sho recalled what 


she once told her fellow colleagues on the 
Hartford city council, before she became 
mayor. "I said I could get tho city mov- 
ing If the council had one lawyer, one 
businessman, one psychiatrist and six 
women." 


SHE ALSO RECALLED the frustration 


she often felt having "to work twice as 
hard and talk twice as fast to make half 
tho dent men would." 
/ 


Then, at the end of a 90-mlnutc inter- 


view in which she did most of tho talk- 
Ing, Miss Ucccllo glanced at her clock 
and the stack of papers on her desk, and 
called it quits. 


"After all this reminiscing, I'll have to 


work three times as hard today," sho 
said.

varlegata) — this plant with shiny gold- 
spotted foliage grows well In sun or low 
light.

Spathiphyllum — bears large white 


spathes, resembling calla lilies, contin- 
uously in very low light. 


Don't be fooled into thinking a tcrra- 


rlum is a perfect house plant idea. I've 
seen more terrariuma die off from too 
much or too .little water than you can 
Imagine. They say the average life of a 
house plant Is nine months, but some 
people can knock one off in nine days.

Salt, sugar more hazardous to health than food additives: chemist 


MADISON, Wls. (UPI) - A University 


of Wisconsin biochemist says staples 
such as salt and sugar, especially su- 
CTOM, ar« more hazardous to human 
health than food additives or even natu- 
ral food poisons caused by bacteria. 


"All material things in the' universe 


are made exclusively ot chemicals, in- 
eluding foods, and all chemicals are tox- 
ic in the wrong amount," said biochemist 
F. M. Strong. 


"What's important Is whether the 


chemical Is hazardous in the amount ac- 
tually consumed," he said. 


Strong said he thought additives were 


being unduly criticized, despite the fact 
they must meet strict standards. He said 
food staples like sugar and salt should 
also meet strictly controlled standards. 


"The hazard from sucrose outweighs 


that from any other substance," Strong 
said. He safd sucrose, cane or beet sug- 
ar, was the major cause of dental prob- 
lems among more than 95 per cent of the 
U.S. population. 


THREE TO FIVE times the amount of 


common table'salt'habltuaHy consumed 
by many persons produces severe hyper- 
tension, Strong said.' 


Strong said other dietary factors such 


as saturated fats, cholesterol, and 50 to 
45 per cent of food calories in the form of 
fat are associated with heart disease. 


"While .natural food toxicants have 


caused widespread human suffering, in 
most cases today, we know how to guard 
against them," said Strong, adding this 


was not true of staples. . 


STRONG SAID man has learned, for 


'example, to guard against the "red 
tide," which occurs sporadically in ocean 
waters. It contains certain algae which 
Infect clams, oysters and other shellfish 
and give off a toxic chemical. 


Strong said, however, adequate protec- 


tion was lacking against a dangerous* 
.naturally occurring chemical hi foods 
'known as linemarin. He said it's a cya- 
nide-producing substance found hi cer- 


tain types of lima beans and in cassava. 


He said the Agriculture Dent, recog- 


nizes this danger, but adequate protec- 
tion was lacking in parts of West Africa, 
Jamaica and Malaya. 


Strong also described some mycotoxins 


which occur In foods. He said these 
chemicals are produced by certain 
molds. Compared with some dangerous 
food chemicals which are relatively rare, 
he said, mycotoxins are very widespread 
and not as well known as they should be.

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Harper vocational program praised 


Harper College has "a flno program" 


for providing vocational training to stu- 
dents, uys tho leader of a state team 
that recently evaluated tho school's voca- 
tional education prognuns. 


Richard Erickson, coordinator of voca- 


tional and technical education at North- 
ern Illinois University, sold Tuesday, 
"I'm really Impressed with tho program. 
It ihows some tremendous leadership on 
tho port of the administration and facul- 
ty Involved In tho vocational programs 
hero." 


Eridcson and a team of businessmen, 


educators and one student visited the col- 
lege for one.weck in October to evaluate 
tho vocational programs for the state 
Dcpt. of Vocational and Technical Edu- 
cation. The report was given to colleger 
officials this week. 


THE nEPORT generally praises tho 


college's faculty and programs whlle^ 
pointing out needs, for improvement in~ 
developing goals for specific courses and ' 
training and evaluation -of part-time • 
teachers, among other things. 


More than 1,000 students in vocational 


courses were asked to rate their instruc- 


tors' knowledge of the working world, 
Erickson said. Ninety-nine per cent of 
the students rated their teachers either' 
average or Ugh, with 72 per cent rating 
them "Mgh." 
, ERICKSON SAID the rating of the fac- 
ulty 'was unusually good for a state 
evaluation. "Based on my previous expe- 
rience students just dont say their teach- 
ers have that much on the ball," he said.' 
Erickson had led about 10 evaluation 
teams for the state, three to community 
colleges. 


Other aspects praised in the report in- 


clude the college's program for deaf stu- 
dents, the way vocational courses "pro- 
vide students with salable skills early in 
their programs so they are employable If 
they do not complete the program," and 
the fact that students completing Harper 
programs "are prepared for entry and 
advancement in the world of work." 


THE EVALUATION TEAM did suggest 


that the college's "numerical control pro-' 
gram," « program designed to train 
people for the use of computers In man- 
ufacturing, be studied carefully because 
of its high cost end the small number of 
people needed in the field. 


The team also said the college will 


need more buildings if it is going to ex- 
pand its vocational programs and im- 
prove its counseling programs for voca- 
tional students. In addition, it suggested 
an increase in the number of training, 
programs which take less than two years 
of study and a possible increase in the 
number of trade programs because of 
the college's -success in training heating 
and air conditioning specialists.

programs for,par&lme' teachers be 1m- „' 
proved and that'the college initiate stu- 
dent evaluation of part-time teachers. 
Student evaluation of'full-time-faculty 
has been going; on for the-last two years. 
The evaluators also said specific "behav- 
ioral objectives" should be developed for 
courses. Behavioral objectives indicate 
what a student should be able to do after 
taking the course. 


THE EVALUATION IS required of 


Harper and all other high school and 
community college .districts which re- 
ceive funds through the'department of 
vocational and technical education. Har- 
per currently receives about $240,000 
from them. 


The report, Erickson said, will be used 


by the state to compile a report on voca- 
tional education around the state. In ad- 
dition, each school evaluated is expected 
to include recommendations from the 
evaluation team into its plans for voca- 
tional education which' are submitted to 
the state agency. 


ROBERT CORMACK, Harper dean of 


career programs, said he was pleased 
'with the report and agrees with the need 
for improvement in some areas, particu- 
larly the area of training for part-time 
teachers.

WHAT CAN consumers do to combat 


the skyrocketing cost of sugar? Many 
outraged shoppers are boycotting sugar. 
Others are stocking up in expectation' of 
higher prices to come. However, erratic 
buying habits'of-Individual shoppers are 
insignificant and have virtually no effect 
on tho Industry. The majority of shop- 
pers aro frustrated and'angry,'but pay- 
ing the price just as they paid dearly for

But pragmatic consumers recognize 


the short-sightedness of boycotting sugar 
because It has BO many uses. Price in- 
creases of bakery products,, soft drinks, 
jellies and canned fruits have coincide*!

THOUGH MANY nutritionists question 


the need for sugar at all, consumption 
has continued to Increase throughout the 
world. Production has not kept up with 
the per capita consumption which points 
the finger at the familiar law of supply 
and demand. Whenever the demand ex- 
ceeds production or supply, costs go up. 


The best solution for most consumers 


is to cut down on their use of sugar. Us- 
ing less in your morning coffee is a good

P r e-sweetened cereals are overly 


sweet and expensive. Cutting out these 
cereals which border on candy will im- 
prove your diet and decrease the food 
bill. 


Jelly is nearly all sugar. Most kids will 


enjoy peanut butter sandwiches minus 
the jelly. 


Sugar, once a luxury food, has more 


psychological satisfaction than 'estab- 
lished nutritional benefit. Once, you be- 
come aware of how much sugar you're, 
consuming, it becomes easier to cut 
down. Decreasing your sugar intake will

Use less sugar for better nutrition

The rapidly rising cost of sugar may 


not bo bitter medicine after all. 
. Many medical authorities say the typi- 
cal American cats far too much sugar, 
•and In fact, needs no sugar as such in a 
•nutritionally balanced diet. 
' But few of us aro apt to give up sweets 
altogether. So here aro some Ideas for 
making desserts and other sweetened 
dishes with either less sugar or natural 
• substitutes. 


. Cook apples In frozen unsweetened' 
Tipple julco or orange Julco concentrate 
rr sweet elder to make applesauce. 


Puree naturally sweet fruits such as 


ripe bananas or prunes and blend into 
stiffly beaten ogg whites to make fruit 
whips. Little or no sugar wilt bo needed. 


Choose tho ripest fruit you can find If 


you plan to servo It raw. Than sweeten, 
if necessary, with a little corn syrup. It's 
Hotter than sugar for this purpose any- 
way because the syrup makes a leu wa- 
tery mixture because It doesn't draw 
juices from tho fruit. 


TUB CONSUMER service department 


of CPC International, a major manufac- 
turer of corn syrup, says tho price Is ex- 
pected to rise but not in proportion to 
that of sugar. 
. It con bo substituted for sugar entirely 
in a variety of foods and beverages. To 


make good cinnamon toast, blend 2 table- 
spoons of corn syrup with 3 tablespoons 
of softened butter or margarine and 1 
teaspoon of cinnamon. Spread on toast 
and broil until tho spread bubbles. 


Corn syrup can bo substituted for 


simple syrup sugar boiled with water for 
use In cold drinks and punches. It can 
take the place of sugar in baked beans, 
barbecue sauce, dessert sauces and ham 
glazes. The consistency of'syrup makes 
it cling bettor in basting sauces and 
glazes. Corn syrup also can bo substi- 
tuted for sugar In making the topping for 
upside down cakes and sticky buns. 


It reduces tho gralnlncss of frozen des- 


serts such as refrigerator tray Ice 
creams, ice milks, Ices and sherbets. 
One fourth of tho sugar called for In such 
recipes can bo replaced by syrup. 


To use it as a glaze for cookies and 


fruit cakes, bring syrup to a boll and boll 
one minute. Use a natural bristle brush, 
to apply It because tho high temperature 
can melt synthetic bristles. The boiling Is 
needed to assure a dry glaze even In hu- 
mid weather. 


Conned fruits in syrup can be pureed 


to make frozen desserts with little or no 
sugar added. Leftover syrup from can- 
ned or frozen fruit makes a good substi- 
tute for maple, maple blended or corn 
syrup on French took, pancakes or waf- 
fles. 


M A K I N G COFFEE gelatin? Melt 


marshmallows instead of sugar In the hot 
coffee-before you add gelatin that has 
been presoftened In a little cold water. 
Honey, molasses and corn syrup can be 
substituted in many recipes calling for 
sugar, although you will have to adjust 
the amount of liquid and sweetness to 
your taste. Used this way, allow In gen- 
eral a cup of corn syrup for each cup of 
sugar and reduce the liquid content of 
the recipe.by about one fourth. Using 
honey, allow one cup for each cup and a 
fourth of sugar and reduce the liquid 
content by one fourth. 


But for best results do^not substitute 


honey, molasses or corn syrup in baking 
recipes calling for sugar. Instead, use 
recipes developed specifically for each.

One of Jerry's favorite recipes Is a 


cheese ball made with bleu, cream and 
Cheddar cheeses seasoned with onion 
and Worcestershire. It makes ono very 
large or two small balls, which are rolled 
In chopped pecans and served with a va- 
riety of crackers. 


He also likes to prepare the cocktail 


ham balls, which havo a tempting Poly- 
nesian flavor. Made with both ham and 
pork ground together, the balls are 
browned first then baked In a sweet-sour 
sauce. Served from a chafing dish, they 
ore small and can easily be speared with 
toothpicks. 


A tasty shrimp dip Is one of Marge's 


specialties. This Is made by blending 
canned shrimp with cream cheese, onion, 
chill sauce, lemon juice and Worcester- 
shire sauce. Pink In color with a mild 
flavor, it Is served with potato chips and 
crackers. 


Marge also makes cheese wafers,

CHOCOLATE-ALMOND PRUNES 


Melt 1 package (12 on.) semi-sweet 


chocolate pieces In top of double boiler. 
With fondue fork, dip each prune from 1 
package (12 oz.) pitted prunes Into 
chocolate, swirling to coat all sides, then 
dip Into 2 cups chopped almonds. Let dry 
on wire rack. Makes about 3 dozen. 


ALMOND BRITTLE 


Gently boll tt cup water with 1 cup 


sugar, Vt cup brown sugar and ft cup 
light corn syrup. Remove from heat 
when candy thermometer registers 300 
degrees (hard crack stage); stir In 1/8 
teaspoon baking soda and 2 tablespoons 
butter; stir In %'cup chopped almonds. 
Turn Into buttered 13xOx2-lnch pan. 
Quickly spread to cover pan. Cool; break 
Into pieces. Makes % Ib. 


ALMOND-FILLED FIG 


With fingers, form figs Into boat 


shapes; press n whole blanched almond 
Into each fig. Or, trim stem ends from 
figs; shape figs Into ovals; press a whole 
blanched almond Into each. 


HARD SAUCE-FILLED PRUNES 


For hard sauce, cream Vt cup butter 


until fluffy. Gadually beat In 1 cup con- 
fectioners' sugar until smooth; beat In tt 
teaspoon vanilla. Chill, then form Into 
about 3 dozen small balls. With thumb 
and fingers, shape about 3 dozen pitted 
prunes like little cups to hold hard sance 
bolls. Trim with sliced almonds. Makes 
about 3 dozen. 


MARZIPAN HOLLY 


H cup almond paste 
U cup light corn syrup 
1 to IK cups powdered sugar 


(sifted If lumpy) 
Red and green food color 
Crumble almond paste Into mixer 


bowl. Bent with corn syrup until mixed. 
Gradually beat In sugar to get a dough- 
like consistentcy. Pull off a small piece; 
knead in red food color; roll into small 
berries. Knead green food color Into re- 
maining marzipan. Shape Into flat patty. 
Cut Into holly leaf shapes. Mark veins 
with toothpick. 


HOMEMADE ALMOND PASTE 


Grind Itt cups (about*8 oz.) whole 


blanched amends, a portion at a time, In 
electric blender or food chopper with 
fine blade. (Yield: about 1% cups ground 
almonds.) Combine with 154 cups (5 or.) 
sifted powdered sugar, 1 egg white, 1 
teaspoon almond extract and "i teaspoon 
salt; work to a stiff paste. Store in re- 
frigerator tightly wrapped In clear plas- 
tic or disposable plastic bag. Makes 11/3 
cups (13 ozs.) almond paste.

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A food bill within reason 


Eating cheaply but nutritionally 


Editor's note: In mponie to reider In- 


quiries about how Jullui Unban feedi 
hli family of four for WS to 130 • week. 
(Sugar 'a Spice Nov. 7), Urihan provided 
a typical weekly menu and Ui ihopplng 
list along with recelpU lo varl/y hli ex- 
penditure*.

"I certainly don't believe Mr. Urahan 


can shop weekly for a family of four at 
$25 to $30, not at today's prices!" wrote a 
DCS Plalnes homemakcr who shops for 
two. 


Julius Unban of Palatine, who has 


been doing the family grocery shopping 
for years, readily admits today's prices 
are a challenge. But they do not spoil 
certain defeat. 


To prove his point Urahan provided a 


weekly shopping list along with the fami- 
ly's menu for the week. Total of the 
three receipts (two from Domlnick's, one 


from Jewel) was $35.06, well over the $30 
average. However, $6.41 was spent on 
large quantities of powdered milk lhat 
week. As Urshan explained, '"Ms Item 
will not be purchased again for a long 
time." 


A MONEY-SAVER in the long run, 


dried milk costs less than a dollar a gal- 
lon, he estimates. It Is used almost ex- 
clusively at their house since the "kids 
have token a liking to it." 


During the week Indicated Mr. Urshan 


purchased fryer legs and thighs for 55 
cents a pound; super beef mix, 69 cents a 
pound; oranges, 4 cents each; bananas, 
14 cents a pound; peanuts, 1H pounds for 
80 cents; Ice cream, 00 cents a half gal- 
lon; and round steak $1.09 per pound. 
These, as well as other items on his list 
were advertised specials for the week.' 
The weekly menu was planned according 
lo these buys. 


Frozen orange juice concentrate was 


purchased that particular week for 16 
cents per 8-ounco con. Though some fam- 


ilies "might tire of orange juice at every 
meal, the Urshan children are fond of It.'' 
The menu could easily be adapted to In- 
clude other kinds 'of juices of your 
choice. 


TO AVOID HAVING basic staples run 


up the food bill, Urshan keeps a list of 
what he has on hand. Additional staples 
ore purchased when they run low. Com- 
pensations are often made on other prod- 
ucts for that week. 


One of Urshan's key shopping tactics is 


i to compute the cost per serving. This 
will moke a big difference In the food 
bill. For example, a half gallon of ice 
cream will yield 18 one-half cup servings.1 
Purchased at 90 cents, the Ice cream 
costs six cents per serving. Considering 
the cost of commercial baked goods, this 
is a very inexpensive dessert. Urshan 
purchases Ice milk or ice cream, depend- 
ing on which Is cheaper on a given week. 


Urshan also takes advantage of cents- 


off coupons, unit pricing, nutrition labels

A KNOWLEDGE OF basic nutrition Is 


clso important, according to Urshan. 
Meals should be planned to include the 
basic four foods. And breakfast is a must 
for good health. 


Plan meals in advance with a written 


menu plan, advises Urshan. Consider the 
main meals first since they take up the 
largest percentage of the food dollar. 
Prepare a flexible shopping list to avoid 
Impulse buying and to select unadvcr- 
tlsed specials, such as his purchase of a 
large quantity of powdered milk. 


You can save shopping time, avoid spe- 


cial trips and find it easier to stay with- 
in your food spending estimate for the 
week. 


TO INCREASE TIIE nutritional value 


of your menus, check the U. S. Basic 
Four Daily Food guide recommended 
daily servings. Here is a short version of 
the basic four which Urshan included in 
a consumer education program on food 
buying and eating nutritionally for the 
American Red Cross nursing and health 
programs: 


Meat group: Include two or more 


servings of lean meat, poultry, fish or 
eggs daily. Dry beans, peas, nuts and 
peanut butter may be eaten as alter- 
nates. 


Milk group: Incoudes all forms of 


milk, cheese and ice cream. Daily adult 
requirements, two or more servings; 
children under 0, two to three servings; 
children 9 to 12, three or more servings 
per day; teens, four or more servings. 


Fruit and vegetable group: 'Four or 


more servings of a citrus fruit or vege- 
table high in vitamin C, a dork green or 
deep yellow for vitamin A every other 
day. 


Broad and cereal group: Four or more 


servings that are whole grained or en- 
riched. Pastas, rice, cornmeal, oats and 
baked groups. 


Pumpkin, or is it sweet potato pie? 


by IUNDALL It. HARDER 


Some mistake its flavor for pumpkin, 


many gourmets have never thought to 
taste it and tome people call It soul food, 
but despite the confusion It remains Dix- 
ie's favorite dessert — sweet potato pie. 


While soul food had to come along be- 


fore people outside the South found out 
about it, sweet potato pie has been a 
longstanding part of Southern cuisine. 


Any Southern cook has a recipe or two. 


And there is usually a story to go along 
about how Mama used to bake sweet po- 
tato pies and take thorn in a picnic bas- 
ket to the Baptist church for "quarterly 
meeting" and something called "dinner 
on the ground." 


The sweet potato produces a creamy 


golden filling with a flavor that Is'much 
akin to pumpkin. Aside from texture, it 
Is almost Impossible to tell a sweet po- 
tato pie from a pumpkin pie, and any 
pumpkin pie recipe can be used for 
sweet potatoes. 


The sweet potato will grow the year 


around in the South and, as yet, It has 
not been hit by skyrocketing food prices. 


COOKS OUTSIDE the South find sweet 


potato pie as much a topic of conversa- 
tion as a delicacy. In Dixie, the appear* 
once of a sweet potato pie usually sparks 
an argument over whether the pie Is best 
eaten hot or cold. 


There is no one best recipe and the 


variations are too numerous to list. How* 
ever, hero Is a standard version. 


Boll three large sweet potatoes — or 


enough for two cops — until they are 
soft. Peel and mash the pulp with two 
tablespoons of butter. Beat In three egg 
yolks, a teaspoon of salt, a half cup of 
sugar and one cup of sweet milk. 


Put the filling In a cooked pie shell and 


place the pie In a slow oven until it sets 
or stiffens. 


You may thicken the filling by using a 


half cup of cream Instead of the milk, or 
for a stiff filling, leave out the milk alto- 
gether. 
' 
' 


Some cooks use a half-teaspoon each of 


cinnamon and nutmeg, and I like to add 
a half teaspoon of ground coriander. An 
advantage of sweet potato pie U that the 
filling can be prepared a day ahead of 
time or weeks ahead of time and frozen. 


While the argument over Just when to 


cat a sweet potato pie continues, many 
people servo the pie hot with whipped 
cream or ice cream. 


Others top the pie with meringue. How- 


ever, purists — many of the elders hav- 
ing fetched a cold slice of pie in a tin pall 
down to the cotton patch — maintain that 
such decorations as meringue Just get in 
the way. 


If you find yourself falling into the 


group that prefers to wait for cold sweet 
potato pie, then it is best to let the pie 
"age" for a day before serving it 


In fact, there arc some cooks who in- 


sist that it is best to use only swcot po- 
tatoes that have aged for a month or two 
after they were harvested.

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Honesty is best policy in treating cancer 


BALTIMORE (UPI) - Generous doses 


of honesty won't euro cancer, but they re 
nevertheless an essential part of the 
patient regimen at the Baltimore Cancer 
Research Center. 


"There's an old wives' talo that 


patients don't want to know where they 
stand," says Dr. Peter Wlcrnlk, whoso 
clinic at University of Maryland Hospital 
has 40 beds and 2,000 outpatlcnta. 


"Families take It on themselves to do- 


cldo Uncle Harry shouldn't be told, but 


all that means is that the family, and not 
Uncle Harry, cant take the news." 


Wlcrnlk says there are moral and le- 


gal, as well as medical, reasons for 
being honest with patients. 


"For one thing, the best treatment for 


cancer is often Investigational and by 
federal law, doctors must obtain 'In- 
formed consent* from their patients," he 
sold. "On top of that, a person sick with 
cancer should be given time to moke any 
arrangements necessary for Us family 


and his estate." 


HONESTY RARELY has backfired for 


Wlemik. 


"Uncle Harry Is usually mad at his 


family when be finds out later that he 
has cancer," he said. "Once he knows 
the score, he's a little happier," a little 
more at peace. 
' "When a patient comes here not know- 
ing where he stands, his normal reaction 
is mortal fear that there's a death sen- 
tence hanging.over his -head and that 


he's going to be executed next week." 


WIERNIK STRESSES that being hon- 


est isn't as tough ,as It used to be. "The 
progress in cancer treatment In just five 
years is phenomenal, just phenomenal. 
For a patient who arrives here shortly 
after cancer has been diagnosed, the out- 
look Is extremely good. -We can work 
slowly without panic and most cases be- 
come outpatients."

Radiation buildup possible concern 
Doctor warns of danger from x-rays 


CHICAGO (UPI) - A prominent diag- 


nostician has warned that until more Is 
known about radiation buildup In tho hu- 
man body, doctors and patients must bo 
wary of X-ray examination and treat- 
ment. 


"Tho now Interest in detecting cancer 


of the breast brings on a special need for 
caution," said Dr. Georgo Jacobson of 
tho University of Southern California. 


Jacobson, director of diagnostic radio- 


logy at the USC School of Medicine, said 
there Is no question that accumulation of 
radiation can create medical problems. 
"Wo don't know precisely how much 
radiation should bo considered too 
much," ho sold, "but as long as wo don't 
know, we should take no chances with 
overexposuro." 


JACOBSON, Interviewed during the an- 


nual convention of tho Radiological 
Society of North America, likened the sit- 
uation to that involving cigaret smoking 
about 20 years ago. "At that time," he 
said, "wo had a suspicion that cigarcts 
were killing people. Later wo had tho 
data that proved IL We don't now have 
tho data concerning radiation — but wo 
sure are suspicious. 


"Getting the radiation data is going to 


require an awful amount of record keep- 


ing," Jacobson said, "and the record 
keeping doesn't end there — to make use 
of tho data, each individual may need to 
hovo a record of all his X-ray experience 
from birth. We may never be ready for 
that, but meanwhile nobody should take 
a casual attitude about radiology." 


JACOBSON APPEARED at a news 


conference sponsored by Xonlcs, Inc., 
Van Nuys, Calif., which displayed equip- 
ment at tho convention designed to re- 
duce radiation risk. Jacobson said the 
equipment, developed by Xonlcs re- 
searchers working with USC radiologists, 
Is of special benefit in breast cancer de- 
tection "because, plainly, there's so' 
much activity in that field these days — 
thousands of women demanding to get 
X-rayed." 


Jacobson said the new equipment does 


not produce X-rays but is a receiving de- 
vlco which captures the X-rays after 
they penetrate tho body and then trans- 
forms them electronically into on image 
that can be read and interpreted. 


DR. LEE MORSELL, one of the devel- 


opers of the process, said two or three 
separate X-ray exposures per breast cur- 
rently are required to diagnose disease, 
"a regime that could expose the healthy 


patient to excessive X-ray radiation on 
the order of 4,000 milUroentgens or 
more." 


Morsel! sold the Xonlcs device produc- 


es a total radiation dosage of about 300 
miUlroentgens, a 92.5 per cent decrease. 


ways need to get the whole truth all at 
once. 


"You people, children and adolescents, 


should be told only as much as they 
seem able to take," he said. "A doctor 
can gauge their awareness by their ques- 
tions and the fear they show. The ideal 
thing is to begin telling the whole truth 
just as they begin to figure it out for 
themselves." 


WHEN A PERSON is seriously ill and 


he knows it, Wicrnik says, a doctor 
should emphasize the truth that some 
people do come out of near fatal bouts 
with cancer and go on to live. 


"That's different from denying the dis- 


ease altogether, and It can be done with 
considerably more honesty now than five 
years ago," Wlemik says. 


"For terminally ill patients, fear of tho 


unknown Is the worst thing. But once 
they know and can talk about it with oth- 
er patients and families, it's more peace- 
ful for them. 


"We rely tremendously on the relation- 


ships that develop among the patients 
and their families who come here for 
treatment They let it all hang out."

A state official said Wednesday that 


Wheeling Village Pros. Ted C. Scnnlon's 
possible acceptance of a job from a rela- 
tive of someone who holds n village li- 
quor license would not violate Illinois 
law. 


Thomas Murphy, executive director of 


the Illinois Liquor Control Commission, 
said tho only way Scanlon would bo In 
direct violation of tho law would be If he 
were a stockholder or held some other 
financial Interest In tho business to which 
tho liquor license is Issued. 


It was disclosed by Tho Herald this 


week that Scanlon, who Is village liquor 
commissioner, may be hired by the fami- 
ly of Trustee William Hein, whoso mem- 
bora hold a village liquor license and soil 
auto parts to tho village. 


THE JOB, WHICH probably will be of- 


fered to Scanlon, Is as a counter man for 
A new auto ports store the Hein family 
plans (o open In January near Dundee 
Road and Betty Drive In Buffalo Grove. 


"The statute states that he cannot 


have any direct or Indirect interest in tho 
business and If he's going to be working 
la the auto parts store I con see no prob-. 
lorn," Murphy said. "If he docs that he 
will have no connection with the liquor 
business. 


"The criteria we use in matters such 


as those Is whether or not a village offi- 
cial's name appears on the liquor li- 
cense," he sold. 


STATE LAW prohibits elected munici- 


pal officials from holding liquor licenses. 
Scanlon sold he has no financial interest 
in the business and would not be con- 
nected with the liquor license. 


As liquor commissioner, however, ho 


could bo faced with administrative deci- 
sions concerning the Hclns* tavern. In his

capacity as liquor commissioner, he is- 
sues, revokes and Is responsible for all 
matters concerning village liquor licen- 
ses. 


Scanlon said this week ho does not think 


taking the job would compromise him as 
village president or liquor commissioner.

Grove, I've separated myself from any 
conflict of Interest," he said. 


AT PRESENT, Gordon P. Hein, tho 


trustee's father, Is the president of 
Wheeling Auto Parts, Inc., Ml S. Mil- 
waukee Avc., Wheeling. The trustee's 
mother, Ida, holds the liquor license for 
Hcln's Pub and Liquor store at tho same 
location. 


In the 1073-74 fiscal year, Wheeling 


purchased $10,817 In merchandise from 
Wheeling Auto Parts. The previous year 
tho village purchased $13,624 worth of 
goods from tho firm. 


Trustee Heln, who is employed at the 


auto parts store, has been charged with 
a conflict of Interest by some residents 
because he repeatedly votes on payments 
for merchandise from his father's firm.

Area's not-so-cheerful job picture: 
few openings., unemployment on rise 


Been looking for a job? In the 


Northwest suburbs, there are job 
openings for skilled machinists, cleri- 
cal workers and health-care profes- 
sionals. 


Competition for available jobs is 


keen, sold Everett Galloway, office 
manager at the Illinois Employment 
Service Northwest Suburban Office 
in Des Plaines. "There Is really noth- 
ing plentiful, because of the number 
of unemployed." 


"Job openings have decreased by 


about 50 per cent in the last month 
and a half," said Galloway. "Our 
traffic conilng in has •probably 
doubled In the last couple of 
months." Between 600 and 700 appli- 
cants visit the employment office ev- 
ery day, Monday through Friday. The 
increase in area residents seeking 
unemployment compensation is due 
to several factors, partly seasonal, 
said Shirley Stambor, director of the 


Illinois Unemployment Compensation 
Northwest Suburban Office in Des 
Plaines. 


THE SEASONAL downturn in em- 


ployment, the nationwide coal strike 
and other factors likely will push 
unemployment up from the unad- 
justed figures reported for October, 
said John Coulter,' manpower direc- 
tor for the Chicago Assn. of Com- 
merce and Industry. When the-new 
figures come out Friday for Novem- 
ber "there will likely be an Increase 
— I would guess 1 per cent or so — 
in the Chicago area," Coulter said. 


Unadjusted figures for October re-

' unemployment in the Chicago-area 
and 5.7 per cent on a national basis. 


Coulter predicts a turnaround in

Gas heat in your home? You'll pay more 


The inside story 


The price of natural gas-used to heat 


homes and apartments will go up soon 
following announcement Wednesday by 
the Federal Power Commission that 
wellhead prices for the gas industry will 
be increased. 


Tho effect on suburban residents will 


mean higher gas bills, although esti- 
mates vary as to how much the increase 
will be. The Chicago area — including all 
the suburbs — will see an increase in 
residential service bills of 19.92 per cent, 
according to the Federal Power Commis- 
sion. 


But a spokesman for Northern Illinois 


Gas Co., which supplies natural gas to 


the suburbs, said the maximum impact 
on consumers in the northern third of Il- 
linois will be a 4 per cent rate increase. 


COMMISSION CHAIRMAN John N. 


Nasslkas and Interior Sec. Rogers C. B. 
Morton Wednesday called for the decon- 
trol of all new natural gas prices, coupled 
with a tax on excess profits as Insurance 
against price gouging. The commission 
price hike is intended to spark increased 
natural gas production. 


The Wednesday price adjustment by 


the commission fixes the uniform price, 
of new natural gas at 50 cents per thou- 
sand cubic feet, 'an Increase of 8 cents. 
Tho impact of the price increase on resi- 


dential service bills will range from a 
low of 8.06 per cent increase in Boston to 
16.46 higher in Los Angeles, with the Chi- 
cago area increase estimated at 15.92 per 
cent, the commission said.. 


Bruce Gilbert, coordinator of rate re- 


search for Northern Illinois Gas Co., said 
Wednesday approximately 90 per cent of 
its gas supply could potentially be affect- 
ed by the new rates. The remaining 10 
per cent is supplied by other natural gas 
facilities. 


Gilbert said an estimate of a 16 per 


cent rise in gas prices by 1978 "must be 
erroneous. Even if we have 100 per cent 
new natural gas by 1978, it means about 


a 4 per cent increase for residential cus- 
tomers," he said. 


NI-GAS HAS FOUR major pipeline 


suppliers of natural gas. "To the extent 
that our suppliers do have to purchase 
new gas supplies, it Is going to have a 
cost impact," Gilbert said of the new 
rates. 


At least two months will elapse be- 


tween an announcement of higher well- 
head prices and an adjustment on a cus- 
tomer's bill. This will be accomplished 
by the "purchase gas adjustment" for- 
mula used by NI-Gas, that has increased

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Shoe repair business booming 
Economy dip has one man 
putting best foot forward

John LoSasso is happy. 
November wns his best month In the 


eight years since ho opened n shoe repair 
shcp In Elk Grove Village. The economy 
may bo down, but LoSasso's business Is 
up and he's resoling more wlngtlps these 
days. 


The clientele at Grove Shoo Repair In 


the Grave Mall seems to bo changing, 
LoSasso said. He Is seeing more execu- 
tive types and others who look as though 
they are more used to throwing away 
worn shoes than having them repaired. 


"I'm getting a lot of new faces In 


herd," LoSasso said. "They come In and 
they ask "What's the price of soles and 
heels today?' and you know either 
they've never been In a repair shop be- 
fore or it's been a lot of years." 


LoSASSO HUNS A suburban version ot 


the old neighborhood shoo repair shop. II 
Is a friendly placo whore LoSasso and his 
young apprentice Larry Vlttal, dressed 
In cotton aprons, work behind a counter 
cluttered with shoes and boots of every 
iilzc nnd description. Thero Is a sign on 
the wall that claims the minimum 
charge for any repair Is 75 cents, but 
LoSasso does not always stick to that. 


Ho finds people in Elk Grove seem to 


appreciate the shop, the only ono of Its 
kind in the village. They go by and smile 
and wave at him working and when thojl 
come In, most people stay to talk awhile. 


"A lady might come In hero and she'll 


point to a couple of bags of groceries she 
has bought for $30 and complain. Every- 
body is price conscious and like every- 
thing else, now shoes arc expensive, 
too," LoSasso said. "More people aro 
bringing In shoes and asking me if 
they're worth fixing so they'll lost just a 
little longer." 


SOMB PEOPLE appear surprised that 


the cost of fixing shoes has gone up, but 
then,' LoSasso sold ho gets some custom- 
ers who still think he can do almost any- 
thing for about a quarter. 


"People who've never tried shoe repair 


believe they can get practically anything 
done for 25 or 35 cents," he marveled. 
"A loaf of bread costs mo as much as it 
docs them and they just don't realize the 
work Involved or that my coats are going 
up. too." 


Inflation apparently Is hitting the shoo 


repair business, but stretching the life of 
a pair of men's dress shoes with half 
soles and heels Is still a bargain. LoSasso 
said the price of tho Job wont up from . 
about $8.50 to 10.50 two years ago, but 
that's about one-third tho cost of replac- 
ing the shoos. 


GEORGE GOLANOPOULOS of the Go- 


lonopoulos Bros., ono of the largest shoe- 
repair materials suppliers In tho Chicago 
area, said repair costs may go higher 
because several materials such as glue 
are made from scarce petroleum by-pro- 
ducts. 


LoSasso Is not really worried, though. 


Ho Is confident repairing shoes will al- 
ways cost less than buying new ones and 
the way he sees It, the current recession 
is causing a lot of people to wake up to 
how much money they nave wasted.

The Buffalo Grovo Fire Dcpt. has re- 


sponded to more cnlls In the first 11 
months of this year than it did in all of 
1973. 


Calls for 1974 arc up 13.4 per cent from 


last year, with one month remaining. 
Statistics show tho department has re- 
sponded to 801 alarms In 1974, 05 more 
than all of last year. 


Officials sold Wednesday, > however, 


they aro not surprised by the total and 
added It Is below the projections they 
made at the beginning of the year. They 
estimated they would respond to almost 
900 calls this year, an over-all Increase 
of 27.1 per cent. 


IN SAYING his emergency crews prob- 


ably will answer another SO to 60 alarms 
this year, Fire Chief Wayne Winter said 
the total should be short of expectations. 


Fire officials have expected alarms, 


which show significant Increases over the 
last four years to correspond with-rises 
In village population and the amount of 
developed land In Buffalo Grove. 


The start of ambulance'service In 1972 


and tho.later Installation of a paramedic 
program also have contributed to higher 
alarm rates, according to Winter. 


The Buffalo Grovo Fire Dcpt., largely 


a volunteer flrcfighting force, operates 


as part of the Wheeling Township Rural 
Fire Protection District and is Indepen- 
dent of the village. 


THE REMAINING section of the vil- 


lage in Lake County Is served primarily 
by tho Long Grove Fire Protection Dis- 
trict. The Vernon Fire District also 
serves a small area. 


This year's statistics show that 427; or 


more than half the alarms have been for 
ambulance service, while '126 wero fire 
calls for accidents and grass fires. 


There were 85 responses to residential 


house fires with another nine in larger 
buildings and structures. 


Buffalo Grove firemen assisted other 


departments on 74 occasions this year 
while the remaining 80 alarms were re- 
sponses to an automatic mutual aid pact 
with the Arlington Heights Fire Dcpt. 


Under the agreement, the two depart- 


ments automatically respond to calls in 
each other's territory in an effort to beef 


. up flrcfighting forces. 


A FIVE-YEAR comparison of annual 


alarm totals show that a projected total 
of 1,200 alarms In 1075 will bo more than 
1,000 In excess of the 1971 total of 160. 


The 1,200 figure Is only an estimate, 


however, based on projections that Buf- 
falo Grove would grow to a population of 
24,300 residents by 1975.

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Change not likely until 1977 
Aldermanic district plan 
faces delay, trustee reveals 


by JOE FRANZ 


Wheeling Trustee John Koeppen laid 


his proposal to divide the village into al- 
dermanlc districts has no chance for 
adoption before next spring'i municipal 
election. 


Koeppen made the proposal about two 


months ago, and it that time he said he 
hoped the village would adopt it before 
the next election. The aldermanic sys- 
tem, he laid, would give residents bettor 
representation on the village board. 


"Right now It doesn't look like we'll be 


able to make the change until the 1977 
election," Koeppen told The Herald Tues- 
day night. "Things have been at a stand- 
still and there Just Isn't enough time to 
do It before the next election. 


"All I hope Is we can get the proposal 


on the ballot In the next election," he 
said. "That way the people will be given 
a chance to decide." 


BEFORE THE village could make the 


change, voters would have to approve 
the alder-manic district plan In a referen- 
dum or special election. Koeppen said the 
next election would be the best time to 
put the question to the voters. 


Village Atty. Paul Hamer said the only 


way the village could elect representa- 
tives by district with Its present popu- 
lation, would be If it chose to switch to a 
city form of government. 


If the village waits until It reaches a 


population of 25,000, it could divide into 


districts without altering the form of gov- 
ernment. Trustees currently are elected 
by the village at-largo. 


"The majority of people I've talked to 


are In favor of my idea," Koeppen said. 
"It'll give more people a better chance of 
winning because they'll only have to be 
elected by the people living In their 
neighborhood." 


UNDER THE present aWarge*system, 


four of six trustees, Including Koeppen 
come from the'same area of the village. 
He said his proposal would keep this 
from happening In future elections. 


Koeppen said electing officials by resi- 


dential districts Is needed because of the 
recent growth of the village. The prob- 
lems of every area vary, he said, and 


should be represented in the village gov- 
ernment. 


The Wheeling Improvement Party 


(WHIP), however, has said Koeppen's 
proposal could create sectional rivalries, 
making it difficult for the village govern- 
ment to function. 


John 
WHIP officials also said the district 


Kocppco 
system could limit the number of quali- 
fied candidates elected to the village 
board. "In reality, the best qualified per- 
sons might not serve, while lesser per- 
sons would govern by accident or his or 
her place of residence," a recent WHIP 
statement said. 


KOEPPEN SAID he plans to meet 


with residents throughout the village be- 
fore the proposal Is placed on the ballot. 
At the meetings, he said he will explain 
his position and reasoning and answer 
questions for voters. 


The trustee said he has not decided 


whether ho will seek reelection to the vil- 
lage board next spring, but said he plans 
to push for the establishment of alder- 
manic districts regardless of his deci- 
sion.

Flood-easing 
tree-removal 
project opens 


Workmen have begun removing trees 


along the Wheeling Drainage Ditch, the 
first step of an over-all Improvement 
project expected to relieve flooding prob- 
lems in the Mcadowbrook West area. 


After the trees are removed, workers 


will widen the drainage ditch, plant sod 
along the banks and install a new bridge 
where the ditch crosses Jeffery Avenue. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt said ev- 


erything but the planting could be com- 
pleted by the end of the year, weather 
permitting. The planting cannot be done 
until spring, he said. 


The old bridge will be replaced with a 


precast concrete structure. A temporary 
road to Meadowbrook West was com- 
pleted recently so residents will be able 
to go to and from the subdivision while 
the bridge is being replaced. 


UNTIL THE ROAD wass installed, the 


bridge provided the only access to Mead- 
owbrook West. The road connects Nancy 
Lane and Carpenter Avenue. Passolt 
said the village has been granted a tem- 
porary easement for the 600-foot road 
and will vacate it after the new bridge is 
Installed. 


The bridge replacement and ditch 


work was proposed two years ago, but 
has been delayed several times due to 
opposition from residents, failure to get 
bidders and problems getting an case- 
ment for the temporary road. 


Residents and village officials reached 


agreement on the proposed improve- 
ments last September. Before that, resi- 
dents said they feared the work would 
result in the loss of their property and an 
excessive number of trees, cause erosion 
and aggravate rather than help flooding 
problems. 


Trustee William Hcin, chairman of the 


sewer, water and public health com- 
mittee, said agreement has been reached 
on which trees will be removed and the 
village has assured residents none of 
their property will be taken by the im- 
provement project. 


Buffalo Grove Road north of the Dun- 


dee Road intersection should bo opened 
to traffic early Friday, said Edwin Gil- 
len, a state engineer. 


The road has been closed north of the 


intersection during widening and median 
installation for the last several weeks. 


Glllen said the only thing that could 


delay the opening would be a mal- 
' function of traffic signals. 


Gillen said the Intersection will be sa- 


fer than before, partly because of left- 
turn signals and turning lanes. 


Buffalo Grove Road south of Dundee 


has been open to traffic since the middle 
of November. 


Opened early this week was Arlington 


Heights Road south that runs along the 
Mill Creek subdivision. That intersection 
was also closed for several weeks during 
widening and median Installation. 


Although work is complete, Glllen said 


daytime motorists should continue to ex- 


ercise caution on Dundee Road in Buffalo 
Grove for next two weeks'or so while 
workcrews are planting trees in the 
medians and along parkways. 


Glllen said Dundee Road should be free 


of work crews by Christmas week.

Prospects good in few areas 
Area's not-so-cheerful job picture: 
few openings, unemployment on rise 


Been looking for a job? In the 


Northwest suburbs, there are job 
openings for skilled machinists, cleri- 
cal workers and health-core profes- 
sionals. 


.Competition for available jobs is 


keen, said Everett Galloway, office 
manager at the Illinois Employment 
Service Northwest Suburban Office 
in Des Plaines. "There Is really noth- 
ing plentiful, because of the number 
of unemployed." 


"Job openings have decreased by 


about 50 per cent In the lost month 
and a half," said Galloway. "Our 
traffic coming in has probably 
doubled in the last couple of 
months." Between 600 and 700 appli- 
cants visit the employment office ev- 
ery day, Monday through Friday. The 
increase in area residents seeking 
unemployment compensation is .due 
to several factors, partly seasonal, 
said Shirley Stambor, director of the 


Illinois Unemployment Compensation 
Northwest Suburban Office in Des 
Plaines. 


THE SEASONAL downturn in em- 


ployment, the nationwide coal strike 
and other factors likely will push 
unemployment up from the unad- 
justed figures reported for October, 
said John Coulter, manpower direc- 
tor for the Chicago Assn. of Com- 
merce and Industry. When the new 
figures come out Friday for Novem- 
ber "there will likely be an increase 
— I would guess 1 per cent or so — 
In the Chicago area," Coulter said. 


Unadjusted figures for October re- 


ported by U. S. and state Labor 
Dept. officials showed 4.7 per cent 
unemployment in the Chicago-area 
and 5.7 per cent on a national basis. 


Coulter predicts a turnaround in 


the employment market by the sec- 
ond half of 1975. Persons under Vie 
age of 25, minority workers and city 


workers rather than suburban work- 
ers will be most affected by lay-offs, 
he said.

Gas heat in your home? You'll pay more 


The price of natural gas used to heat 


homes and apartments will go up soon 
following announcement Wednesday by 
the Federal Power Commission that 
wellhead prices for the gas industry will 
bo Increased. 


The effect on suburban residents will 


mean higher gas bills, although esti- 
mates vary as to how much the increase 
will be. The Chicago area - Including all 
the suburbs — will see an Increase in 
residential service bills of 15.92 per cent, 
according to the Federal Power Commis- 
sion. 


But a spokesman for Northern Illinois 


Gas Co., which supplies natural gas to 


the suburbs, said the maximum impact 
on consumers in the northern third of Il- 
linois will be a 4 per cent rate Increase. 


COMMISSION CHAIRMAN John N. 


Nassikas and Interior Sec. Rogers C. B. 
Morton Wednesday called for.the decon- 
trol of all new natural gas prices, coupled 
with a tax on excess profits as insurance 
against price gouging. The commission 
price hike Is intended to spark increased 
natural gas production. 


The Wednesday price adjustment by 


the commission fixes the uniform price 
of new natural gas at 50 cents per thou- 
sand cubic feet, an Increase of 8 cents. 
The Impact of the price increase on rest- 


dentlal service bills will range from a 
low of 8.06 per cent increase in Boston to 
16.46 higher in Los Angeles, with the Chi- 
cago area increase estimated at 15 92 per 
cent, the commission said. 


Bruce Gilbert, coordinator of rate re- 


search for Northern Illinois Gas Co., sold 
Wednesday approximately 90 per cent of 
Its gas supply could potentially be affect- 
ed by the new rates. The remaining 10 
per cent is supplied by other natural gas 
faculties. 


Gilbert said an estimate of a 16 per 


cent rise in gas prices by 1978 "must be 
erroneous. Even if we have 100'per cent 
new natural gas by 1978; it means about 


a 4 per cent Increase for residential cus- 
tomers," he said. 


NI-GAS HAS FOUR major pipeline 


suppliers of natural gas. "To the extent 
that our suppliers do have to purchase 
new gas supplies, It is going to have a 
cost impact," Gilbert said of the new 
rates. 


At least two months will elapse be- 


tween an announcement of higher well- 
head prices and an adjustment on a cus- 
tomer's bill. This will be accomplished 
by the "purchase gas adjustment" for- 
mula used by NI-Gas, that has increased

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Flynn hits Jaffe's role 
as part-time instructor

Thomas Flynn of Nllcs, former candi- 


date for the Illinois General Assembly 
and Oakton Community College board 
member, leveled on attack Tuesday 
night on Stnto Rep. Aaron 
Jaffa, 


D-Skoklo, his running mate In the No- 
vember election. 


Flynn distributed a threo-pngo state- 


ment attacking Jaffa's employment as a 
part-time Instructor for Oakton's "Elec- 
tion 74" course after ha was prevented 
from reading the statement during the 
board meeting. 


Tho statement charged that Jaffo has 


"stated ho was In favor of tho legal- 
ization of drugs." and Is being In- 
vcsllgatcd for allegedly accepting Illegal 
campaign contributions and falsifying 
state reimbursement vouchers as a legis- 
lator. Flynn said. "I question If Mr. Jnffo 
Is acceptable to tho community as an In- 
structor of our students." 


THE STATEMENT demanded that tho 


Oakton board "conduct an Investigation 
Into tho past nnd present conduct of Mr. 
Aaron Jaffo to determine If ho should 
continue as a part timo Instructor at this 
college" and (hat tho board "order" 
Jaffa to appear before It to answer tho 
charges. 


Flynn and Jaffo wore tho two Demo- 


cratic candidates for Illinois House of 
Representatives from tho 4th Legislative 
District In November's election. Jaffo, 
first elected to tho House In 1070, was 
reelcctcd In November along with Re- 
publican Stato Representatives Eugcno 
F. Schlickman nnd Robert Juckelt. 
Flynn was defeated. 


Jaffo taught tho course "Election 74" 


last spring and this fall In cooperation 
with Oakton loachor Michael Danko. 
Jaffa Is not scheduled to teach next se- 
mester at Oaklon because no election 
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course is scheduled. 


In his statement, Flynn said he be- 


lieves there Is "a serious moral ques- 
tion" concerning Jaffa's alleged advoca- 
cy of legalizing drugs and that "It is pos- 
sible thai his (Jaffa's) mode of conduct 
Is being taught as an acceptable mode of 
conduct to our students." 


Jaffa said Wednesday ho had no com- 


ment on any of Flynn's charges, adding 
only, "I'm not going to respond to gar- 
bage." 


BOARD VICE CHAIRMAN Vivian Me- 


dak kept Flynn from reading his state- 
ment by demanding that the board hold 
a closed session to discuss the charges 
against Jaffa. Mrs. Mcdak said Wednes- 
day that the board discussed the charges 
against Jaffa In closed session even 
though "Mr. Flynn didn't choose to come 
into tho meeting to discuss it." Flynn, 
who was talking to the press during 
much of tho board's closed session, came 
into tho meeting after the discussion of 
Jaffa, Mrs. Medak said. 


Mrs. Mcdak said board members had 


not been given a copy of tho statement 
Flynn distributed to tho press. She said 
during discussion "It was everyone's 
feeling that unless public charges arc 
made by somebody and proved, the Oak- 
ton board has no business taking action. 
Mr. Jaffo has not been charged with any- 
thing." 


Sho also added that Flynn's objection 


to Jaffa's stand on drugs "doesn't have a 
leg to stand on" because "you cannot 
deny anyone employment for what they 
believe."

I have found the City of Des 


Plalnes to be a fascinating and ac- 
complished community In-which I 
am proud to be a citizen. Three 
weeks ago I could not have made 
this statement because I knew very 
little of our city, even though. I've 
lived in Des Plalnes for over two 
years. Through the courtesies of the 
Optimist Club and city officials dur- 
ing Youth Appreciation Week, how- 
ever, I have come to realize what a 
fine city Des Plalnes Is. 


I live in the far northwest corner of 


Des Plaines. Most of my friends live 
in Mount Prospect and I go to school 
In Arlington Heights. Therefore I am 
somewhat removed from the city it- 
self, and have had little occasion to 
explore and become familiar with 
DCS Plaines. During Youth Apprecia- 


tion Week, however, I had the chance 
to see the city and also learn how it 
functions. The Chicago area tends to 
discourage city unity and pride be- 
cause' we function in communities 
.rather than cities. I now have been 
able to realize what a fine city we 
really have. 


One of the best things the week did 


for me was letting mo see key places 
in the city such as the police and fire 
departments, city hall, and the city's 
garage. I had never been to these 
places and was particularly Im- 
pressed with the efficiency of these 
departments. 


WHEREAS BEFORE I had re- 


garded the police with fear and a 
little contempt, I now have some un- 
derstanding of what their job is like 
and that they are normal, nice guys. 
I was very curious about how the fire 
department functioned, and a really 
nice man that was our guide ex- 
plained things about the department 
in such a way that let me Imagine 
exactly what it was like to be in his 
shoes. The men at the garage were 
very informed and knew their jobs 
well. I found it fascinating to get a 
"behind the scenes" account of how 
things we take for granted such as 
street signs are taken care of and 
replaced. Each department was so 


impressive that my confidence in our 
city's leaders jumped by leaps and 
bounds. It makes a citizen of such a 
community feel very secure to know 
how efficient the men in power are. 


Even touring places such as UOP 


and TWA let me know more about 
my city and what's in it as well as 
being Interesting. Having places such 
as these and fine facilities such as 
Forest Hospital increase the prestige 
and prominence of our city and 
taught me a lot about things I didn't 
know existed. 


Although the-inner functions and 


mechanics of the City of Des Plaines 
were very impressive, I believe the 
best part of the week was learning a 
little about the politics in city gov- 
ernment. My counterpart was the 
treasurer and I really didn't expecl 
him to be too involved hi politics. 
During the city council meeting, 
however, Mr. Mahon sat beside me 
and explained the format of the 
meeting, who everyone was, and 
what their responsibilities 
were. 


Even more important, he explained 
the different issues brought before 
the council and why each one would 
probably vote the way he did. I was 
amazed when Mr. Mahon not only 
predicted exactly how each member 
voted except for two. He said these 
two men's votes would decide the 


vote. He was exactly right! As soon 
as one of these men voted "no" he 
said the motion was defeated, and it 
was. He then explained to me, in his 
opinion, why each man, voted as he 
did and what he had to gain or lose if 
the motion was passed. The man I 
thought just signed checks and paid 
bills sure knew his stuff! 


IN OUR STUDENT council we en- 


counter a degree of politics which 
has always intrigued me. Watching 
these professionals who lead our city 
was, to me, even better than seeing 
the "mechanical" parts of the city 
such as the garage or police depart- 
ment. 


The government of any city, and 


especially one of Des Plalnes' cali- 
ber, is a complicated and delicate 
piece of machinery, comparable to 
an automobile. While the mayor may 
be the driver, each individual under 
him from the city clerk to the super- 
intendent of sewers is a vital part of 
the machinery. Although the driver 
is essentially in charge of the car, a 
flaw in any part of the engine or 
body can cause trouble for the whole 
unit. The machinery is very com- 
plicated, but it was explained to me 
this past week by expert mechanics. 
Des Plaines is a city full of accom- 
plishments and fine leaders, and I 
am proud to be one of its citizens.

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City considers 
get-tough policy 
with litterbugs 


City officials arc considering a "get- 


tough" policy to enforce recycling center 
rules that could cost some residents up 
to $200 In fines. 


The Ones could be levied against per- 


sons who dump newspapers and other 
materials outside the gates of the recy- 
cling center, located on Oakton Street 
just oast of Leo Street. 


In a letter to the city council, Aid. 


Irene Blrchflcld, 8th, said persons who 
dump material there during hours when 
the recycling center Is closed could face 
fines for Uttering. They range up to $200 
for the first offense and $300 for sub- 
sequent Infractions. 


City Environmental Officer Philip 


Llndahl said ho has found names and ad- 
dresses on a number of the newspaper 
and magazines that have been piled out- 
side the center and ho believes this could 
bo enough evidence to file a littering 
charge. 


A final decision on filing the charges 


has not been reached, Llndahl said. 


Mrs. Blrchflcld olio complained that 


persons have been dumping Items which 
cannot bo recycled. 


"Last week, someone put a garage 


door outside of the gates," she said 
Wednesday. Llndahl has also noted that 
other Items such as furniture and large 
appliances have been dumped there. 


IN ADDITION TO the possible prose- 


cution of lltterers, Llndnhl also has asked 
that the volunteer groups who work at 
the center take license numbers of cars 
who dump unwanted materials! 
• Tho recycling center currently Is ac- 
cepting only newspapers, metal cans with 
ends removed and clear, brown and 
green gloss containers. Llndahl said the 
center Is open every week on Tuesdays 
and Thursdays from 4 p.m. until 8 p.m., 
Saturday from 8 a.m. until 8 p.m. and 
Sundays from 1 p.m. until 6 p.m. 


The city also is looking for volunteer 


organizations to man the recycling cen- 
ter. Persons may contact Llndahl at the 
city hall for additional Information. The 
city pays the groups $50 per week to op- 
crate the center. 


Oakton College ivrapup 
Nursing students 
may go to Triton 


Registered nursing students from Maine Township next fall 


may bo able to take their nursing courses at Triton College in 
River Grove while taking the rest of their college courses at 
Ooklon Community College. 


Officials of the two colleges are negotiating an agreement 


that also would assure Oakton students that they would be 
assigned to hospitals near Oakton for their clinical training, 
Oakton Vice Prcs. Richard Jordan told the Oakton board of 
trustees Tuesday. 


Under the agreement with Triton, students would travel to 


Hlver Grove only to take nursing and anatomy courses, while 
taking all other classes on the Oakton campus, Jordan said. 
Ho said the two colleges have not agreed on how many stu- 
dents from the Oakton district would be allowed In the pro- 
gram. 


More than 30 students from Oakton's district, which In- 


cludes Maine and Nilcs townships, now attend Triton's nurs- 
ing program. However, those students must take all their 
courses at Triton, which requires them to travel long dis- 
tances, Jordan said. 


Oakton officials have tried repeatedly to get a registered' 


nursing program at the college, but have not received approv- 
al from the state. Oakton has a program to train Licensed 
Practical Nurses. 


Full accreditation coming? 


Oakton Community College is preparing for the final stage 


which could lead to full accreditation. 


The Oakton board heard a report from Arthur Klchm, as- 


sistant to the president, on the "self-study" he and other 
Oakton officials are preparing for the North Central Assn., 
the organization which accredits schools in the Midwest. 


Tho study, Klchm said, will include examination of the 


teachers, students and curriculum at the school. The report 
will be completed this spring In preparation for a visit from a 
North Central evaluation team scheduled for next fall. 


Klohm said the study will be designed to "pinpoint areas 


that need Improvement and start on a remedy." He said, 
"The kind of thing North Central Is looking for Is a real 
understanding of what's what and a head's up approach to 
finding a workable remedy for problems." 


Oakton was accepted as a candidate for accreditation In 


1073 after a visit by the North Central evaluation team In 1072 
criticized the college for not having methods for evaluating 
its programs and for overly casual teaching methods. 


The school will bo five years old this spring. Following the 


visit next fall, North Central will decide whether to grant full 
accreditation. 
School may limit purchases 


The Oakton board will study the possibility of purchasing 


only from companies with union shops doing business In Illi- 
nois following protests by two board members that the college 
catalog Is being printed by a Michigan firm. 


Board members Thomas Flynn and Steven Loska expressed 


concern that next year's college catalog will be printed by 
Patterson Printing Co., Benton Harbor, Mich., rather than by 
an Illinois firm. Patterson was lowest bidder. The job will 
cost $7,08-1. 


Flynn said ho was concerned because "we have firms in 


our area" and because he felt firms from other states "which 
don't have strong unions" could underbid state firms. Loska 
abstained from voting on the catalog because college officials 
did not know whether Patterson was a union firm.

Special board 
may administer 
old city hall 


A proposal to have the DCS Plaines 


Municipal Building administered by a 
special board after completion of the new 
city hall will be studied today by the li- 
brary and historical society committee. 


The proposal, put forth by the DCS 


Plaincs Historical Society, asks that the 
society be assigned the Job of adminis- 
tering the building for use by civic and 
cultural groups In the community. 


The proposal differs from one sug- 


gested by the Bicentennial Commission, 
to form a board including representa- 
tives of the historical society, park dis- 
trict, city and across section of commu- 
nity organizations to administer use of 
the building. 


IN A LETTER TO the city council, the 


commission said the building should not 
be designated for the exclusive use of one 
organization but should be multi-faceted 
for use in the general public Interest.' 


Mayor Herbert H. Bchrel.'in a letter to 


Aid. Spencer Chase, 3rd, chairman of the 
library and historical society committee, 
said he believes the historical society's 
proposal is "far superior" to that of the 
Bicentennial Commission. Behrcl said his 
reason for favoring the society's proposal 
Is that it will allow the city to' maintain 
complete jurisdlcion over the property. 


The society said that according to its 


proposal, title.to the building would re- 
main In the name of the city, the city 
council would control a major portion of 
the building's .annual operating budget 
pud 'ho rl»v would maintain P full-time 
worker at M'e hiil'ding responsible to the 
mayor and council. 


The committee will meet at 8 p.m. at 


the municipal building, Graceland and 
Miner streets. 


visors in the lunchroom. Some school 
committees also suggested charging an 
annual fee from $5 to $18 for children to 
eat lunch at school. 


Gogo suggested several other options

"Conditions have changed dramatical- 


ly the last seven years. There are many

Gogo said. He noted that the lunchroom 
policy was established in 19G7 and does 
not meet the current needs. 


GOGO ATTHtBUTED the increased 


number of youngsters staying for lunch 
to the large number of families with both 
parents working. "We have an increase 
in the number of children eating at 
school every month." 


The superintendent warned the board 


that the schools arc "grossly violating 
adequate health and safety standards" 
by feeding hundreds of children in a mul- 
tipurpose room "never designed for that 
purpose." 


"Let us have one fire or emergency and 


I wonder what you'll say if we lose a 
youngster," he said. "We're putting 250 
people in facilities designed to house 100 
or 110." 


Board member Barbara Kipnis also 


criticized the lunchroom policy saying 
she did not think "it's right to set limits. 


"I don't think we have a valid way of 


saying we'll spend money on child A to 
stay for lunch but we won't for child B 
because his mother doesn't work," she 
said. 


A WILSON SCHOOL mother termed 


the policy "discriminatory," adding that 
all children should have "an equal, 
chance to eat in school." 


Gogo said the district "will accom- 


modate as many people as we can but 
the health, safety and education of chil- 
dren get first priority." 


The board will take action on district 


lunch policy and program at the Dec. 17 
meeting of the board at 7:30 p.m. at Bal- 
lard School, Nilcs. 


Tesfo show Citizens9 water 
meets state's standards 


Tests by the Illinois Environmental 


Protection Agency have found that water 
distributed by Citizens Utilities Co. in 
Mount Prospect meets state standards. 


The tests were prompted by com- 


plaints from village officials and resi- 
dents in the northeast section of Mount 
Prospect. The utility company also 
serves the Waycindcn Park subdivision 
near Des Plaines but Waycindcn water 
was not tested. 


"The system is not all that bad," said 


Leonard Lindstrom, regional supervisor 
of EPA field operations in Autora. "It 
may not be a perfect supply but it docs 
meet our state requirements." 


Lindstrom appeared before Mount 


Prospect officials and residents at a 
meeting Wednesday at the Public Works 
Dcpt.'and presented a report of the sur- 
vey. 


Residents complained of poor water 


service, oil, sand and rust in water, out- 
ages and pressure drops. 
- 


,In the EPA report, a telephone poll 
was conducted on 40 residents in the New 
Town-section. It Indicated that two per- 
sons complained of sand in the water, 
four complained of oil, 13 complained of 
low pressure, 15 complained of not get- 
ting any water and 17 complained of 
"red" or rust in water. 


LINDSTROM SAID the water samples, 


taken only once, showed no oil in the sup- 
ply and added that sand Is "objectionable 
but not hazardous." 


"We think there Is a red water prob- 


lem and it might be corrected. We'll in- 
crease the phosphate to sec if it helps," 
Lindstrom said. "If not, we'll try some- 
thing else." 


David Creamer, director of public 


works, said hc>was concerned about the 
outages .that have occurred in the past. 
"There's been 'too many outages last 
year. Last summer there were three 
major outages," he said. "When that 
happens people call us, not the utility 
company." '

Lindstrom said the company has 


enough pumps and water to get residents 
through the next 10 years even though 
the water level appears to be dropping. 
He added that the utility company has 1.25 
million gallons In storage for the ap- 
proximately 15,000 persons It serves. 


On peak usage days during the sum- 


mer, the company should be able to sup- 
ply enough water for a seven-hour peri- 
od, Lindstrom said. 


Lindsrom also said the state docs not 


require the utility company to store wa- 
ter for fires or to install fire hydrants. 
"It does not mean it leaves that part of 
Mount Prospect unprotected," he said, 
adding that the water already stored in 
wells, booster and reserve pumps can be 


used. He said that a house conceivably 
could burn down if there is no water 
available. 


"THIS IS WHERE we get concerned," 


Creamer said. "People buy houses, see a 
fire hydrant and immediately think that 
it is usable. There's no law-that says 
there has to be a fire hydrant and I try 
to emphasize this to residents. It's false 
security — like fringe on a cake." 


Other EPA findings show that: 
• Citizens Utility water is free of 


harmful bacteria. 


• Two out of four wells fell below the 


suggested level of chlorine residuals. The 
EPA will ask the utility company to see 
how much chlorine it uses monthly. 


• Citizens has "one or two minor de- 


fects" in station equipment, but the 
equipment is basically good and thn 
tanks are scaled properly. 


• The levels of chemicals arc tolerable 


even though residents complained of • ' 
sand. Chemical analysis is performed . 
every three years. 
• 


LINDSTROM SAID the EPA win make 


recommendations to the utility company. . 
"The improvements should be rceval- 
uated in the- fall unless some big prob- 
lems arise," he said. 


Lindstrom also emphasized to the resi- 


dents and officials at the meeting that 
his capacity was only to make recom- 
mendations about the water quality. Per- 
sons who wish to complain about the cost 
or usage of water should contact other 
state agencies, he said. 


"Tills is the first attempt of the state to 


look into the problem and Mr. Lindstrom 
has been very helpful," Creamer said. 
"The EPA can only look into the prob- 
lems within its limitations. But I get dis- 
couraged by the fact that we aren't get- 
ting anywhere on particular problems."

Area's not-so-cheerful job picture: 
few openings, unemployment on rise 


Been looking for a job? In the 


Northwest suburbs, there are job 
openings for skilled machinists, cleri- 
cal workers andthealth-care profes- 
sionals. 


Competition for available jobs is 


keen, said Everett Calloway, "office 
manager at the Illinois Employment 
Service Northwest ^Suburban Office 
in Des'Plaines. "There is really noth- 
ing plentiful, because of the number 
of unemployed."'

"Job openings have decreased by 


about 50 per cent in the last month 
and a half," said Calloway. i'Our 
traffic coming in has probably 
doubled in the * last couple of 
months." Between 600 and 700 appli- 
cants visit the employment office ev- 
ery day, Monday through Friday. The 
Increase In area residents seeking 
unemployment compensation.is due 
to several factors, partly seasonal, 
said Shirley Stambor, director of the 


Illinois Unemployment Compensation . 
Northwest Suburban Office in Des 
Plaines. 


THE SEASONAL downturn in em- 


ployment, the nationwide coal strike 
and other factors likely will push 
unemployment up from the unad- 
justed figures reported for October, 
said John Coulter, manpower direc- 
tor for the Chicago Assn. of Com- 
merce and Industry. When the new 
figures 'come out Friday for Novem- 
ber "there will likely be an increase

Coulter predicts a turnaround in

The price of natural gas used to heat 


homes and apartments will go up soon' 
following announcement Wednesday by 
the Federal Power Commission that 
wellhead prices for the gai Industry will 
be increased. , 


The effect on suburban residents wills 


mean higher gas bills, although esti- 
mates vary as to how much the Increase 
will be. The Chicago area - Including all 
the suburbs — will see on increase in 
residential service Mils,of 15.92 per cent, 
according to the Federal Power Commis- 
sion. 
But a spokesman for Northern Illinois 


Gas Co., which supplies natural gas to 


the suburbs, said the maximum impact 
on consumers in the northern third of Il- 
linois will be a 4 per cent rate increase. 


COMMISSION'CHAIRMAN John N. 


Nassikos 'and Interior See. Rogers C. B. 
Morton Wednesday called for the decon- 
trol of all new natural gas prices, coupled 
with a tax on excess profits as insurance 
against price gouging. The commission 
price hike is Intended to spark increased 
natural gas production. 


The Wednesday price adjustment'by 


the commission fixes the uniform price 
of new natural gas at 50 cents per thou- 
sand cubic feet, an increase of 8 cents. 
The impact of the price increase on resi- 


dential service bills will range from a 
low of 8.06 per cent increase in Boston to 
16.46 higher in Los Angeles, with the Chi- 
cago area increase estimated at'15.92 per 
cent, the commission said. 
• Bruce Gilbert, coordinator of rate re-. 
search for Northern Illinois Gas Co., said 
Wednesday, approximately 90 per cent of 
Its gas supply could potentially be affect- 
ed by the new rates. The remaining 10 
per cent is supplied by other natural gas 
facilities. 


Gilbert said an estimate of a '16 per 


cent rise in gas prices by 1978 "must be 
erroneous. Even if we have' 100 per cent 
new natural gas by 1978, it means about 


a 4 per cent Increase for residential cus- 
tomers," he said. 


NI-GAS HAS FOUR major pipeline 


suppliers of natural gas. "To the extent 
that our suppliers'do have to purchase 
new gas supplies, it is going to have a 
cost impact;" Gilbert said of the new 
rates.

Schools ask: is innovation 
in education worth cost? 


by KATHEIUNE DOYCE 


Now theories In education ore often 


costly once they ore put Into practice. 
Officials In Sehaumburg Township Dlst. 
54 now are figuring out the price they 
pay for Innovation and they are asking 
whether It is worth It. 


By next spring they should have the 


answer. That Is when the Dlst. 54 Board 
of Education will decide whether to 
change or continue a program In Individ' 
ually guided education (ICE) that was 
started during the 1972-73 school year. 


Two schools In Dlst. 54 now use this 


teaching method, Mulr School In Hoffman 
Estates and Hanover Highlands School 
in Hanver Park. 


In addition, Link School In Elk Grove 


Village and Nergo School under construe., 
tlon in Rosello may use the ICE teaching 
method. 
ICE IS A combination of many new theo- 
ries of education developed over the last 
decade including open classrooms, Indi- 
vidualized Instruction and team teaching. 
But as with most new methods of teach- 
ing, ICE is more expensive than more 
conventional programs. 


Instructional materials cost about 


$7,000 more In the two schools using ICE 
than In other schools In Dlst. 54. The 
largest expense, however, Is the salaries 
of the teacher aides who are used to pro- 
vide Individualized instruction. The cost 
of Instructional staff is about 20 per cent 
higher In the ICE schools. 


Board members are now asking wheth- 


er those teacher aides and extra mate- 
rials are worth the money before they 
consider using ICE In other schools. ICE 
was a controversial topic at board meet- 
ings when It was first discussed but the 
board finally decided to test the program 
and evaluate It after two years. 


"My concern Is whether ICE Is doing 


any better than the regular program," 
said Board Pros. Gordon Thoren. "Wo are 
spending money on Innovation. Is It any 
better than what wu had?" 


PROPONENTS OF ICE have pro- 


claimed It a success saying It Improves 
student achievement, boosts a student's 
self-esteem and gives him a better atti- 
tude toward learning. But critics charge 
the system Is bad for students who do not 
have the incentive necessary to work in 


an Individualized program, and that the 
open classrooms are noisy making it dif- 
ficult for some students to concen- 
trate. 


Most of the classrooms In IGE schools 


have just three walls, allowing students 
to move freely in the building. At Mulr 
School, which was the district's first 
open classroom building, the rooms are 
located along the outside walls of the 
building with the school's resource cen- 
ter In the middle of the open area. 


The curriculum in IGE schools is ar- 


ranged so each child has his own set of 
assignments geared to his ability and 
rate of achievement. Students In differ- 
ent academic grades meet In small 
groups to work. At Mulr, kindergarten 
and first grade, second and third grades 
and fourth and fifth grades arc combined 
for reading and math. 


Teachers often work together In teams 


with small and large groups of stu- 
dents. By using teacher aides, classroom 
teachers are also able to spend more 
time with Individual students. 


THE 
PRINCIPALS of both IGE 


schools arc strong supporters of the pro- 
gram. IGE Is nothing more than a man- 
agement system for schools, said Robert 
DoPlnto, principal at Mulr. It is a meth- 
od of organizing materials, time and 
space so each child benefits, he said. 


Children who are able to work indepen- 


dently study on their own while those 
who need a formal classroom atmos- 
phere receive structured lessons from 
teachers. Even the children with learn- 
Ing problems, who often attend special 
classes in other schools, are kept with 
the other children at Mulr, where' they 
receive special attention. 


"It's a good feeling to be a student 


hero; everyone is successful because 
they're learning at their own level," said 
DcPlnto. "There are no losers — we're 
all winners." 


DcPINTO CHAFES WHEN people call 


Mulr School an experiment. "We don't 
consider ourselves to bo an IGE school. 
We consider ourselves John Muir 
School." ho said. "All the people that 
work here gave their support 100 per 
cent and that's why It's a success.

Man, 38, killed in freak 
accident at Woodfield

A Sehaumburg man, wandering In the 


Woodfield Shopping Center In search of a 
short cut to his car, crashed through a 
store roof and fell to his death late Tues- 
day night. 


The victim was identified as William J. 


Griffin, 38, of 1212 E. Algonquin Rd. He 
was pronounced dead on arrival at 
Northwest Community Hospital In Ar- 
lington Heights. 


When Sehaumburg paramedics arrived 


at the accident scene at the J C Penney 
store about 11:40 p.m., they could not 
find any signs of life from Griffin. He fell 
through a skylight in Pennoy's garden 
center and plunged about 20 feet, landing 
on his head, police said. . 


There was no indications of foul play, 


police said. Griffin was with a woman 
friend at the time of the Incident. 


G1UFF1N MET Edcl Valentine, 29, of 


Orland Park, at the Penney store, and 
the two went to dinner at the Magic Pan 
restaurant. They wero returning from 
the restaurant and were on a higher lev- 
el in the parking lot than where Griffin's 
car was parked, police were told. Instead 
of walking around, the two went up an 
Incline near the garden center, and Grif- 
fin climbed a short fence, police said. 


Griffin wandered away from Miss Va- 


lentine and then "disappeared," she told 
police. She then ran to notify Woodfield 
security personnel.

According to 
the study, IGE students fell behind the 
rest of the students in the district in 
reading and math during IGE's first 
year but jumped ahead of the other stu- 
dents In the second year of the program. 
The study also showed that IGE students 
hove a for better self-image. 


BUT SOME DIST. 54 board members 


were not impressed with the study and 
they question its validity. "We don't 
want to make our decision just on that 
report," said board member Margaret 
Pagclcr, who said she felt the study 
"was just not definitive."

Mrs. Pagclcr sold she would like to 


know how teachers at the IGE schools 
feel about the system. "My interest is 
the enthusiasm of the teacher and their 
productivity within the system, because I 
think that Is what will lead to student 
achievement," Since the extra cost for 
IGE "boils down to the extra staff" she 
said she Is asking, "Are the kinds of ex- 
tra things we're paying for making the 
teachers more productive?" 


Board member Edward Bcdnrd shares 


Mrs. Pagclcr's concern. He said he won- 
ders whether the goal of Individualizing 
and personalizing education Is being ac- 
complished by using more teacher aides. 


"You can put them to good use or you 


can have them going for coffee for you," 
he said. "If they can be used to increase 
individualized instruction and effective- 
ness In instruction then they should be 
used." 


Board member Arlene Czajkowskl also 


questioned the IGE report. "I don't think 
the figures really told us anything," she 
said. She Is particularly perplexed by the 
measurement of a student's self-esteem. , 
An Individual's image of himself Is a per- 
sonal feeling, sho said. "I question 
whether that Is the function of a school. I 
r e a l l y question the additional ex- 
penditures if that Is the main benefit of 
the program." 


BUT DcPINTO HAS taken another 


view. A child's opinion of himself affects 
his desire to learn and grow, said De- 
Plnto, and self-esteem is an important 
part of school because "school is an Im- 
portant life." DePlnto said, "People with 
a high self concept don't get Involved In 
many bad things. I'm sure there would 
be less social Injustices If more people 
had a positive self-concept." 


IGE works because teachers have a 


close relationship with the children and 
the children are made to feel successful, 
DePlnto said. Teacher aides are used to 
perform nonteaching duties such as 
mimeographing tests, he said, and with* 
out them the relationship between stu- 
dents and teachers would not be as 
close and learning would not be as indi- 
vidualized or personalized. 


This year there are six teacher aides 


and 15 classroom teachers'at Mulr mak- 
ing the ratio of students to teachers 
about 10 to one. DePlnto admits that 
teacher aides are an expensive Item for 
an IGE school but without them "less 
would bo presented to the children and 
teachers would be bogged down with 
clerical tasks." 


.The whole idea of IGE and every 


teaching method is to provide as much 
enrichment for the students as possible, 
said DePinto. "We're a kid-centered 
place. We're here for the benefit of these 
kids."

Instead 
of walking around, the two went up an 
incline near the garden center, and Grif- 
fin climbed a short fence, police said. 


Griffin wandered away from Miss Va- 


lentino and then "disappeared," she told 
police. She then ran to notify Woodfield 
security personnel. 


Police said one of Griffin's shoes was 


found in a skylight brace on the roof. The 
section of the roof through which he fell 
did not have a plastic skylight dome. Po- 
lice were told two outer domes had dis- 
appeared earlier this year, but that the 
items had been ordered.

Area's not-so-cheerful job picture: 
few openings,, unemployment on rise 


Been looking for a job? In the 


Northwest suburbs, there are job 
openings for skilled machinists, cleri- 
cal workers and health-care profes- 
sionals. 


Competition for available jobs is 


keen, said Everett Galloway, office 
manager at the Illinois Employment 
Service Northwest Suburban Office 
in Des Plalnes. "There is really noth- 
ing plentiful, because of the number 
of unemployed." 


"Job openings have decreased by 


about 50 per cent in the last month 
and a half," said Galloway. "Our 
traffic coming 
In has probably 


doubled In the last couple of 
months." Between 600 and 700 appli- 
cants visit the employment office ev- 
ery day, Monday through Friday. The 
Increase in area residents seeking 
unemployment compensation is due 
to several factors, partly seasonal, 
said Shirley Stambor, director of the 


Illinois Unemployment Compensation 
Northwest Suburban Office in Des 
Plaines. 


THE SEASONAL downturn in em- 


ployment, the nationwide coal strike 
and other factors likely will push 
unemployment up from the unad- 
justed figures reported for October, 
said John Coulter, manpower direc- 
tor for the Chicago Assn. of Com- 
merce and Industry. When the new 
figures come out Friday for Novem- 
ber "there will likely be an increase 
— I would guess 1 per cent or so — 
in the Chicago area," Coulter said. 


Unadjusted figures for October re- 


ported by U. S. and state Labor 
Dept. officials showed 4.7 per cent 
unemployment in the Chicago-area 
and 5.7 per cent on a national basis. 


Coulter predicts a turnaround in 


the employment market by the sec- 
ond half of 1975. Persons under Vie 
age of 25, minority workers and city 


workers rather than suburban work- 
ers will be most affected by layoffs, 
ho said. 


ELECTRICIANS, machinists auto 


repair specialists and some of- 
fice workers will find job openings, 
the CACI executive said. Cashiers, 
teachers and bartenders aro among 
the pbseekers who will find fewer 
openings. Railroading and steel-in- 
dustry jobs should be more plentiful 
when the coal strike is resolved, 
Coulter said. 


The Illinois Labor Dept. said the 


Friday report will indicate whether 
employment in the retail industry in- 
creased during November as it tra- 
ditionally does during the holiday pe- 
riod. The seasonally adjusted Octo- 
ber figures of 5 per cent unemploy- 
ment in the Chicago area translates 
into 133,000 people out of work. The 6 
per cent figure on a national basis 
represented 
5,044,000 unemployed

The price of natural gas used to heat 


homes and apartments will go up soon 
following announcement Wednesday by 
tho Federal Power Commission that 
wellhead prices for tho gas Industry will 
be increased. 


The effect on suburban residents will 


moan higher gas bills, although esti- 
mates vary as to how much tho increase 
will be. The Chicago area — Including all 
tho suburbs — will see an Increase in 
residential service bills of 15.02 per cent, 
according to the Federal Power Commis- 
sion. 


But a spokesman for Northern Illinois 


Gas Co., which supplies natural gas to 


the suburbs, said tho maximum impact 
on consumers in the northern third of Il- 
linois will be a 4 per cent rate Increase. 


COMMISSION CHAIRMAN John N. 


Nosslkas and Interior Sec. Rogers C. B. 
Morton Wednesday called for the decon- 
trol of all new natural gas prices, coupled 
with a tax on excess profits as insurance 
against price gouging. The commission 
price hike is intended to spark increased 
natural gas production. 


The Wednesday price adjustment by 


the commission fixes the uniform price 
of new natural gas at 50 cents per thou- 
sand cubic feet, an Increase of 8 cents. 
The impact of the price increase on resi- 


dential service bills will range from a 
low of 8.06 per cent Increase in Boston to 
16.46 higher in Los Angeles, with the Chi- 
cago area Increase estimated at 15.92 per 
cent, the commission said. 


Brace Gilbert, coordinator of rate re- 


search for Northern Illinois Gas Co., said 
Wednesday approximately 90 per cent of 
its gas supply could potentially be affect- 
ed by the new rates. The remaining 10 
per cent Is supplied by other natural gas 
faculties. 


Gilbert sold on estimate of a 16 per 


cent rise in gas prices by 1978 "must be 
erroneous. Even if we have 100 per cent 
new natural gas by 1978, It means about 


a 4 per cent increase for residential cus- 
tomers," he said. 


NI-GAS HAS FOUR major pipeline 


suppliers of natural gas. "To the extent 
that our supplloK do have to purchase 
new gas supplies, it is going to have a 
cost impact," Gilbert said of the new 
rates. 


At least two months will elapse be- 


tween an announcement of higher well- 
head prices and an adjustment on a cus- 
tomer's bill. This will be accomplished 
by the "purchase gas adjustment" for- 
mula used by NI-Gas, that has increased

In the Winston Knolls area of Hoffman 
Estates may be made this month by tho 
Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dlst.

school enrollment figures and the status 
of building developments In the district. 
If board members find the results con- 
clusive they may be prepared to moke a 
decision on building Uie new school dur- 
ing their next regular board meeting 
Wednesday. 


"Wo wont to move as quickly as we 


can," sold Board Prcs. Walter Sundllng. 
The district has several school sites but 
has not decided where or when to bulk! 
Its next school. 


Voters approved $3.0 million In bonds 


in 1071 for construction of two schools, 


but the district has delayed building the 
schools until enrollment patterns in the 
district become clear. 


PARENTS FROM the Winston Knolls 


area have asked the district to construct 
a school In their neighborhood. Most of 
the children from the area arc bused to 
Hunting Ridge School In Palatine. Some 
fifth and sixth graders go to Pleasant 
Hill School In Palatine, and some kinder- 
garten students go to Paddock School 
and Marion Jordon School, both in Pala- 
tine. 


In past years enrollment in Dlst. 15 in- 


creased by about 600 students a year and 
peaked In 1972 with 12,217 students. It 
has now declined to 11,972 students.

paying an extra 91,700 each of the past 
tour months to the John Hancock In- 
surance Co., without notifying the city 
council. Ho said the extra money was 
paid because of excessive claims filed by 
city employes. The payments ore to build 
up a reserve pool to cover future claims, 
he said. 


Committee members termed the ex- 


cess payment procedure "unorthodox," 
and Invited John Barunas, insurance rep- 
resentative to its next meeting to explain 
the charges. Members asked for an audit 
of premiums and claims to justify the 


extra cost. Aldermen also will reconsider 
a special coverage feature of the policy 
allowing employes to go to hospital 
emergency rooms for illnesses, not just 
Injury situations. 


"It's nlckel-nnd-dimlng us to death," 


said Mayor Roland J. Meyer who attend- 
ed the committee session. He suggested 
employes may be using hospitals when 
they should be consulting family physi- 
cians.

Meyer 
suggested city auditors might question 
Watson's authority in making the pay- 
ments, and said he "needs a resolution 
from the council." The mayor suggested 
Watson show the policy to City Atty. 
Donald M. Rose, to get his opinion on 
whether Hancock is legally entitled to 
the additional payments. 


"I admit I'm out on a limb for not 


taking it to the council," said Watson. •• 


CITY TREASURER Robert B. Cole

Area's not-so-cheerful job picture: 
few openings, unemployment on rise 


Been looking for a job? In the 


Northwest suburbs, there are job 
openings for skilled machinists, cleri- 
cal workers and health-care profes- 
sionals. 


Competition for available jobs is 


keen, said Everett Galloway,, office 
manager at the Illinois Employment 
Service Northwest Suburban Office 
In Des Plaines. "There is really noth- 
ing plentiful, because of the number 
of unemployed." 


"Job openings have decreased by 


about 50 per cent in the last month 
and a half," said Galloway. "Our 
traffic coming In has probably 
doubled in the last couple of 
months." Between 600 and 700 appli- 
cants visit the employment office ev- 
ery day, Monday through Friday. The 
increase in area residents seeking 
unemployment compensation is due 
to several factors, partly seasonal,. 
sold Shirley Stambor, director of the 


Illinois Unemployment Compensation 
Northwest Suburban Office in Des 
Plaines. 


THE SEASONAL downturn in em- 


ployment, the nationwide coal strike 
and other factors likely will push 
unemployment up from the unad- 
justed figures reported for October, 
said John Coulter, manpower direc- 
tor for the Chicago Assn. of Com- 
merce and Industry. When the new 
figures come out Friday for Novem- 
ber "there will likely bo an increase 
— I would guess I per cent or so — 
in the Chicago area," Coulter said. 


Unadjusted figures for October re- 


ported by 'U. S. and state Labor 
Dept. officials showed 4.7 per cent 
unemployment in the Chicago-area 
and 5.7 per cent on a national basis. 


Coulter predicts a turnaround in 


the employment market by the sec- 
ond half of 1975. Persons under Vie 
age of 25, minority workers and city 


workers rather than suburban work- 
ers will be most affected by layoffs, 
he said. 


ELECTRICIANS, machinists auto 


repair specialists and -some of- 
fice workers will find job openings, 
the CACI executive said. Cashiers, 
teachers and bartenders are among 
the Jobseekers.who will find fewer 
openings. Railroading and steel-in- 
dustry jobs should be more plentiful 
when the coal strike is resolved, 
Coulter said. 


The Illinois Labor Dept. said the 


Friday report will indicate whether 
employment in the retail industry in- 
creased during November as it tra- 
ditionally does during the holiday pe- 
riod. The seasonally adjusted Octo- 
ber figures of 5 per cent unemploy- 
ment in the Chicago area translates 
into 133,000 people out of work.

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Gas heat in your home? You'll pay more 


The inside story 


The price of natural gas used to heat 


homos and apartments will go up soon 
following announcement Wednesday by 
the Federal Power Commission that 
wellhead prices for the gas Industry will 
bo increased. 


The effect on suburban residents will 


mean higher gas bills, although esti- 
mates vary as to how much the increase 
•will be. The Chicago area — Including all 
the suburbs — will see an increase in 
residential service bills of 15.92 per cent, 
according to the Federal Power Commis- 
sion. 


But a spokesman for Northern Illinois 


Gas Co., which supplies natural gas to 


' the suburbs, said the maximum impact 
on consumers in the northern third of Il- 
linois will be a 4 per cent rate increase. 


COMMISSION CHAIRMAN John N. 


Nassikes and Interior Sec. Rogers C. B. 
Morton Wednesday called for the decon- 
trol of all new natural gas prices, coupled 
with a tax on excess profits as insurance 
against price gouging. The commission 
price hike is Intended to spark increased 
natural gas production. 


The Wednesday price adjustment by 


the commission fixes the uniform price 
of new natural gas at 50 cents per thou- 
sand cubic feet, an Increase of 8 cents. 
The impact of the price increase on resi- 


dential service bills will range from a 
low of 8.06 per cent increase in Boston to 
16.48 higher in Los Angeles, with the Chi- 
cago area increase estimated at 15.92 per 
cent, the commission said. 


Bruce Gilbert, coordinator of rate re- 


search for Northern Illinois Gas Co., said 
Wednesday approximately 90 per cent of 
its gas supply could potentially be affect- 
ed'by the new rates. The remaining 10 
per cent is supplied by other natural gas 
faculties. 


Gilbert said an estimate of a 16 per 


cent rise in gas prices by 1978 "must be 
erroneous. Even If we have 100 per cent 
new natural gas by 1978, it means about 


a 4 per cent increase for residential cus- 
tomers," he said. 


NI-GAS HAS FOUR major pipeline 


suppliers of natural gas. "To the extent 
that our suppliers do have to purchase 
new gas supplies, it Is going to have a 
cost impact," Gilbert said of the new 
rates. 


At least two months will elapse be- 


tween an announcement of higher well- 
head prices and an adjustment on a cus- 
tomer's bill. This will be accomplished 
by the "purchase gas 'adjustment" for- 
mula used by NI-Gas, that has increased

Board members will meet as a corn* 


mlttco-of-the-wholo Monday to review 
school enrollment figures and the status 
of building developments In the district. 
If board members find the results con* 
elusive they may be prepared to make a 
decision on building the new school dur- 
ing their next regular board meeting 
Wednesday. 


"We want to move as quickly as we 


can," said Board Pres. Walter Bundling. 
The district has several school sites but 
has not decided where or when to build 
Its next school. 


Voters approved $3.6 million In bonds 


In 1971 for construction of two schools, 
but the district has delayed building the 
schools until enrollment patterns In the 
district become clear. 


PARENTS FROM the Winston Knolls 


area have asked tha district to construct 
a school in their neighborhood. Most of 
the children from the area are bused to 
Hunting Ridge School in Palatine. Some 
fifth and sixth graders go to Pleasant 
Hill School In Palatine, and some kinder- 
garten students go to Paddock School 
and Marlon Jordon School, both in Pala- 
tine.

In past years enrollment in Dist. 15 In- 


creased by about 600 students a year and 
peaked In 1972 with 12,217 students. It 
has now declined to 11,972 students. 


Enrollment projections are now diffi- 


cult to predict, officials say, because of 
several factors which the board must 
consider before making plans'to build its 
21st school. 


Enrollment In Dist. 15 has declined in 


recent years because of a general decline 
in the birth rate. Yet new housing devel- 
opments are being planned in the district 
and would generate more children. Most 
of the planned developments are in the 
western section of the district, north of 
the Winston Knolls area. About 4,472 resi- 


dential units arc planned for the West- 
bury development and about 345 units 
are planned for a Centex Homes Corp. 
development 


SUPT. FRANK WHTTELEY met with 


Winston Knolls homeowners in October 
to discuss the possibility of building a 
school In their neighborhood. He outlined 
the problems In predicting enrollment 
and the need for another school but he 
told the homeowners he expects the 
board to make Its decision by Jan. 1. 


Monday's committee meeting Is being 


scheduled for 8 p.m In the Dist. 15 ad- 
ministration center, 505 S. Quentin Rd.; 
Paltine. The regular board meeting is 
scheduled for 8 p.m. Wednesday.

eventually save money by doing addition- 
al engineering on a 6-miUlon-gallon wa- 
ter tank planned near the Wllkc-Klrchoff 
retention basin In south Arlington 
Heights. 


When the plans for the water storage 


tank-were drawn several months ago, 
village officials intended to put up a steel 
structure at an estimated cost of 
$600,000. 


Since that time, the prico of steel has 


risen to the point where officials now 
think a concrete tank, which was once 


more expensive than steel, may be 
cheaper. 


On that belief, the village board Mon- 


day authorized $14,000 more engineering 
work for the concrete tank so that bids 
can be taken on both types of reservoirs. 


In cither case, the total well-reservoir 


and pump house Installation is expected 
to cost nearly $2 million. 


The reservoir will stand about 4V4 sto- 


ries. It will bring the village's water 
storage capacity to 19 million gallons.

The proposed Jan. 1 merger of the Pal- 


atine Park District and the Palatine Rur- 
al Park District will have a varied im- 
pact on the 43,000 residents involved. 


Depending on where you live, your 


pockctbook will be affected by the merg- 
er. The 1975 tax rate of the new district 
will be about 44 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation, park officials said. 


The tax rate for the residents of the 


Palatine'Park District will decrease by 
two cents per $100 assessed valuation 
, and the tax rate for rural park district 
residents will increase by eight cents in 
1975, park board members figure. 


Fred Hall, Palatine Park District di- 


rector, said the merged district's 1975 
tax rate would be the maximum rate 
allowed by law without a referendum. 


The rural district's tax rato would con- 


tinue to Increase if the rural district 
were to remain autonomous and develop 
its own programs and facilities said 
Thomas Patten, rural park board presi- 
dent. It would take the rural district five 
to 10 years to develop a district similar 
to the Palatine Pork District, he said. 


HALL SAID that the projected 44 cent 


tax rato would probably not increase for 
some time if the merged district's costs 
remain stable. The tax money generated 
for the merged district next year would 
"sufficiently pay for" the expansion of 
the Palatine Park District's present pro- 
grams to accommodate the Increased 
number of residents in the combined dis- 
trict, Hall said. 


The reasons for the merger are simple, 


park officials say. 


The Palatine Park District has little 


open space available on which to expand 
park facilities to meets the needs of a 
growing community. 


The rural park district, on the other 


hand, has an abundance of open space 
for development but lacks money and ex- 
pertise. The rural district has served as 
a means of avoiding taxes for the last 20 
years by keeping residents from being 
absorbed by another park district. 


"From that standpoint, you can say 


that this merger i is basically prompted 
by the fact that even though the districts 
are extremely different, one has what 
the other one needs to develop more 
parks," Patten said. 


How quickly the additional parks and 


facilities arc developed in the rural areas 
will depend on a number of factors, ac- 
cording to Hall: how much open space 
the merged district will receive as gifts 
from developers, how easily the park dis- 
trict can work with schools to jointly de- 
velop parks, how readily state and feder- 
al grants arc available to the merged 
district, and how soon the Metropolitan 
Sanitary. District can make land in the 
Upper Salt Creek Watershed available 
for park development. 


Land included in the Upper Salt Creek 


Watershed project — a flood control pro- 
gram — "Is completely attuned to the 
park and recreation needs of the people 
living in the unincorporated areas," said 
Roger Bjorvlk, attorney for both park 
districts. 


About 60 acres of the watershed proj-

He is highly qualified in 


a technical field where there are too few jobs and so be sits 
by the dining-room table, designing new toys he hopes some- 
one will buy.

four years as the nation's economy sorts out who win have a 
job and who will not. 


Falbusch once drew an annual salary of nearly $25,000 as

He came here four years ago to launch the new Sierra 


Metals Co. in Wheeling, leaving his job in New Jersey as 
chief chemist for the M.W. Kellogg Co. Sierra Metals was 
later changed to Martin Metals when the Wheeling plant was 
purchased by Martin Marietta.

Area's not-so-cheerful job picture: 
few openings, unemployment on rise 


Been looking for a job? In the" 


Northwest suburbs, there are .job 
openings for skilled machinists, cleri- 
cal workers and health-care profes- 
sionals. 


Competition for available jobs is 


keen, said Everett Galloway, office 
manager at the Illinois Employment 
Service Northwest Suburban Office 
In Des Plaines. "There is really noth- 


,ing plentiful, because of the number 
" of unemployed." 


"Job openings have* decreased by 


about 50 per cent in the last month 
and a half," said Galloway. "Our 
traffic coming in has probably 
doubled in the last couple of 
months." Between 600 and 700 appli- 
cants visit the employment office ev- 
ery day, Monday through Friday. The 
increase in area residents 'seeking 
unemployment compensation,is'due 
to several factors, partly-seasonal, 
said Shirley Stambor, director of the 


Illinois Unemployment Compensation 
Northwest Suburban Office in Des 
Plaines. 


THE SEASONAL downturn in em- 


ployment, the nationwide coal strike 
and other factors likely will push 
unemployment up from the unad- 
justed figures reported for October, 
said John Coulter, manpower direc- 
tor for the Chicago Assn. of Com- 
merce and Industry. When the new 
figures come out Friday for Novem- 
ber "there will likely be an Increase 
— I would guess 1 per cent or so — 
in the Chicago area," Coulter said. 


Unadjusted figures for October re- 


ported by U. S. and state Labor 
Dcpt. officials showed 4.7 per cent 
unemployment in the Chicago-area 
and 5.7 per cent on a national basis. 


Coulter predicts a turnaround in 


the employment market by the sec- 
ond half of 1975. Persons under the 
age of 25, minority workers and city 


workers rather than suburban work- 
ers will be most affected by layoffs, 
he said. 


ELECTRICIANS, machinists auto 


repair specialists and some 
of- 


fice workers will find job openings, 
the CACI executive said. Cashiers, 
teachers and bartenders are among 
the jobseekers who will find fewer 
openings. Railroading and steel-in- 
dustry jobs should be more plentiful 
when the coal strike is resolved, 
Coulter said. 


The Illinois Labor Dept. said the 


Friday report will indicate whether 
employment in the retail industry in- 
creased during November as it tra- 
ditionally does during the holiday pe- 
riod. The seasonally adjusted Octo- 
ber figures of 5 per cent unemploy- 
ment in the Chicago area translates 
Into 133,000 people out of work. The 6

Gas heat in your home? You'll pay more 


The inside story 


The price of natural gas used to heat 


homes and apartments will go up soon 
following announcement Wednesday by 
the Federal Power Commission that 
wellhead prices for the gas Industry will 
be Increased. 


The effect on suburban residents will 


mean higher gas bills, although esti- 
mates vary as to now much the Increase 
will be. The Chicago area — Including all 
the suburbs — will see an increase In 
residential service bills of 15.92 per cent, 
according to the Federal Power Commis- 
sion. 


But a spokesman for Northern Illinois 


Gas Co., which supplies natural gas to 


the suburbs, said the maximum impact 
on consumers in the northern third of Il- 
linois will be a 4 per cent rate increase. 


COMMISSION CHAIRMAN John N. 


Nasslkos and Interior Sec. Rogers C. B. 
Morton Wednesday called for the decon- 
trol of all new natural gas prices, coupled 
with a tax on excess profits as insurance 
against price gouging. The commission 
price hike is intended to spark Increased 
natural gas production. 


The Wednesday price adjustment by 


the commission fixes the uniform price 
of new natural gas at SO cents per thou- 
sand cubic feet, an increase of 8 cents. 
The impact of the price increase on resi- 


i ' 


dential service bills will range, from a 
low of 8,06 per cent Increase in Boston to 
16.46 higher in Los Angeles, with the Chi- 
cago area Increase estimated at 15 92 per 
cent, the commission said. 


Bruce Gilbert, coordinator of rate re- 


search for Northern Illinois Gas Co., said 
Wednesday approximately 90 per cent of 
its gas supply could potentially be affect- 
ed by the new rates. The remaining JO 
per cent is supplied by other natural gas 
facilities. 


Gilbert said an estimate of a 16 per 


cent rise in gas prices by 1978 "must be 
erroneous. Even if we have 100 per cent 
new natural gas by 1978, it means about 


a 4 per cent increase for residential cus- 
tomers," he said. 


NI-GAS HAS FOUR major pipeline 


suppliers of natural gas. "To the extent 
that our suppliers do have to purchase 
new gas supplies, it is going to have a 
cost impact," Gilbert said of the new 
rates. 


At least two months will elapse be- 


tween an announcement of higher well- 
head prices and an adjustment on a cus- 
tomer's bill. This will be accomplished 
by the "purchase gas adjustment" for- 
mula used by NI-Gas, that has increased

ect are located west of Reseda West and 
north of the North View subdivision, 35 
acres of which the sanitary district owns 
and will work with the merged park dis- 
trict to develop In the future, he said. 


THE DISTRICT ALSO owns 40 vacant 


acres south of Harper College in Palatine 
Township, and Is trying to acquire 125 
acres near Quentln Road and Harper 
College to use as water retention and 
flood control land. This will also serve as 
open space for development by the dis- 
trict, Hall laid. 


Another source of open space land that 


the merged park district could use may 
come f r o m tho Wostbury devel- 
opment, which is in Hoffman Estates but 
also part of the Palatine Rural Park Dis- 
trict Rural park board commissioners 
have not committed themselves to devel- 
oping tho land available at Wostbury and 
have tabled their decision to the merged 
board In January. 


There will be "no strain" or "no nega- 


tive impact" of the merger on the pre- 
sent Palatine Park District facilities 
once additional residents begin using 
them, Hall said. 


"Many rural park district residents al- 


ready use the park's facilities and are 
participating In our programs for a high- 


er nonresident fee, so it will really not 
moke much difference," ho said. 


Hall said that tho merged Palatine 


Park District will expand its programs 
and hire additional staff as "it Is're- 
quired" by the additional number of resi- 
dents using the park district. 'A number 
of programs that have failed In the past 
due to Insufficient registration "will 
probably get a greater response in a 
merged district because more people can 
take tho program for a lower fee, so 
more people will sign up for It," Hall 
said. 


TO ASSURE residents of the rural 


park district that tho district's present 
funds are used to develop facilities In 
their area, the four rural park board 
commissioners will serve on a special 
planning and development committee of 
tho merged park board. Tho committee 
will recommend and oversee the merged 
board's use of tho rural park district's 
present funds for tho development of 
parks and facilities In the rural areas. 


The presidents of both park boards 


have agreed that a referendum or a bond 
issue will eventually be necessary to pay 
for additional park development and fa- 
cilities that are needed in the unincorpo- 
rated areas.

Dirt pile to stay 
for 1 more year? 


Palatine's controversial'mound of dirt 


behind the sports complex on Northwest 
Highway may be around for another 
year.' 


An agreement, changing a letter of 


credit for public Improvements on the 
Brunswick property to include a provi- 
sion for removal of the dirt pile, is being 
reviewed by Village Atty. Bradley Glass. 


The size of the dirt pile has been esti- 


mated at 10,000 cubic yards, said Village 
Mgr. Anton H. Harwig. The village has 
requested a letter of credit or perform- 
ance bond equal to $2.75 per cubic yard 
or $27,500. 


WHEN THE LETTER of credit has 


been changed to cover removal of the 
dirt pile, an occupancy permit will be 
issued for Brunswick bowling alley. The 
owners of the property will then have 
one year to remove the dirt. If the dirt Is 
not removed within the year the village 
could use the letter of credit to have the 
dirt pile removed. 


Harwig said public Improvements on 


the Brunswick property have been com- 
pleted except for a light standard. 


The dirt pile has been the subject of 


controversy for more than a year. When 
zoning for the 32-lane bowling alley was 
granted Horaebullders of America, devel- 
opers of the property, agreed to remove 
the dirt before occupying the building or 
present a performance bond to the vil- 
lage. The bowling alley has been open 
since September and Is operating under 
a temporary occupancy permit. 


Residents of Arlington Crest subdivi- 


sion have complained that the dirt 
mound is a nuisance attracting mini- 
bikers. 


Pluin Grove Hills schedule 
revised by village 


The construction schedule for the Plum 


Grove Hills development in southeast 
Palatine has been revised but the com- 
pletion date for the development remains 
1984. 


The Palatine Plan Commission this 


week approved a new time schedule 
shortening the time separate parcels in 
the development can be under construc- 
tion. L. F. Draper and Associates, the de- 
veloper, has agreed to the new schedule. 


Tho revised plans call for construction 


of the higher-density residential areas to 
start on tho western boundary of the 
property cast of Rosclle Road and movo 
cast.

Quentln Road will start In 1977 and bo 
completed by 1982, two years before the 
original completion schedule. 


THE START OF construction on a par- 


cel south of Euclid Avenue and cast of 
Quentln Road has been moved up a year 
to 1978. Another parcel In the same area 
will be completed in the time between 
1978 and 1982. 


Construction of three parcels north of 


Euclid Avenue and oast of Quentin Road 
will be staggered with one starting in 
1978 and completed In 1984 and the other 
two running from 1978 to 1982. 


The intent-of tho new schedule is to 


shorten the time span any parcel on the 
365-acre development is torn up. 


Plum Grove Hills will have 1,874 hous- 


ing units when It Is completed If the 
plans receive approval of the village 


The finest in Optical Service.

Trustees reject Hendricks' 
tough liquor license plan 


ny LYNN ASINOP 


Trustee Richard Hendricks was roundly 


defeated by other members of the Mount 
Prospect Village Board when ho colled 
for a new "get-tough" policy on issuing 
liquor licenses. 


"Liquor licenses arc being handed out 


with a firehose," Hendricks said, charg- 
ing that the village was becoming over- 
run with the licenses. 


Hondricks' remarks were prompted by 


« request for a license from Hcinz's Pas- 
try and Coffee Shop, IS W. Prospect Ave. 
Although the shop Is only requesting a 
beer and wine liquor license, Hendricks 
said this license could bo used as a step- 
plngstono to a less restrictive license. 


"It Is strictly out of place granting a 


liquor license to this kind of estab- 
lishment," Hendricks said. Referring to 
the village's 34 liquor licenses, ho said 
Mount Prospect was "just going over- 
board with liquor licenses." 


IIENDRICKS found minor support 


from Trustee George Anderson, who 
agreed that a liquor license was in- 
compatible with Hcinz's operation. "A 
beer and a jug of wine are not compatible 
with pastries and a loaf of bread," he 
said. 


Anderson, however, did not support 


Hendricks In opposing a second liquor li- 
cense request from the Three Doves Res- 
taurant, 208 E. Rand Rd. 


Hendricks said the Three Doves 


request was In «n area whore four oth- 
er operations already have liquor licens- 
es, lie charged this was an example of 
Mount Prospect being overrun with li- 
quor licenses. 


MAYOR Robert D. Tdchcrt, who also 


serves as liquor commissioner, said 
Hendricks' remarks were off target. He 
•aid that unless the board wants to take 
the position that liquor Is evil, the number 
of liquor licenses should make Httlo dif- 
ference. 


"Whether we have two licenses or 


3,000,1 don't think there should be a lim- 
it whatsoever," Telchort said. 


He said the real question Is whether 


the Individual operation Is good for 
Mount Prospect "And If It Is, I don't 
care if we have 500," he said. 


Tdchcrt said Hendricks' remarks that 


Mount Prospect was "easy with liquor 
licenses" suggested that the Individual 
operations were bad for the village. He

said this is not so and charged that such 
an attitude goes back to the idea of "de- 
vil rum." 


OTHER TRUSTEES also took ex- 


c e p t i o n with Hendricks' comments. 
Trustee Kenneth Scholtcn noted that In 
the past two years only four liquor li- 
censes have been approved with the ex- 
ception of those businesses that were In 
operation when annexed to the village. 


"I do not feel wo are dishing out liquor 


licenses with a firehose," Scholten said. 
"If liquor Is bad we should vote Mount 
Prospect dry." 


Trustee O.T. Gustus said he had no 


problem with voting in favor of the li- 
cense for Hcinz's, since only a beer and 
wine license was being requested. 


"As far as beer and wine licenses are 


concerned, this is sort of a light liquor. It 
is not a threat to our community," he 
said. "We're drinking beer in our 
churches now." 


Both requests for liquor licenses will 


be prepared in ordinance form following 
the 54o-l board vote. Hendricks has con- 
sistently opposed liquor license requests.

Area's not-so-cheerful job picture: 
few openings, unemployment on rise 


Bean looking for a job? In the 


Northwest suburbs, there are job 
openings for skilled machinists, cleri- 
cal workers and health-care profes- 
sionals. 


Competition for available jobs Is 


keen, said Everett Galloway, office 
manager at the Illinois Employment 
Service Northwest Suburban Office 
in Des Pialnes. "There Is really noth- 
ing plentiful, because of the number 
of unemployed." 


"Job openings have decreased by 


about 50 per cent in the last month 
and a half," sold Galloway. "Our 
' traffic coming In has probably 
doubled in the last .couple of 
months." Between 600 and 700'appli- 
cants visit the employment office ev- 
ery day, Monday through Friday. The 
increase in area residents seeking 
unemployment compensation is due 
to several factors, partly seasonal, 
said Shirley Stambor, director of the 


Illinois Unemployment Compensation 
Northwest Suburban Office In Des 
Plaines. 


THE SEASONAL downturn In em- 


ployment, the nationwide coal strike 
and other factors likely will push 
unemployment up from the unad- 
justed figures reported for October, 
said John Coulter, manpower direc- 
tor for.the Chicago Assn. of Com- 
merce and Industry. When the new 
figures come out Friday for Novem- 
ber "there will likely be an increase 
— I would guess 1 per cent or so — 
in the Chicago area," Coulter said. 


Unadjusted figures for October re- 


ported by U. S. and state Labor 
Dept. officials showed 4.7 per cent 
unemployment in the Chicago-area 
and 5.7 per cent on a national basis.' 


Coulter predicts a turnaround in 


the employment market by the sec- 
ond half of 1975. Persons under the 
age of 25, minority workers and city 


workers rather than suburban work- 
ers will be most affected by layoffs, 
he said.

The price of natural gas used to heat 


homes and apartments will go up soon 
following announcement Wednesday by 
the Federal Power Commission that 
wellhead prices for the gas Industry will 
be increased. 


The effect on suburban residents will 


mean higher gas bills, although esti- 
mates vary as to bow much the Increase 
will be. The Chicago area — including all 
the suburbs — will see an increase In 
residential service bills of 15.92 per cent, 
according to the Federal Power Commis- 
sion. 


But a spokesman for Northern Illinois 


Gas Co., which supplies natural gas to 


the suburbs, said the maximum impact 
on consumers in the northern third of Il- 
linois will be a 4 per cent rate increase. 


COMMISSION CHAIRMAN John N. 
1 Nosslkas and Interior Sec. Rogers C. B. 
Morton Wednesday called for the decon- 
trol of all new natural gas prices, coupled * 
with a tax on excess profits as insurance 
against price gouging. The commission 
price hike Is intended to spark increased 
natural gas production. 


The Wednesday price adjustment by 


the commission fixes the uniform price 
of new natural gas at 50 cents per thou- 
sand cubic feet, an Increase of 8 cents. 
The impact of the price increase on real- 


dential service bills will range from a 
low of 8.06 per cent increase in Boston to 
16 46 higher In Los Angeles, with the Chi- 
cago area Increase estimated at 15.92 per 
cent, the commission said. 


Bruce Gilbert, coordinator of rate re- 


search for Northern Illinois Gas Co., said 
Wednesday approximately 90 per cent of 
its gas supply could potentially be affect- 
ed by the new rates. The remaining 10 
per cent Is supplied by other natural gas 
facilities. 


Gilbert said an estimate of a 16 per 


cent rise in gas prices by 1978 "must be 
erroneous. Even If we have 100 per cent 
new natural gas by 1978, it means about 


a 4 per cent Increase for residential cus- 
tomers," he said.

"THIS IS WHERE we get concerned," 


Creamer said. "People buy houses, see a 
fire hydrant and immediately think that 
it is usable. There's no law that says 
there has to be a fire hydrant and I try 
to emphasize this to residents. It's false 
security — like fringe on a cake." 


Other EPA findings show that: 
• Citizens Utility water is free of 


harmful bacteria. 


• Two but of four wells fell below the 


suggested level of chlorine residuals. The 
EPA will ask the utility company to see 
how much chlorine it uses monthly. 


• Citizens has "one or two minor de- 


fects" in station equipment, but the 
equipment is basically good and trm 
tanks arc scaled properly. 


• The levels of chemicals arc tolerable 


even though residents complained of 
sand. Chemical analysis is performed 
every three years. 


LINDSTROM SAID the EPA will make 


recommendations to the utility company. 
"The improvements should be reeval- 
uated In the fall unless some big prob- 
lems arise," he said. 


Lindstrom also emphasized to the resi- 


dents and officials at the meeting that 
his capacity was only to make recom- 
mendations about the water quality. Per- 


sons who wish to complain about the cost 
or usage of water should contact other 
state agencies, he said. 


"This is the first attempt of the state to 


look into the problem and Mr. Lindstrom 
has been very helpful," Creamer said. 
"The EPA can only look into the prob- 
lems within its limitations. But I get dis- 
couraged by the fact that we aren't get- 
ting anywhere on particular problems." 


Creamer said there will be more meet-

Area's not-so-cheerful job picture: 
few openings, unemployment on rise 


Been looking for a job? In the 


Northwest suburbs, there are job 
openings for skilled machinists, cleri- 
cal workers and health-care profes- 
sionals. 


Competition for available jobs is 


keen, said Everett Galloway, office 
manager at the Illinois Employment 
Service Northwest Suburban Office 
in DCS Plaines. "There Is really noth- 
ing plentiful, because of the number 
of unemployed." 


"Job openings have decreased by 


about 50 per cent'in the last month 
and a half," said Galloway. "Our 
traffic coming In has probably 
doubled in the last couple of 
months." Between 600 and 700 appli- 
cants visit the employment office ev- 
ery day, Monday through Friday. The 
increase In area residents seeking 
unemployment compensation is due 
to several factors, partly 'seasonal, 
said Shirley Stambor, director of the 


Illinois Unemployment Compensation 
Northwest Suburban Office in DCS 
Plaines. 


THE SEASONAL downturn in em- 


ployment, the nationwide coal strike 
and other factors likely will push 
unemployment up from the unad- 
justed figures reported for October, 
said John Coulter, manpower direc- 
tor for the Chicago Assn. of Com- 
merce and Industry. When the new 
figures come out Friday for Novem- 
ber "there will likely be an Increase 
— I would guess 1 per cent or so — 
In the Chicago area," Coulter said. 


Unadjusted figures for October re- 


ported by U. S. and state Labor 
Dept. officials showed 4.7 per cent 
unemployment In the Chicago-area 
and 5.7 per cent on a national basis. 


Coulter predicts a turnaround in 


the employment market by the sec- 
ond half of 1975.

The price of natural gas used to heat 


homos and apartments will go up soon 
following announcement Wednesday by 
the Federal Power Commission that 
wellhead prices for the gas industry will 
be Increased.

The 'effect on suburban residents will 


mean higher gas bills, although esti- 
mates vary as to how much the Increase 
will be. The Chicago area — including all 
the suburbs — will see an increase in 
residential service bills of 15.92 per cent, 
according to the Federal Power Commis- 
sion. 


But a spokesman for Northern Illinois 


Gas Co., which supplies natural gat to 


the suburbs, said the maximum Impact 
on consumers in the northern third of Il- 
linois will be c 4 per cent rate Increase. 


COMMISSION CHAIRMAN John N. 


Nasslkas and Interior Sec. Rogers C. B. 
Morton Wednesday called for the decon- 
trol of all new natural gas prices, coupled 
with a tax on-excess profits as insurance 
against price gouging. The commission 
price hike Is intended to spark increased 
natural gas production. 


The Wednesday price adjustment by 


the commission fixes the uniform price 
of now natural gas at 60 cents per thou- 
sand cubic feet, an increase of 8 cents. 
The impact of the price increase on resi- 


dential service bills will range from a 
low of 8.0S per cent Increase In Boston to 
16.46 higher in Los Angeles, with the Chi- 
cago area increase estimated at 15.92 per 
cent, the commission said. 


Bruce Gilbert, coordinator of rate re- 


search for Northern Illinois Gas Co., said 
Wednesday approximately 90 per cenLof 
its gas supply could potentially be affect- 
ed by the new rates.
